SENATE BILLS 


S 259. CIVIL DAMAGES FOR CERTAIN CRIMES. Intro. 2/27/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Reduces 
the damages assessed against defendants for covered acts from $200 to $150. 


S 414. INTERSTATE BRANCHING EARLY OPT-IN. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces ist 
edition. Makes technical changes. 


S 265. CALDWELL FOX HUNTING. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces 
Original bill. Title now reads TO ADD CALDWELL COUNTY TO THE AREAS COVERED BY THE STATEWIDE 
FOX MANAGEMENT PLAN. Adds Caldwell to coverage of local modification of GS 113-291.4A establishing open 
season on foxes with firearms in all areas east of I-77 and in other specified counties from beginning of rabbit and 
quail season through January 1. 


S 344. NOTARY LAW AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/8/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
amendment to GS 10A-12 giving law enforcement agents of Dep't of Secretary of State (1) statewide jurisdiction 
when executing arrest warrants, (2) authority to assist local law enforcement agencies in investigations, and (3) 
authority to initiate investigations on their own or in coordination with local agencies. 
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S 399. AMEND DEFINITION OF PODIATRY. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Rewrites definition to make clarifying changes and to exclude surgical correction of clubfoot of an infant two years 
of age or less. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 43. 1995 PERMANENT HOUSE RULES. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes deadline 
for introducing public bills in Rule 31.1 to April 11 (was, April 5). Also in Rule 31.1, makes it clear that bills subject 
to the deadline for introducing bills making tax law changes applies to bills that require referral to the Finance 
Committee under Rule 38(b) (public or local bills that raise or reduce revenue, levy a tax, authorize levy of taxes, 
assessments, or fees, or authorize bond issues). Clarifies Rule 39.2 to provide that the motion to re-refer a bill 
from one standing committee to another may be made by the chair of the committee from which the bill is to be 
removed or the chair of the Rules Committee. 


H 109. NO NCDL FOR DROPOUTS. Intro. 2/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, and rewrites it 
so it now provides as follows. Adds new GS 115C-276(r) to require local school sup't to notify Division of Motor 
Vehicles (DMV) immediately of all students between ages 15 and 18 who drop out of school. Student is 
considered to have dropped out of school when student has ten or more accumulated absences in school year. 
School sup't also must notify DMV for student whose license has been suspended under GS 20-16(a) (see below) 
when one of the following has occurred: (1) student has obtained high school diploma or equivalent; (2) student 
has attended for 30 days with no unexcused absences at public or private school; or (3) student is enrolled full 
time in or has successfully completed vocational course of study at community college. Adds new GS 20-9(i) to 
require DMV, upon receipt of notification under GS 115C-276(r), not to issue license to person under 18 unless 
person (1) has obtained high school diploma or equivalent; (2) is enrolled in public or private school; or (3) is 
enrolled full time or has successfully completed vocational course of study at community college. Adds new GS 
20-16(a)(12) to allow DMV to suspend license of person under 18 who does not qualify for license under GS 20- 
9(i); provides that person who drives while license is suspended commits the offense of driving without a license 
rather than driving while license is revoked. Adds new GS 20-19(b1) to provide for restoration of license of person 
whose license was suspended under GS 20-16(a)(12) when the person becomes 18 or when DMV receives 


notification under GS 115C-276(r). Effective July 1, 1996, except amendment to GS 115C-276 is effective on 
ratification. 


H 160. LOCAL DRUG-FREE HOUSING ZONE. Intro. 2/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds East Spencer and Winston-Salem to bill's coverage. 


H 180. ALTERNATIVE LEARNING PROGRAMS. Intro. 2/15/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes following substantive changes in original bill: (1) allows alternative learning program to be provided by a 
contract with private, nonprofit corporation; (2) in awarding grants beginning with 1995-96 school year, requires 
priority to be given to applications for high quality programs which may not take into account geographic location 
and demographic profile of applicants; (3) requires Dep't of Public Instruction to evaluate effectiveness of 
alternative learning programs over five-year period: and (4) specifies that State Board of Education (was, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction) to convene Alternative Educators Planning Group. 


H 248. UNION/COLUMBUS FIRE FEE. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes bill applicable to Columbus County in addition to Union County. 


H 457. RECOGNIZE AMERICAN SIGN LANGUAGE. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Makes change specifying that the UNC constituent institutions "may", as opposed to "shall", offer 
American Sign language as a modern language course offering with credit. 


H 513. CHARLOTTE FIREFIGHTERS' FUND. Intro. 3/21/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Corrects formula to provide that benefit to be 2.6% of final average salary multiplied by membership service credit.

SENATE BILLS 


S 573. OPTOMETRY CHANGES. TO ENHANCE THE ROLE OF OPTOMETRISTS IN MEDICAL COST 
CONTAINMENT THROUGH REVISION OF THE HOSPITAL PRIVILEGES LAW, TO REPEAL THE 
REQUIREMENT FOR AN OPTOMETRIST TO COLLABORATE WITH A PHYSICIAN IN THE USE OR 
PRESCRIPTION OF CERTAIN PHARMACEUTICAL AGENTS, TO ESTABLISH PEER REVIEW FOR 


OPTOMETRISTS, AND TO ESTABLISH AN OPTOMETRIST PRIVILEGE. Amends GS 90-114 to repeal the 
requirement that an optometrist collaborate with a licensed physician in the use and prescription of pharmaceutical 
agents involved in the practice of optometry. Amends GS 131E-85 to add optometrists to the list of health care 
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professionals that a hospital may not discriminate against in the granting or denial of privileges to practice in a 
hospital. Adds new Art 6A, GS Ch. 90 to authorize the NC State Board of Examiners in Optometry to enter into 
peer review agreements with the NC State Optometric Society to review the quality of health care delivered by 
licensed optometrists. Adds new GS 8-53.9 establishing an optometrist privilege against the disclosure of any 
information acquired in rendering professional services unless disclosure is compelled by a superior or district 
court judge.

S 574. FRANKLIN SCHOOL REVENUE OPTIONS. TO AUTHORIZE FRANKLIN COUNTY TO LEVY FACILITY 
FEES, AN ADDITIONAL SALES AND USE TAX OF ONE PERCENT, AND A TWO PERCENT REAL ESTATE 
TRANSFER TAX, SUBJECT TO APPROVAL BY THE VOTERS OF THE COUNTY, TO GENERATE FUNDS FOR 
PUBLIC SCHOOL CAPITAL NEEDS. As title indicates. Facility fee not to exceed $850 per new residential unit or 
development.

S 575. ETHICS COMMITTEE COCHAIRS. TO INCREASE THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE LEGISLATIVE ETHICS 
COMMITTEE, TO DESIGNATE COMMITTEE COCHAIRS FROM EACH LEGISLATIVE CHAMBER, AND TO 
MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES. Amends GS 120-99 to increase number of members of Legislative Ethics 
Committee from four members to five members from each chamber. Provides that Speaker of House and 


President Pro Tem. shall each designate a cochair of the committee, each cochair to preside in alternate years.

S 576. ALLEGHANY LAND TRANSFER TAX (=H 605). TO AUTHORIZE ALLEGHANY COUNTY TO LEVY A 
ONE PERCENT LOCAL LAND TRANSFER TAX FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL CAPITAL NEEDS, SUBJECT TO 
APPROVAL BY THE VOTERS OF THE COUNTY. Identical to H 605, introduced 3/29/95.

S 577. CPA EDUCATION REQUIREMENTS. 7TO AMEND THE EDUCATIONAL REQUIREMENTS FOR 
CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS. Amends GS 93-12(5) to specify that for purposes of determining eligibility 
to take the State CPA exam, a person must submit evidence to the NC Bad. of Certified Public Accountant 
Examiners that he has a BS degree (with a concentration in accounting or substantially equivalent course of study) 
from an accredited institution or from a Board-deemed equivalent institution. Requires that for purposes of 
eligibility to receive a CPA certificate , a person show evidence of completion of 150 semester hours including a 
BS degree with a concentration in accounting (and any other course work as required by Board rule) from an 
accredited institution. Effective January 1, 2001.

96 from General Fund to Dep't of Community Colleges as title indicates. Allocates $62,800 for 
maintenance/storage facility and $2,349,800 for textile equipment demonstration lab. Effective July 1, 1995.

S 579. CLEVELAND SCHOOL LAND CONVEYANCE. 70 AUTHORIZE THE CLEVELAND COUNTY BOARD

which Dover Elementary School was situated.

TO REGISTERED OR CERTIFIED MAIL. As title indicates; applicable to complaints or orders issued under Parts 
5 & 6 of Art. 19, GS Ch. 160A.

GS 18B-300(c) to permit Winston-Salem to prohibit consumption of beer and wine on public streets, regulate or 
prohibit possession of open contains of beer and wine on pubic streets and city property, and regulate or prohibit 


possession of beer and wine on public streets, alleys, or parking lots temporarily closed to regular traffic for special - 
events.

S 583. WINSTON-SALEM/ESTATE ASSETS. TO ALLOW PERSONAL REPRESENTATIVES OF ESTATES IN

PROPERTY BELONGING TO THE ESTATE. Authorizes personal representative to expend estate assets to 
prevent waste of estate's real property by complying with part 6, Art. 19, GS Ch. 160A (minimum housing 


standards), or any ordinance or order adopted pursuant to that part. Applicable only to real property located in 
Winston-Salem.

S 584. ASU SELF-LIQUIDATING PROJECT. TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE FINANCING,

APPALACHIAN STATE UNIVERSITY. Appropriates $1,140,000 to UNC Board of Governors for Appalachian 
State University to replace artificial surfaces in Kidd Brewer Stadium as a self-liquidating project not requiring 
appropriations from the General Fund.

S 585. EXPEDITE EXECUTION OF JUDGMENTS. TO EXPEDITE EXECUTION OF JUDGMENTS AGAINST 
THE PROPERTY OF THE JUDGMENT DEBTOR. Amends GS 1-360 to provide that proceeding to discover 
property of debtor of a judgment debtor may be had upon the issuing of an execution rather than after the return of 
an execution unsatisfied. Repeals GS 1-360.1, procedure for issuing execution against obligation held by debtor 
of judgment debtor. Repeals GS 1C-1603, requiring service of notice of his rights on judgment debtor before an 
execution is issued. Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

H 746. INCREASE MINIMUM WAGE. TO PROVIDE FOR AN INCREASE IN THE MINIMUM WAGE IF THE 
FEDERAL MINIMUM WAGE INCREASES. Amends GS 95-25.3(a) to provide that if the minimum wage in the Fair 
Labor Standards Act (FLSA) is increased to $5 per hour or more, then the minimum wage required under that

H 748. REGULATE MOTOR VEHICLE SALVAGE. TO REGULATE SALVAGE MOTOR VEHICLE BUSINESSES. 
Enacts new GS 20-308.12 to require any person engaged in business as a demolisher (crushes or flattens a 
vehicle), rebuilder (acquires and repairs 2 or more salvage motor vehicles in a 12-month period), salvage dealer

Prohibits 
following activities: scrap metal processor to sell vehicle or vehicle parts; salvage pool to sell a salvage motor 
vehicle to any person who is not licensed as a salvage dealer, builder, demolisher, motor vehicle dealer, scrap 
metal processor, or vehicle removal operator; sale by any person of a junk vehicle to one who is not licensed as a 
salvage dealer, demolisher, scrap metal processor, or vehicle removal operator; or sale by any person of salvage 
rebuilt vehicle without first having disclosed that fact to the buyer in writing on a form prescribed by DMV. 
Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

Changes title to AN ACT TO REDUCE INCOME TAXES FOR THE LOWER AND MIDDLE-INCOME PEOPLE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA BY INCREASING THE PERSONAL EXEMPTION DEDUCTION BY FIVE HUNDRED 
DOLLARS AND BY ALLOWING A TAX CREDIT OF SIXTY DOLLARS PER DEPENDENT CHILD. Effective for 
taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995, amends GS 105-134.6(c) to increase personal exemption from 
individual income tax by $250 if taxpayer's adjusted gross income (AGI) is less than the following amounts: (1) 
married, filing jointly, $100,000; (2) head of household, $80,000; (3) single, $60,000; (4) married, filing separately, 
$50,000. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1996, amends GS 105-134.6(c) to increase 
personal exemption by $500 under same AGI provision described above. Effective for taxable years beginning on 
or after Jan. 1, 1995, adds new GS 105-151.24 to allow $60 credit against individual income tax for each 
dependent child for whom the individual was allowed a personal exemption, under the same AGI provision 
described above. 


H 115. HALIFAX ABC BOARD MODIFICATIONS. Intro. 2//7/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Provides that commencing July 1, 1995, the distribution of revenue and fiscal operations of the Halifax 
County ABC Board will be conducted pursuant to general law. 


H 296. HOME VISIT FUNDS. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes clause 
referring to 40 family outreach workers and deletes requirement to convene interagency committee to evaluate 
program. Appropriations total remains unchanged. 


H 311. COUNTERFEIT TRADEMARKS. Intro. 2/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Revises 
definition of "retail sales value" as "the value computed by multiplying the number of items having a counterfeit 
mark used thereon or in connection therewith, by the retail price at which a similar item having a mark used 
thereon or in connection therewith, the use of which is authorized by the owner, is offered for sale to the public."

Changes presumption of intent to sell from possession of 15 to 25 items 
having counterfeit mark. Changes from Class D to Class G felony the knowing use of device to produce counterfeit 
mark or possession of such a device to produce such a mark. Provides that attorneys employed by Sec'y of State 
are available to prosecute criminal cases when requested by a district attorney and the Sec'y approves. Rewrites 
GS 80-12 so it provides that a violation of GS 80-10 or 80-11 constitutes a violation of GS 75-1.1 (unfair or 
deceptive trade practice). Changes effective date from Dec. 1, 1995 to Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 477. PAYROLL DUES CHECK-OFF LIMIT. Intro. 3/15/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Permits noncertified employees of local school boards to have payroll deduction for ass'n dues and changes 
effective date from ratification to July 1, 1995. 


H 527. DIVIDE SUPERIOR CT. DISTRICT 11. Intro. 3/23/95. House action amends 1st edition to strike out 
appropriation.

Enacts new GS Chapter 47E, entitled North Carolina Planned Community Act, regulating the formation and 
governance of a planned community. Defines planned community as real estate with respect to which any person, 
by virtue of ownership of a lot, is expressly obligated by a declaration to pay real property taxes, insurance 
premiums, or other expenses to maintain, improve, or benefit other lots or other real estate described in the . 
declaration. Provides that neither a cooperative nor a condominium is a planned community, but real estate 
comprising a condominium or cooperative may be part of a planned community. Makes Act apply to planned 
communities created on or after Oct. 1, 1995 except for those that contain no more than 12 lots or those in which 
lots are restricted exclusively to nonresidential purposes. Certain provisions of Act applies to planned communities 
created before Oct. 1, 1995. except those that contain no more than 12 lots. Provides that planned community 
created before Oct. 1 may amend its declaration to come fully under Act. 

Creation, Alteration, and Termination of Planned Communities. Requires planned community to execute and 
record declaration in same manner as deed. Specifies contents of declaration. Requires declaration to allocate 
fraction or percentage of common expenses and portion of the votes to each lot in the planned community. Sets 
out requirements for exercising development rights and for altering lots. Sets out procedure for terminating 
planned community which requires agreement of lot owners holding at least 80% of the votes. 

Management of Planned Community. Provides for creation of lot owners' association, setting out powers of 
association. Allows executive board to act on behalf of the association except in certain specified circumstances. 
Provides for upkeep of common elements and responsibility for damages to common elements. Provides for a 
hearing before an adjudicatory panel appointed by executive board to determine if lot owner to be fined or if 
planned community privileges are to be suspended and provides that such fines as well as assessments levied 
against lot constitute lien on lot and may be foreclosed in the same manner as real estate under power of sale. 
Sets out provisions for meetings, including quorum and voting by proxy. 

Protection of Purchasers. Requires initial seller to furnish purchaser copy of declaration and rules of 
association and to furnish sale certificate that contains information regarding current expense assessments, 
planned capital expenditures, most recent balance sheet and income and expense statement, current operating 


budget, and services currently being provided that are not reflected in budget but that may become common 
expense of association.

Adds 
provision that in addition to interest permitted in section, the lender may assess at closing a nonrefundable 
investigation charge as agreed upon by the parties, provided no third or subsequent investigation charge may be 
made within a twelve-month period.

If 
investigation by employing agency could reasonably lead to dismissal, demotion, suspension, or transfer for 
punitive reasons of, or any disciplinary action against, a law enforcement officer, it is required, among other things, 
that (1) any questioning of officer must be conducted at reasonable time and place as designated by investigating 
officer and specifies preferred places for questioning; (2) before questioning, officer must be informed of name and 
rank of investigating officer and of any other person present, and nature of investigation, criminal, civil, or 
administrative; (3) if investigation is criminal, officer must be informed before questioning of names of all 
complainants and witnesses, must be permitted to review all written or recorded statements made by them, and 
must be informed of all constitutional and statutory rights given to a criminal suspect; (4) all questioning must be 
recorded; and (5) at officer's request, officer has right to have legal counsel or other representative present during 
questioning. If officer is adversely affected by employing agency's final decision or that of local civil service 
comm'n, if applicable, officer has right to appeal to superior court in county where officer is employed or the 
employing agency is headquartered. Set out standards when officer may be suspended with pay. Provides that 
rights accorded officers are minimum rights, and all agencies must promulgate written grievance procedures not 
inconsistent with the act. Allows officer to obtain injunctive relief if employing agency fails to comply with act: if 
court finds that agency violated act, the agency must pay the officer's reasonable attorneys’ fees and court may 
award exemplary damages up to three times the actual loss sustained by the officer. Effective Oct. 1, 1995, and 
applies to investigations and disciplinary proceedings begun on or after that date.

(or equivalent) in foreign country for at least five of the seven years immediately preceding application, and is in 
good standing there. Applicant is not required to take an examination to be licensed. Sets out procedures to apply 
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for license and to issue a certificate of registration. Provides that foreign legal consultant may provide legal 
services in NC and be compensated for those legal services. Sets out ten matters in which consultant may not 
engage, including (1) appearing as attorney in any legal proceeding, (2) signing pleading or motion, and (3) 
preparing deed, deed of trust, mortgage, will, trust instrument, instrument affecting marital relationship, etc. 
Provides that NC State Bar may delegate its duties to NC Board of Law Examiners. Effective for applications filed 
on or after Jan. 1, 1996.

SENATE BILLS 


S 31. ALLOW PRIVATE PRISONS. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute makes following changes in 1st edition. (1) 

Specifies that contracts entered into under authority of GS 148-37 may contain an option to purchase the private confinement 
(2) Requires Dep' t of Correction to give priority to facilities intended for joint county and State use where 
such facilities are developed by public/private partnerships and financed by tax-exempt bond issues, and offer general terms 
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and conditions favorable to the State in the competitive bidding process pursuant to GS Ch. 143, Art. 8. (3) Specifies that all 
contracts for the housing of State prisoners in facilities must require at least $10 million of occurrence-based liability 
insurance and must hold the State harmless and provide reimbursement for all liability arising out of actions caused by 
operations and employees of the facility. (4) Provides that prisoners housed in facilities pursuant to new GS 148-37(g) shall 
remain subject to the rules adopted for the conduct of persons committed to the State prison system. (5) Specifies that Sec'y 
of Correction shall (was, may) review and approve the design and construction of facilities before housing State prisoners in 
them. (6) Requires Sec’y of Correction to report not later than Jan. 1, 1999 to Joint Legislative Corrections Oversight 
Committee and to General Assembly on the use of facilities to house State prisoners. Report is to include an analysis of the 
costs and benefits of State contracts for facilities and is to contain Sec'y's recommendations with regard to such contracts. 
(7) Provides that Sec'y's authority to enter contracts under GS 148-37(g) expires on June 30, 2000. (8) Removes 
requirement in SL 1993, Ch. 321, Sec. 176 that no for-profit, privately owned or operated confinement facilities may be added 
to State prison system unless approved by legislature. Makes conforming change in that section. 


S 223. SCHOOL EMPLOYEE RECORD CHECKS. Intro. 2/16/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Amends 
liability provision to immunize the local board of education, its employees, the State Board of Education, and its employees 
from liability for negligence arising from any act or omission in carrying out the provisions of the act. Provides that the 
immunity does not extend to gross negligence, wanton conduct, or intentional wrongdoing that would otherwise be actionable. 
Further provides that any immunity established is waived to the extent (1) of indemnification by insurance, (2) of 


indemnification of State employees under Art. 31A and 31B of Chapter 143 or (3) that sovereign immunity is waived under the 
Tort Claims Act.

Changes title to "TO REMOVE THE TOWN OF KERNERSVILLE'S LOCAL MODIFICATIONS TO G.S. 58-84-35, FORMERLY 


G.S. 118-7." As title indicates, repeals Ch. 1106, 1979 Session Laws, regarding payments by the town to the NC Firemen's 
Pension Fund. 


H 576. SUMMERFIELD INCORPORATED.. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title to 
"TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF SUMMERFIELD, SUBJECT TO A REFERENDUM." Established town's charter and 
boundaries. Council to consist of six members elected at large. Referendum to be conducted at 1996 primary election. 


H 680. MULBERRY-FAIRPLAINS INCORPORATED. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions that would have permitted Wilkes County commissioners to decide not to permit election on incorporation.

S 606. CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY. TO PROVIDE FOR THE CREATION OF FACILITY AUTHORITIES AND TO ESTABLISH 
THE CENTENNIAL AUTHORITY. The principal purpose of this bill appears to be to establish a mechanism for financing the 
Centennial Center at NC State University through an authority created and appointed by the General Assembly, using 
proceeds of the Wake County food and beverage tax. The bill appears to be drafted as a public bill in order to comply with the 
provisions of the NC Constitution which prohibit local bills authorizing the issuance of bonds. 

Creation of Facility Authorities. Adds a new Article to GS Ch. 160A conferring on Facility Authorities the power to 
construct, own, and operate "regional facilities or special facilities," defined as an arena or other buildings where sports; 
fitness, health, recreational, entertainment, or cultural activities can be conducted (regional facility) or a conference center, 
exhibition center, international trade center, performing arts center, coliseum, auditorium, museum, or similar facility (special 
facility). Provides that a Facility Authority may be created only by act of the General Assembly, and when so created shall be 
"a political subdivision of the State." The territorial jurisdiction of such an authority must be a county authorized to levy a room 
occupancy tax and a prepared food and beverage tax, both of which have in fact been levied (apparently describing Wake 
County). Four authority members will be appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker and four on 
recommendation of President Pro Tem. Confers on such an Authority the powers appropriate to its purpose, including the 
power of eminent domain. Empowers such an Authority to issue revenue bonds, subject to approval by the Local Government 
Comm'n. Directs such an Authority to ensure that at least 50% of the seats for an athletic event sponsored by a constituent 
institution of The University of North Carolina whose principal campus is in the Authority's territorial jurisdiction (i.e., NC State) 
are made available to students at that institution and members of the general public. 

Centennial Authority. Creates the Centennial Authority and defines its territorial jurisdiction as Wake County. 

Wake County food and beverage tax. Amends the local act authorizing Wake County to levy a prepared food and 
beverage tax (SL 1991, Ch. 594) to strike out all provisions concerning interlocal agreements between the county and the City 
of Raleigh, to strike out provisions for collection of the tax by Raleigh, and to strike out all provisions concerning distribution of 
the tax proceeds. Instead, directs that net proceeds of the tax shall be paid to the Centennial Authority, which must use the 
funds for regional facilities or special facilities, as defined above. Adds new provision for refunds of food and beverage taxes 
paid by nonprofit or governmental entities if entity qualifies for refund of local sales tax. 

Effective date. Changes in Wake County food and beverage tax effective July 1, 1995. Directs tax proceeds collected 
before July 1, 1995, but not yet encumbered to be transferred to Centennial Authority to be used for purposes authorized by 
SL 1991, Ch. 594, at the time the tax accrued. Remaining provisions of the bill are effective on ratification.

REDUCTION IN FORCE, ALLOWING RIF'D EMPLOYEES TO PURCHASE COVERAGE FROM THE STATE PLAN, 
PROVIDING PARTIAL CONTRIBUTION TOWARD DEPENDENT COVERAGE, ALLOWING MATERNITY BENEFITS TO 
ELIGIBLE DEPENDENTS, INCREASING THE WELLNESS BENEFIT, CHANGING THE PRESCRIPTION DRUG 
REIMBURSEMENT FORMULA, PLACING THE PENALTY FOR NOT SEEKING CERTIFICATION WITH THE RESPONSIBLE 
PARTY, ALLOWING FOR IMPROVED BENEFITS WHEN ONE INCISION IS USED FOR MORE THAN ONE PROCEDURE, 
OMITTING THE OFFICE COPAY FOR RETIREES ON MEDICARE, COVERING ORAL SURGERY NECESSITATED 
BECAUSE OF MEDICAL TREATMENT, AND TO DOUBLE THE LIFETIME MAXIMUM BENEFIT. Provides that benefits 
offered under optional prepaid hospital and medical benefit plans shall be comparable to those offered under the Teachers’ 
and State employees' Comprehensive Major Medical Plan ( "the Plan") and the same fiscal year will be used. Changes the 
definition of "fiscal year" to the period beginning on January 1 and ending on December 30 of the same calendar year. 

Provides that all permanent full-time employees covered under the Plan who lose their jobs due to a reduction in force 
and are eligible for reemployment consideration remain eligible for coverage under the Plan. Also provides for coverage on a 
fully contributory basis for (1) other employees who lose their jobs due to a reduction in force and (2) dependents of all 
employees who lose their jobs due to a reduction in force. Provides that the spouses and eligible dependent children of 
enrolled employees, retirees and members of the General Assembly shall be eligible for coverage under the Plan, on a 
partial, rather than fully, contributory basis. Allows maternity benefits for dependents. 

Provides that the Plan will pay 100% of usual, reasonable, and customary charges, up to $300 per year, per covered 
individual, for prenatal care and routine diagnostic examinations; unless, the examination or test is required to obtain or 
secure employment, to secure insurance coverage, to comply with legal proceedings, to attend schools or camps, to meet 
travel requirements, to participate in athletic and related activities or to comply with governmental licensing activities. 

Provides benefits for prescription drugs used outside of a hospital or skilled nursing facility. Authorizes copayments by 
the Plan member of $10 for brand name drugs without a therapeutic generic equivalent,, $15 for brand name drugs with a 
therapeutic generic equivalent, and $5 for prescription drugs. Requires hospitals that are contract providers to ensure 
certification when informed that an employee or individual is a Plan member. Deletes provision limiting surgical benefits when 
multiple surgical procedures are performed by the same doctor through the same incision or operative approach. Omits the

ASSISTANCE PROFESSIONALS AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING OF EMPLOYEE ASSISTANCE 
PROFESSIONALS. Creates the five-member Board of Employee Assistance Professionals to regulate persons providing the 
following services to the public in a program designed to assist in the identification and resolution of job performance 
problems: expert consultation and training of appropriate persons in the identification and resolution of job performances 
issues; the confidential, appropriate, and timely assessment of problems; short term resolution for issues that do not require 
clinical counseling or treatment; referrals for appropriate diagnosis, treatment, and assistance to certified or licensed 
professionals when clinical counseling or treatment is required; establishment of linkages between workplace and community 
resources; and follow-up services for employees and dependents who use such services. Provides that members of the 
Board will be appointed by the Governor and will serve five year terms. Four members of the Board must be licensed 
employee assistance professionals engaged in the profession for no less than five years, two of whom must be privately 
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employed. The fifth member must not be engaged in the employee assistance profession. In making appointments, the 
Governor will strive to ensure that no less than one member of the Board is at least 60 years old and at least one member is a 
member of a racial minority. 

Provides that the Board shall approve educational programs and establish the curricula and minimum standards for 
licensure and licensure renewal; adopt rules regarding licenses; establish minimum standards governing the activities and 
operations of licensed employee assistance professionals; issue licenses; establish and collect fees; and assess civil 
penalties. Sets forth the following requirements for eligibility for licensure: a masters degree; a degree in any field of human 
services; and certification by the Employee Assistance Certification Commission. Authorizes granting of licenses to those 
persons receiving certification and applying before January 1, 2000, notwithstanding other requirements for licensure. 
Provides that licenses are valid for three years. Provides for licensure of persons currently certified by the Employee 
Assistance Certification Commission or licenses in another state. 

Authorizes the Board to commence civil action for violations of this act or rules or orders of the Board, assess a civil 
penalty not to exceed $50 per day for failure to be licensed, and refer criminal matters to the appropriate district attorney. 

Sets forth prohibited activities for which the Board may deny, suspend or revoke a license or otherwise discipline an 
applicant of holder of a license. Prohibited activities include fraudulent procurement of a license, deceptive advertising, 
engaging in dishonest or illegal practices in or connected with the practice of employee assistance, engaging in conduct 
reflecting unfavorably upon the profession, contracting to provide services that the professional is not licensed to provide and 
denying a client's reasonable request for access to records. 

Provides that qualified members of other professional groups are not prevented by this act from performing or 
advertising that they perform the work of an employee assistance professional consistent with the standards of their 
respective professions. Similarly, staff members of community mental health centers are not prevented by the act from 
representing that they are employee assistance professionals consistent with the standards of a mental health center.

Private schools eligible to receive tuition grants must satisfy all 
regulatory requirements for such schools, disclose standardized test scores to applicants, and not discriminate in admissions 
of basis of race, ethnicity, or national origin. Parents or guardians of K-12 students are to be given opportunity each year to 
participate in tuition grant program. If student participates in program and enrolls in private school, State Board of Education 
is directed to transfer funds to deposit of State Education Assistance Authority in Oct., Dec., Feb., April, and June each year 
to cover costs of tuition grants. The amounts of the annual tuition grant for a student are as follows: children with special 
needs other than an academically gifted child--100% of the per pupil amount allocated by the state to the local school unit in 
which the child resides, excluding funds for children with special needs, and 100% of the per pupil amount allocated by the 
state to the local school unit for children with special needs; other children in families with family incomes less than 175% of 
the federal poverty level--75% of the per pupil amount allocated by the state to the local school unit , excluding funds for 
children with special needs; other children in families with family incomes greater than or equal to 175% of the federal poverty 
level--children from these families shall not be eligible for tuition grants in 1995-96, and K-8 children shall not be eligible in 
1996-97; for subsequent years, the grants shall be 50% of the per pupil amount allocated by the state to the local school unit, 
excluding funds for children with special needs. Counties are authorized to supplement state tuition grants with local funds.

Specifies restrictions on persons who may be selected as retailers 
for lottery. Requires director to have independent audit of the lottery conducted biennially. At least 50% of the 
total annual revenues shall be returned to the public in the form of prizes. No more than 16% of the annual 
revenues shall be used for expenses. The remaining revenues in the State Lottery Fund shall be allocated as 
follows: (1) 40% to the counties, on a per capita basis, for construction or repair of school buildings, construction 
or repair of infrastructure, or for payment of interest and principal on bonds previously issued for school 
construction or infrastructure; (2) 60% to the UNC Bd. of Governors, and Dep't of Community Colleges for 
Educational Improvement Scholarships at the UNC constituent institutions, private institutions, and community 
colleges. Creates an Education Improvement Scholarship Task Force to study the creation of scholarships with 
the use of lottery fund money and make recommendations to the General Assembly.

Provides that the retirement allowance of members who retire as professional firefighters with 25 years of 
creditable experience, all of which were not as a professional firefighter, will be computed only for the years of 
creditable years as a professional firefighter. Provides that members that are not professional firefighters when 
they retire upon completing 25 years service are ineligible to retire as professional firefighters, under this act. 
However, the member's retirement allowance pertaining to service as a professional firefighter will be equal to 
2.5% of the member's average final compensation multiplied by the number of years of creditable service.

H 797. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW-2. TO AMEND THE PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Restricts 
charges for copies of public records and public information to the actual cost of reproduction. Provides that the 
calculation of the actual cost may not include the following: (1) estimated cost of assembling a database; (2) labor 
costs; (3) estimated depreciation costs; (4) estimated heating or air-conditioning costs; (5) prorated space rental 
costs; and (6) other fixed but allocated costs. Authorizes a reasonable special service charge, in addition to the 
actual cost, when a request requires extensive use of information technology resources or extensive clerical or 
Supervisory assistance. Provides that disputes regarding the reasonableness of special fees may be mediated by 
the Information Resource Management Commission. 

Amends GS 132-6 to prohibit public agencies from requiring disclosure of the purpose or motivation of 
persons requesting to inspect, examine or make copies of public records. Prohibits denial of requests to inspect, 
examine or make copies of public records on the ground that confidential information is commingled with the 
requested nonconfidential information. Requires that public agency bear any cost of separating confidential from 
nonconfidential information necessary to permit the inspection, examination or copy of public records. Exempts 
agencies that hold the public records of other agencies solely for safekeeping, storage, or to provide data 
processing from the inspection and examination requirements provided by this act. 

Adds new section, which prohibits a public agency from acquiring electronic data-processing systems for the 
storage, manipulation or retrieval of public records unless a determination is made that the system will not impair 
or impede the agency's ability to permit the records to be inspected, examined and copied. Provides that every 
computer database complied or created by a public agency on or after July 1, 1996 must be recorded in an index 
and is public record. Requires the index to include a list of the data fields, a description of the format or record 
layout, information as to the frequency with which the database is updated, a list of any data fields to which public 
access is restricted, a description of each form in which the database can be copied or reproduced using the 
agency's computer facilities, and a schedule of fees for the production of copies in each available form. 

Adds new section that prohibits denial of requests for copies of records because the agency has made or: 
prefers to make the records available in a form other than the one requested. Permits denial if the public agency 
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is without the capability to produce the records in the form requested. Authorizes the public agency to assess 
different fees for different forms as permitted by law. 

Requires requests for copies of databases to be in writing. Requires custodians of public records to respond 
to requests promptly and provide copies as soon as reasonably possible, if the request is granted. Requires 
explanation of the basis of a denial, which must be in writing if so requested. Provides that agency is not required 
to respond to requests for copies outside usual business hours. 

Provides that court actions seeking an order compelling disclosure or copying will be set for immediate 
hearing and subsequent proceedings will be accorded priority by the trial and appellate courts. Authorizes the 
courts to award reasonable attorney's fees to a prevailing party who successfully compels disclosure of public 
records if (1) the court finds that the agency acted without substantial justification in denying access to the records 
and (2) the court finds that there are no special circumstances that would make the award of attorney's fees 
unjust. Grants courts the authority to assess those fees either against the public agency, which must pay the non- 
reimbursable costs out of its operating budget, or an individual public employee or public official, if he Knowingly or 
intentionally committed or participated in a violation of this act. 

Also provides that courts may award reasonable attorney's fees to an agency if the action seeking to compel 
disclosure or copying was filed in bad faith or was frivolous.

Provides that 
persons unlawfully taking migratory game birds, violating any migratory game bird permit or tagging rule of the Wildlife 
Resource Commission or violating any rule of the Wildlife Resources Comm'n that restricts vehicle access on game lands to 
qualified and permitted persons are guilty of a Class 2 misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not less than $100 fine in 
addition to any other prescribed punishment. Effective October 1, 1995.

Enacts a new GS Chapter 105C, providing for a state- 
operated lottery in those counties in which lottery operation is approved in a referendum. Provides that such a referendum 
may be called either by the county commissioners or by petition signed by at least 15% of the number of voters in the last 
gubernatorial election in that county; and requires that at least 15 counties approve a lottery before operations may begin. 
Creates a State Lottery Commission to operate the lottery games, with five members appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the General Assembly; members to serve five-year staggered terms. Divides the state into five regions and 
provides that one member of commission must come from each region. Directs commission to appoint a director, to run day- 
to-day operation of lottery, and sets out director's duties. Provides at length procedures for contracting for major lottery 
procurement and for selecting retailers of lottery tickets and games. Sets out standards for selection and operation of lottery 
games by Commission. 
Directs that at least 50% of lottery revenues be distributed as prizes and permits Commission to allocate higher ( 
percentage if that will generate greater revenues. Directs that net proceeds of lottery be distributed among counties that have 
approved lottery, with collections from each county returned to that county; the proceeds are to be divided, by action of the 
county commissioners, between the county and each city or town in the county, either on per capita or ad valorem tax levy 
basis. (County need not select the same method for lottery distribution that it selects for sales tax distribution.) Permits 
expenditure of lottery proceeds for any public purpose.

Defines "qualified securities" as equity securities or 
subordinated debt instruments issued by "qualified NC business", which is defined as NC Enterprise Corp or qualified grantee 
business or qualified business venture as defined in GS 105-163.010.

Provides for future certification 
pursuant to program established by Well Contractors and Pump Contractors Certification Commission (Comm'n). Prohibits 
performing well or pump contractor activities without being registered.

PERMIT APPEALS AND TO STREAMLINE THE PERMIT APPEAL PROCESS. Adds new article 3B to GS Ch. 150B relating 
to administrative hearings before Office of Administrative Hearings in contested cases involving decisions of Dep't of Env., 
Health, and Nat. Resources (DEHNR) regarding mining, air pollution, and water pollution permits pursuant to GS 74-61(a), 
143-215.108(e), and 143-215.1(e). Contested cases relating to air, water, and mining permits will be heard by a permit 
appeal panel comprised of an administrative law judge designated by the chief administrative law judge and four additional 
members designated by chief administrative law judge as follows: (1) in cases involving mining permits, two members of the 
Mining Comm'n representing nongovernmental conservation interests, one member of Comm'n representing mining industry, 
and one member of Comm'n appointed by Speaker or President Pro Tem.; (2) in cases involving air pollution permits, two 
members of Env. Management Comm'n with experience relevant to air quality issues and two members of Comm'n 
representing public interest in water and air pollution control; (3) in cases involving water pollution permits, two members of 
Env. Management Comm'n with experience relevant to water quality issues and two members of Comm'n representing public 
interest in water and air pollution control. Establishes procedures for hearing of contested cases. Permit appeal panel, may 
enter a final agency decision affirming or reversing agency's action, remanding case for further consideration, staying agency 
action pending outcome of case, or holding an agency rule void because it is not within the statutory authority of the agency, 
or is not clear, or because it is not reasonably necessary to enabie agency to fulfill statutory duty. Amends GS 150B-52 to 
provide that judicial review of final agency decision under Art. 3B is by petition to the Court of Appeals. 

Amends GS 74-61 to allow affected person to contest decision by DEHNR to issue or renew mining permit. Amends GS 
143-215.1 and GS 143-215.108 to transfer authority with respect to issuance of water pollution and air pollution permits from 
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Env. Management Comm'n to DEHNR. Amends GS 143B-291 to increase membership of Mining Comm'n from nine to 
eleven members, appointed as follows: (1) one member appointed by Governor (chair of NC State Univ. Minerals Research 
Laboratory Advisory Committee); (2) three members appointed by Governor as representatives of mining industries; (3) three 
members appointed by Governor as representatives of nongovernmental conservation interests; (4) a registered engineer 
with training and experience in mine design or mining technology appointed by Speaker; (5) a member with formal training 
and experience in mining pollution control, appointed by President Pro Tem. of Senate; and (6) two members representing 
Env. Management Comm'n who are knowledgeable in principles of water and air resources management. Makes additional 
conforming changes.

SIMILAR ENVIRONMENTAL SELF-ASSESSMENTS BY PROVIDING LIMITED PROTECTION AGAINST THE DISCLOSURE 
OF AN AUDIT OR SELF-ASSESSMENT, INCLUDING ALL DOCUMENTS GENERATED IN THE COURSE OF 
PERFORMING THE AUDIT OR SELF-ASSESSMENT, AND TO GRANT IMMUNITY FROM CIVIL AND CRIMINAL 
PENALTIES TO AN ENTITY THAT VOLUNTARILY DISCLOSES A VIOLATION OF AN ENVIRONMENTAL LAW. Adds new 
GS 8-53.9 establishing an evidentiary privilege, for both civil and criminal actions, for environmental audits, defined as 
voluntary evaluations of facilities, activities, and systems seeking to identify or prevent environmental violations, improve 
environmental compliance, or otherwise prevent pollution or reduce risks to human health or the environment. Such audits 


extend to Mining Act (GS Ch. 74, Art. 7), Radiation Protection Act (GS Ch. 104E), Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management _ 


Authority Act (GS Ch. 104G), Endangered Wildlife Act (GS Ch. 113, Art. 25), Environmental Policy Act (GS Ch. 113A, Art. 1), 
Sedimentation Pollution Control Act (GS Ch. 113A, Art. 4), Coastal Area Management Act (GS Ch. 113A, Art. 7), Solid Waste 
Management laws (GS Ch. 130A, Art. 9), Drinking Water Act (GS Ch. 130A, Art. 10), Wastewater Systems laws (GS Ch. 
130A, Art. 11), Asbestos Hazard Management laws (GS Ch. 130A, Art. 19), Hazardous Waste Management Commission (GS

Failure of seller after default 
of agreement to deliver goods to purchaser to deliver goods or to account for whereabouts of goods within 30 days of written 
demand by purchaser for delivery of goods creates a presumption that the goods were disposed of, resold, conveyed,

H 822. FAMILIES WITH DISABILITIES SUPPORT ACT. TO ESTABLISH THE FAMILIES OF PERSONS WITH 
DISABILITIES SUPPORT ACT. Enacts Families of Persons with Disabilities Support Act as new part 5C of Art. 3 of GS Ch. 
143B to assist families of persons with disabilities in identifying and providing alternatives to out-of-home and institutional 
placement of adults and children with disabilities. Establishes Family Support Program in Div'n of Mental Health, 
Developmental Disab., and Substance Abuse Services (MHDDSAS) of Dep't of Human Resources. Family Support Program 
consists of financial assistance services and family support services including respite care, child care, homemaker services, 
home health care, and other listed services. 

Establishes State Family Support Council, which initially will consist of 13 members appointed by MHDDSAS and NC 
Council on Developmental Disabilities, as follows: two representatives from each of the four MHDDSAS regions; four family 
members or legal guardians of children or adults with disabilities; four adults with disabilities, the director of MHDDSAS (or 
designee); the director of the Council on Developmental Disabilities (or designee); a director of an area mental health 
authority, upon recommendation of and in consultation with the Family Support Task Force. Initial appointments will be made 
within 90 days of July 1, 1995, and initial members of Council will serve until July 1, 1996. Beginning July 1, 1996, the 
Council will consist of 20 members (including at least twelve adults with disabilities or legal guardians or family members of 
adults or children with disabilities) appointed by directors of MHDDSAS and Council on Developmental Disabilities in 
consultation with state and local family support councils to serve four year terms as follows: eight representatives of Local 
Family Support Councils; four at-large members who are legal guardians or family members of adults or children with 
disabilities; four adults with disabilities; one representative from MHDDSAS, one representative from Council on 
Developmental Disabilities, and one representative of area mental health authorities. Council is responsible for establishing 
standards and procedures for request for proposal process for selection of recipients for available funds, preparing (with 
MHDDSAS) a State Family Support Plan, hiring and supervising staff of Family Support Program, evaluating Family Support 
Program, and other duties listed in act. 

Grants for local implementation of Family Support Program will be made to Local Family Support Councils. Local Family 
Support Councils shall consist of at least eight members, and at least 75% of membership shall consist of adults with 
disabilities or legal guardians or family members of adults or children with disabilities who are eligible to receive assistance 
under Family Support Program. Services may be provided to families who have annual adjusted income of less than $60,000 
and who have a family member who is a child or adult with a disability (as defined in act). Provides that services under 
Family Support Program must supplement, rather than supplant, existing services for which families and individuals with 
disabilities may be eligible under other state, federal, or local programs. Requires that at least 50% of Family Support funds 
be distributed to eligible families through process of random selection, and that remaining funds be distributed in accordance 
with principles and goals of Family Support Program set forth in act. 


Appropriates from the General Fund to MHDDSAS $500,000 for 1995-96 and $500,000 for 1996-97 to implement act. 
Effective July 1, 1995.

H 823. MENTAL HEALTH PARITY. TO REQUIRE PARITY IN HEALTH INSURANCE FOR MENTAL ILLNESS AND 
CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY. Amends GS 58-50-155 to require the standard health plan developed and approved under GS 
58-50-125 for small employers, to provide coverage for chemical dependency and mental illness at least to the standard 
required by GS 58-51-50 and 58-51-55. Amends GS 58-51-50, regarding insurance coverage for chemical dependency, to 
require coverage for chemical dependency not less favorable than benefits for physical illness generally; deletes special 
provisions for chemical dependency now found in 58-51-50(c) and (e). Amends 58-51-55 to add subsection requiring every 
insurer writing policy or contract or group or blanket health insurance or group or blanket accident and health insurance to 
provide mental illness benefits not less favorable than benefits for physical benefits generally. Amends GS 135-40.7A (state 
health plan) to require benefits for chemical dependency to be the same as for physical illness generally, and amends GS 


135-40.7B to make same provision for benefits for mental illness. Effective Jan. 1, 1996.

H 824. SOIL SURVEY POSITION FUNDS. TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO CONTINUE FUNDING OF THREE SOIL 
SPECIALIST POSITIONS IN THE DIVISION OF SOIL AND WATER CONSERVATION IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENT, HEALTH, AND NATURAL RESOURCES. Appropriates $101,000 for 1995-96 and $101,000 for 1996-97 
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from General Fund to Dep't of Environment, Health, & Natural Resources as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1995. 
Intro. by Culp.

H 825. AMEND FUNERAL/CREMATION LAWS. TO AMEND VARIOUS STATUTES RELATING TO THE PRACTICE OF 
FUNERAL SERVICE, CREMATIONS, AND FUNERAL AND BURIAL TRUST FUNDS. Amends requirements for licensure to 
practice funeral directing to include passage of an examination on the following subjects; psychology, sociology, funeral 
directing, business law, funeral law, funeral management and accounting. Amends requirements for licensure to practice 
embalming to include passage of an examination on embalming, restorative arts, chemistry, pathology, microbiology, and 
anatomy. Amends requirements for licensure to practice funeral service to include passage of an examination on the 
subjects contained in the funeral director and embalmer examination. 

Provides that an inactive license, which only permits the holder to vote for members of the Board of Mortuary Science, 
may be renewed annually and does not require continuing education. Provides that the holder of an inactive license may 
apply for an active license in the same category after completion of continuing education hours equal to five times the number 
of years of inactive licensure. 

Authorizes the Board to issue special permits for teaching continuing education programs and for work in connection 
with disasters to nonresident funeral directors, embalmers, and funeral service licensees from states that do not issue similar 
courtesy cards to persons licensed in North Carolina. 

Defines “authorizing agent for the cremation of a body part” to include the owner, if living and competent, or of not, then 
the authorizing agents set forth in GS 90-210.41(1). Deletes definition of “casket,” “holding facility,” “scattering area,” 
temporary container," and “urn.” Amends definition of “human remains” to include a human fetus, part of the body that was 
surgically removed or otherwise separated from a person living at the time of separation, or part of the body separated 
accompanying trauma connected with the death. 

Provides that all licenses will expire on the last day of December of each year. Requires payment of a late fee for 
reinstatement after February 1. Requires new application for reinstatement for licenses that remain expired for more than 6 
months. Requires new application for license following a change of ownership of more than 50%. 

Authorizes the Board to assess a reinspection fee for additional inspections made to ascertain whether a violation of 
regulations regarding cremations has been corrected. Requires that human remains be cremated only while enclosed in a 
cremation container. Requires every crematory to have a holding facility, within or adjacent to the crematory, designated for 
the retention of human remains prior to cremation. 

Expands definition of “insurance company” under GS 90-210.600(3) to include limited liability companies. 


Exempts names and addresses of purchasers and beneficiaries of preneed funeral contracts from public record law.

H 826. LICENSING OF SOIL SCIENTISTS. TO PROVIDE FOR THE LICENSING OF SOIL SCIENTISTS. Enacts new GS 
Chapter 89F, establishing licensing program for soil scientists. Defines soil science as science of dealing with soil as 
environmental resource, including soil characterization, classification, and mapping and the physical, chemical, hydrologic, 
mineralogical, biological, and microbiological analysis of soil per se; it also includes assessment, analysis, modeling, testing, 
evaluation, remediation, reclamation, and management and use of soil. 

Establishes six member Board for Licensing of Soil Scientists, appointed as follows: Governor appoints two members, 
one a soil scientist employed by government and the other a soil scientist employed by an institution of higher education; 
Speaker and President Pro Tem. each appoint two members, one from public and the other a privately-employed soil 
scientist. In addition president of Soil Science Society of NC is to annually appoint an ex officio board member, to serve as 
liaison with society. Provides that members serve three year terms and provides for initial staggering of terms. Directs that 
board establish and operate licensing system, which is to include continuing education requirements. 

Prohibits public practice of soil science without license. Exempts from licensing requirement: persons engaged solely in 
soil science teaching or research; government employees doing soil science solely as part of employment; employees of 
companies engaged in soil science, when employees do not individually offer services to public; and subordinates and 
trainees of soil scientists. Permits practice of soil science for limited time by out-of-state soil scientists; and provides that 
nothing is to prohibit engineers, architects, or geologists from practicing their professions. 

Sets out qualifications for licensing, including good moral character, relevant college education, passage of examination, 
and experience in soil science. Permits board to substitute advanced degrees for some of experience requirement, as well as 
teaching or research experience. Permits persons meeting all other requirements to be licensed without examination, if apply 


within one year after initial Board appointed. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, except that prohibition on practicing without license (and 
other violations of chapter) become effective Jan. 1, 1997.

Provides (1) that General Assembly may not enact any law providing for election of county commissioners, city 
officials, or members of local boards of education by method of "limited voting" (in which voter is limited to casting fewer votes 
than there are seats to be filled in a multiseat contest), (2) that no county, city, or local board of education may agree to 
settlement of litigation that employs limited voting, and (3) that General Assembly shall not enact any law that extends the 
service of a county commissioner, elected city official, or member of a local school board beyond the term for which the 
official was elected (or appointed to fill a vacancy) without conditioning that extended service on the official's being elected 
again. Last provision does not apply to continuations in office pursuant to section 10 of art. VI of NC Constitution.

H 828. DISCONTINUE OXYGENATED GAS USE. TO AUTHORIZE THE DISCONTINUANCE OF AN OXYGENATED 
GASOLINE PROGRAM IN ANY AREA THAT IS DESIGNATED BY THE UNITED STATES ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION 
AGENCY AS IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE FEDERAL AIR QUALITY STANDARDS. Amends GS 143-215.107(a) to require 
that Environmental Management Comm'n discontinue any plan requiring use of reformulated gasoline in any area of state 
when the area is redesignated by US Environmental Protection Agency as in compliance with national ambient air quality 
standards and remains in compliance with standards.

154(b), which lists grounds for disciplinary action against licensed chiropractors, to make following substantive changes: (1) 
deletes reference to severe dependency on alcohol or drugs, limiting provision to addiction; (2) deletes several grounds 
concerning submission of claims and fees, replacing them with a single ground of "committing or attempting to commit fraud, 
deception, or misrepresentation for financial gain;" (3) adding grounds of severe infirmity, concealing information from board 
or failing to respond truthfully and completely to board inquiries, failing to comply with final board decisions, and violating 
license limitations. Repeals GS 90-154.1, concerning collection of certain fees. Rewrites GS 90-154.3, defining acceptable 
practice, to allow Board to adopt rules that establish and define standards of acceptable care. Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

6.1) is allowed to beneficiaries in the following order: first, to children under 18 and children aged 18 or over who are single, 
are unable to support themselves because of mental or physical disability, and or members of decedent's household or who 
reside in an institution because of their disability; second, to other Class A beneficiaries; third, to Class B beneficiaries 
(decedent's brothers, sisters, and uncles or aunts related to decedent by blood); fourth, to Class C beneficiaries who are 


related to the decedent by blood or marriage; and fifth, to other Class C beneficiaries. Applies to estates of decedents dying 
on or after Jan. 1, 1995.

CERTAIN RESTRICTIONS ON ANY INSTRUCTION ON SEXUALLY TRANSMITTED DISEASES OR OUT-OF-WEDLOCK 
PREGNANCY GIVEN AS PART OF A COMPREHENSIVE SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM; (2) TO MAKE CHANGES TO THE 
APPOINTMENTS TO THE STATE SCHOOL HEALTH ADVISORY COMMITTEE; (3) TO REQUIRE PUBLIC SCHOOLS TO 
OFFER AN ABSTINENCE UNTIL MARRIAGE PROGRAM; AND (4) TO AUTHORIZE LOCAL SCHOOL BOARDS TO OFFER 
COMPREHENSIVE SEX EDUCATION WHEN CERTAIN REQUIREMENTS CONCERNING REVIEW AND LOCAL 
APPROVAL ARE SATISFIED. Amends GS 115C-81(e) to redefine "comprehensive school health" program to include 
information regarding sexually transmitted diseases (including AIDS) or avoiding out-of-wedlock births, but not including 
comprehensive sex education or abstinence until marriage education or information relating to sexual values. Requires that 
persons initially employed as state-funded school health coordinators after June 30, 1987 must have had training in use of an - 
abstinence until marriage curriculum. Requires Dep't of Public Instruction to make available to local school administrative 
units for review for period of at least 60 days by parents and guardians of students that portion of curriculum for statewide 
comprehensive school health education program relating to sexually transmitted diseases and avoidance of out-of-wedlock 
pregnancy, requires that parents and legal guardians of students be given information regarding comprehensive school 
health education program relating to sexually transmitted diseases and avoidance of out-of-wedlock birth and give written 
consent to students’ enrollment in class, requires that such classes teach that abstinence until marriage is the only certain 
means of avoiding out-of-wedlock pregnancy and sexually transmitted diseases. Teachers and administrators who use or 
authorize curricula in violation of act are subject to disciplinary action. Repeals GS 115C-81(a2) requiring instruction in publi¢ 
schools relating to AIDS and communicable diseases. 

Amends GS 115C-81(e)(6) to provide that four (rather than 10) members of State School Health Advisory Commitee will ' 
be appointed by Governor, four (rather than one) by Speaker, and four (rather than one) by the President Pro Tem. ( 
Establishes requirements with respect to appointments of Committee members by Governor, Speaker, and President Pro 
Tem, and terms for newly-appointed members. 

Adds new GS 115C-81(h) requiring Dep't of Public Instruction to evaluate and maintain a recommended iist of curricula 
teaching abstinence until marriage that meet criteria established by act. Provides that, without parental consent, students 
may not receive instruction regarding availability of heath services provided by community agencies that offer contraceptives 
or abortion referral services. Prohibits distribution or demonstration of contraceptives on school property. Requires Dep't of 
Public Instruction to make abstinence until marriage curriculum available to local school administrative units for review for at 
least 30 days by parents and guardians of students. Requires local board of education to offer an abstinence until marriage 
curriculum from recommended list adopted by Dep't of Public Instruction or program that complies with criteria established by 
act and that has been reviewed by parents and guardians of students. Requires written consent of parent or guardian prior to 
enrollment of student in abstinence until marriage course. Teachers and administrators who use or authorize curricula in 
violation of act are subject to disciplinary action. 

Adds new GS 115C-81.2 establishing criteria for development and implementation of comprehensive sex education 
programs by local school administrative units. Such programs must be funded by non-state funds and requested by a 
majority of the parents of students in the grades in which the course will be taught. Such programs must teach abstinence 
until marriage and may not include the distribution or demonstration of contraceptives on school property. Written consent of 
parent or guardian is required prior to enrollment of student in comprehensive sex education course. Teachers and 
administrators who use or authorize curricula in violation of act are subject to disciplinary action. 


Adds new GS 115C-81.3 requiring evaluation of public school programs that have a sex education component.

ACTIONS BROUGHT TO RECOVER FROM THIRD PARTIES STATE FUNDS EXPENDED ON MEDICAL CARE. Amends 
GS 130A-13 and 108A-59, which assign third party rights to reimbursement for medical costs to the State in certain programs, 
to state that in all actions brought pursuant to the sections, liability is to be determined on basis of same laws and standards 
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that would have been applicable had the action had been brought by the individual on whose behalf the medical services 
were rendered.

TO SIMULTANEOUS TECHNICAL REVIEW. Makes identical amendments to GS 143-215.1, 143-215.108, and 130A-295, 
as title indicates. Amendments direct Environmental Management Commission or Health Services Commission, as 
appropriate, to adopt rules governing such expedited permit applications. Requires that technical review be initiated upon 
receipt of such application and that any required notices be published and public meetings or hearings scheduled. Requires 
appropriate department to determine whether expedited application is complete within 10 working days of receipt, and 
provides for submission of necessary additional information. Requires permit decision to be issued within 60 days of last day 
of any public hearing on application, or within 60 days of close of notice period if no hearing. Provides that if no decision 
issued within such time period, applicant may take no action, thereby consenting to continuing review; may treat no action as 
denial and appeal pursuant to Administrative Procedure Act; or may zopeal directly to superior court without need to file a 
contested case. Permits department to halt expedited review at any time if it determines that permit application is not in 
substantial compliance with applicable rules or if applicant has failed to pay all permit application fees. Directs appropriate 
Commission to adopt comparable rules for those permits applications filed that are not certified by a professional engineer. 


Directs that all rules required by act be effective no later than 18 months after ratification.

S 38. CAMPAIGN REPORTING. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes provisions 
amending campaign reporting laws to require more disclosure about contributors. Amends title accordingly. 


S 53. SEX OFFENDER REGISTRATION. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds provisions 
(1) requiring that a determination of potential risk of commission of repeated offense shall be made with respect to person 
who has a reportable conviction and who moves to NC from outside state and establishing procedures for determination of 
potential risk of repeated offense with respect to such persons or other registered persons for whom no such determination 
has been made; (2) requiring that sex offender registration form include person's classification with regard to potential risk of 
repeated offense; (3) requires sheriff to maintain registry containing specified information regarding registered sex offenders; 
(4) provides that registry of sex offender information maintained by sheriff is a public record and authorizes disclosure of 
information from registry subject to certain conditions; (5) requires Div'n of Adult Probation and Parole to conduct prerelease 
notification on day of sentencing with respect to persons subject to registration who receive probation, suspended sentence, 
or fine; (6) establishing procedures for petitioning court for order to discontinue registration requirements; and (7) authorizing 
Div'n of Criminal Statistics to promulgate rules for administration of sex offender registration program. 


Revises provisions regarding penalties for failure to register or falsification of registration information. Provides that 


person is guilty of (a) Class 1 misdemeanor (and notwithstanding Structured Sentencing Act, may be sentenced to active

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term of up to 6 months) for first violation if offense for which person was required to register is a misdemeanor offense; (b) 
Class | felony (punishable by up to 12 months imprisonment) for second or subsequent violation of preceding clause or first 
violation of section and underlying offense was a felony; (c) Class H felony (punishable by up to 24 months imprisonment) for 
second or subsequent violation of preceding clause. Provides that if person charged with failure to register registers within 72 
hours of arrest, court shall consider this as a mitigating factor and may impose a maximum active sentence of 30 days. 
Revises responsibilities with respect to classification of risk of repeated offense. Provides that determination will be 
made by court if active term of imprisonment is not imposed or sentence does not exceed three years active imprisonment, or 
by Post-Release Supervision and Parole Comm'n for sex offender prisoners who receive active sentences of three years or 


more. 


Deletes provision allowing court to require as a condition of probation that a defendant who is required to register as a 
sex offender post a sign at residence warning others that defendant has been determined to be a sex offender.

Comm'n shall determine types of lottery games to be offered, but the games may not do the 
following: (1) be based on dog racing or horse racing themes; (2) be based on the outcome of any sporting event; (3) use 
tickets that do not have unique numbers; (4) use tickets that include the name or photograph of an elected official; or (5) use 
a computer terminal or electronic device that dispenses coins or currency. Makes sale of tickets to a person under 18 a 
Class 1 misdemeanor. Specifies restrictions on persons who may be selected as retailers for lottery. Requires director to 
have independent audit of the lottery conducted biennially. At least 50% of the total annual revenues shall be returned to the 
public in the form of prizes. No more than 16% of the annual revenues shall be used for expenses. 

Earmarks $100,000,000 of the net income for transfer to local school administrative units for Capital Outlay projects and 
the balance remaining for transfer to local school districts on an average daily membership basis as a block grant for 
nonsalary uses. Provides that funds for Capital Outlay projects may be used for construction of buildings or retirement of 
bonds previously issued for construction of school buildings, instructional technology, technology training centers for teachers 


and administrators, and equipment necessary to provide safe schools. Also provides that monthly financial reports be made 
to the State Treasurer.

they become due. Establishes factors to be considered in determining whether debtor has actual intent to hinder, delay, or 
defraud a creditor. Provides that a transfer is fraudulent as to debtor's present creditors (1) if debtor makes a transfer without 
receiving a reasonably equivalent value in exchange for the transfer and debtor is insolvent at the time of the transfer or 
becomes insolvent as a result of the transfer, or (2) if the transfer is made to an insider for an antecedent debt, the debtor is 
insolvent at that time, and the insider has reasonable cause to believe debtor is insolvent. Provides that marriage settlements 
are void as to present creditors of parties. Sets forth remedies of creditors with respect to fraudulent transfers as well as 
defenses, liabilities, and protections of transferees. Applies to all transfers made on or after date of ratification.

Establishes NC Board of Monument Contractors Examiners, with seven members appointed as follows: two members by 
General Assembly upon recommendation of President Pro Tem. and two upon recommendation of Speaker, and three by 
Governor. One each of members appointed on recommendation of President Pro Tem. and Speaker to be member of NC 
Chapter of Monument Builders of the Carolinas involved in basic training and education of monument contractors; and one 
each to be knowledgeable of the industry. Two of Governor's appointees must be contractors with at least five years' 
experience and third must represent general public. Provides that NC Chapter of Monument Builders to provide list of three 
nominees for each of the two General Assembly appointees involved in training and education. Provides for three-year terms 
and sets out initial staggering. Provides that Board is to establish and administer licensing system. 

Provides for three classes of licenses: Class A, for sales agents; Class B, for operation of cemetery or retail sales office or 
to install monuments within that cemetery; Class C, for complete monument contracting. Requires applicants for Class C 
license to meet training requirements set by board, to meet financial capacity requirements set by board, and to pass 
examination established by board. Permits licensing without examination for persons with at least three years’ experience, 
who apply before Jan. 1, 1996. Sets out provisions for reexamination, renewal of licenses, doing business in corporate form, 
licensing fees, and board discipline.

H 848. PLAN OF TREATMENT FOR MINORS. TO REQUIRE MINORS ADMITTED TO A TWENTY-FOUR HOUR FACILITY 
FOR TREATMENT OF MENTAL ILLNESS OR SUBSTANCE ABUSE TO COMPLETE A PLAN OF TREATMENT BEFORE 
DISCHARGE. Amends GS 122C-224 to provide that when a minor is admitted to a twenty-four hour facility for treatment of 
mental illness of substance abuse, a panel of three professionals, including professional from the area mental health 
authority, must develop a plan of treatment for the minor within 24 hours of admission. The treatment plan must include the 
recommended length of treatment, must be developed in consultation with the person who is legally responsible for the minor, 
and must be recorded in the minor's file. Amends GS 122C-224.7 to provide that the minor may be discharged from 
treatment only in accordance with existing GS 122C-224.7(b) or upon a determination of the professional panel, in 
consultation with the person legally responsible for the minor, (1) that the minor is no longer mentally ill or a substance 
abuser, or (2) unless the minor has been discharged by court order prior to completion of treatment, that the minor has 
participated in and successfully completed the treatment for the entire period of time recommended by the treatment plan. 
Provides that minor may not be discharged upon minor's request alone, and that, except as provided in GS 90-21.4, 
discharge of minor must include notice to and consultation with person who is legally responsible for minor. Makes additional 


conforming changes. Applies to all admissions on or after effective date. Effective July 1, 1995.

H 851. BAIL BOND CHANGES. TO CHANGE SOME PROCEDURES WITH REGARD TO SURETY BONDS. Amends GS 
7A-290 and 15A-533 to provide for new determination of pretrial conditions when a defendant convicted in district court 
appeals for a trial de novo in superior court. Provides that, unless a judge modifies the order, no new determination will be 
made when the defendant appeals from a conviction before a magistrate. Provides that a surety bond must be considered 
the same as cash. Permits a surety to surrender his principal to the sheriff in the county where the defendant was bonded. 
Requires an order of forfeiture to be served on the obligor, including the principal, the bail agent, and the surety 
represented by the bail agent. Provides that an order of forfeiture must be set aside if the surety appears before the court 
within the time allowed following the date of service and satisfies the court that the principal did not appear because the 
principal is incarcerated. Requires the forfeiture be stricken upon payment of costs if the principal is incarcerated in the State 
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within 90 days of the entry of the judgment. Requires the bond be totally remitted upon payment of costs if the principal is 
incarcerated anytime between failure to appear and up to 90 days after the entry of judgment. 

Provides that the court may not require that a bail bond continue to be posted during the time a convicted defendant is 
serving a sentence of community punishment or intermediate punishment if no appeal is pending. Provides that bonds of 
$5,000 or more that are secured by real estate require a title search and execution of a deed of trust. Prohibits use of real 
estate to secure more than one bond at a time.

deficiency have been satisfied; (7) reducing (from 30 to 15 days in case of private sale and from 20 to 10 days in case of 
public sale) minimum period for notice to owner regarding sale to enforce lien; and (8) providing that notice of public sale of 
motor vehicle to enforce lien must be published in newspaper only if vehicle is less than three years old. Amends GS 20- 
72(b) to require that assignment and warranty of title for transfer of title of motor vehicle registered in state must be executed 


at a Div'n of Motor Vehicles facility or at a commission contract motor vehicle license agency. Makes additional conforming 
changes.

H 854. FISCAL TRENDS PERMANENT STUDY. TO ESTABLISH A PERMANENT STATUTORY STUDY COMMISSION ON 
FISCAL TRENDS. Adds GS Ch. 120, Art. 13C to establish the Joint Legislative Fiscal Trends and Reform Commission 
composed of 22 members appointed by the Speaker and the President Pro Tem. Each appointing officer appoints eight 
members of his legislative chamber and three public members. Authorizes the Comm'n to undertake studies identifying trends 
affecting the State's fiscal resources and trends that will have an impact on State expenditures. Allocates $50,000 in each 


year of the 1995-97 biennium from funds appropriated to the General Assembly for the Comm'ns expenses. Effective July 1,

H 855. LOCAL GOVERNMENT CONTRACTING. TO UPDATE AND REVISE THE LAWS AFFECTING LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT CONTRACTING. Makes following changes to GS 143-129 (formal bids): (1) raises threshhold for formal bids 
for purchase contracts from $20,000 to $30,000; (2) permits governing board to delegate responsibilities on award of 
purchase contracts to manager or chief purchasing official; (3) requires that summary of bid proposals, rather than bids 
themselves, be set out in minutes of governing board; (4) permits board to waive bid deposit for all purchase contracts 
(now,waiver allowed when estimated amount is under $100,000); (5) requires bids always to be sealed; and (6) permits local 
governments to purchase, without further advertisement or bid, under contracts entered into by federal government, state 
government, or any local government. Amends GS 143-131 (informal bids) to provide that licensing requirements of GS 87-1 
do not apply to contractor performing under or bidding for contract awarded under section; and makes conforming 
amendment to GS 87-1. Adds new GS 143-129.5 permitting local governments to establish procedures under which bids 
and bid bonds are submitted by facsimile or electronic transmission. Adds new GS 143-131.1 permitting local governments 
to include trade-ins in bid specifications and to award contracts taking into consideration amount offered on the trade-in.

be sold by private sale from $10,000 to $30,000; and to raise value of personal property that can be sold under authority 
delegated to staff from $500 to $2,500.

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H 856. SOME GOLF CARTS ON HIGHWAYS. TO PERMIT SOME USES OF GOLF CARTS ON SOME PUBLIC HIGHWAYS. 
Adds GS 20-175.6 the permit the owner of a golf cart with good brakes to operate it during daylight hours on the public 
highways within two miles of home for purposes of going to and from golf course or the beach. Does not apply to interstate 
highways; carts can be operated on primary highways only at approved and marked crossings.

Prohibits State Board of Elections or any county board of elections from 
maintaining a record of the party in whose primary any voter chose to vote. Requires that the State Board of Elections 
promulgate rules and prescribe forms and procedures to facilitate absentee voting. Effective January 1, 1996.

H 859. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. 70 REVISE THE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT ACT OF 1989 AND RELATED 
STATUTES. Amends definition of "solid waste" in GS 130A-290(a)(18a) to exclude industrial waste managed in a solid waste 
management facility owned and operated by the generator of the waste. Deletes GS 130A-309.04(c3) regarding local 
governments’ credits toward attaining the waste reduction goal of 40% by June 30, 2001 (reduction goal of 25% by June 30, 
1993, is repealed). Adds GS 130A-309.04(d1) to emphasize the State's policy of strengthening the supply of and market for 
recyclable materials. Deletes GS 130A-309.05(e), which excluded certain recovered materials from regulation as solid waste. 
Amends GS 130A-309.06(d) to require the Dep't of Environment, Health & Natural Resources (DEHNR) to submit its report on 
recycling to the Environmental Review Comm'n on or before March 1, of even-numbered years. Deletes GS 130A-309(a), (b), 
and (c), which required local governments to determine annually the full cost of solid waste management and to make that 
information available to users of the management service. Deletes GS 130A-309.04(e) and (f), which required counties to 
prepare solid waste management plans and have them approved by DEHNR. Amends GS 130A-309.09A to require each 
local government, individually or in cooperation with other units, to develop a 10-year solid waste manage plan; plans are 
encouraged to be consistent with 40% waste reduction goal. Plans to be updated at least every three years. A local 
government must furnish DEHNR, on request, a copy of its current plan. Among required elements in the plan are: evaluation 
of waste stream in area covered by the plan; waste reduction goals; description of public participation in plan development 
and educational efforts; and assessment of costs of solid waste management. Local governments must begin to implement 
the plans by July 1, 1996. Amends GS 130A-309.09A(d) to require local governments to report to DEHNR by Sept. 1 each 
year on waste management programs and waste reduction activities, and reports must contain a statement of the costs of 
solid waste management programs implemented by the unit and the methods of financing those costs. New GS 130A- 
309.09A(g) prohibits a local government that is a collector or disposer of solid waste from collecting for disposal, or disposing 
of, any type of solid waste that is generated within a unit of local government that by ordinance either prohibits generators or 
collectors of municipal solid waste from disposing of that type of waste or that requires generators or collectors of municipal 
solid waste to recycle that type of waste. Amends GS 130A-309(a)(1) to delete the requirement that construction and 
demolition debris must be separated from the solid waste stream. Deletes GS 130A-309.09B(c), (d), and (e), concerning the 
development of local government recycling programs and the requirement that negotiations be held with private franchisees. 
Amends GS 130A-309.09C(g) to provide that a local government that does not prepare a solid waste management plan or 
include waste reduction goals in the plan shall be ineligible for grants from the Solid Waste Management Trust Fund, Scrap 
Tire Disposal Account, or White Goods Management Account, and shall not receive proceeds of the scrap tire tax or the white 
goods disposal tax, but shall not risk loss of other funds to which it may be entitled from DEHNR. Amends GS 130A- 
309.09D(a) to prohibit owners and operators of private collection and disposal facilities from collecting, or disposing of, any 
type of solid waste that is generated within the boundaries of a local government that by ordinance prohibits generators or 
collectors of municipal solid waste from disposing of that type of solid waste or requires generators or collectors of municipal 
solid waste to recycle that type of solid waste. Adds new GS 130A-309.09D(c) to require generators of industrial solid waste 
that own or operate a management facility for that waste to develop a 10-year management plan, to be updated every 3 
years, and furnished to DEHNR on request. Plans are to be completed by July 1,1996. Deletes GS 130A-309.10(d)(2), 
which provided that after Oct. 1, 1997, no person could sell or distribute any polystyrene foam product used in conjunction 
with food consumption unless a certain percentage of the product was being recycled. Amends GS 130A-309.10(f)(7), 
regarding the prohibition against land filling tires, to prohibit the placing of whole scrap tires in landfills, but the prohibition 
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does not apply to whole solid rubber coverings. Amends GS 130A-309.53(7) to make it clear that a "tire" as defined for 
purposes of the scrap tire tax does not include bicycle tires and other tires for vehicles propelled by human power. Enacts 
new GS 153A-292(f), (g), and (h), and GS 160A-(f), (g), and (h) to transfer the local government solid waste fee provisions 
from GS 130A-309.09A to the new subsections.

H 860. LIMIT MARINE NET FISHING. TO PROVIDE FOR A REFERENDUM TO LIMIT MARINE NET FISHING. Subject to 
voter approval in November 1996, statewide election prohibits using a gill net or other entangling net to catch or take 
saltwater finfish, shellfish, and other marine animals. Prohibits use of (1) any net with more than 500 square feet of mesh 
area, (2) more than two nets in one vessel, and (3) more than one net by any person not in a vessel. These provisions only 


apply to fishing activities in estuarine waters and do not apply to hand-thrown cast nets or to the use of nets for scientific 
research or governmental purposes.

H 861. INSURANCE REFORM MEASURES. TO ENACT CERTAIN HEALTH INSURANCE REFORM MEASURES. Amends 
GS 58-51-15 to provide that preexisting conditions must be covered no later than one year after the effective date of coverage 
under a health insurance policy, to define preexisting conditions as those conditions for which medical advice or treatment 
was received or recommended or that could be medically documented within one year immediately preceding effective date 
of coverage, to provide that preexisting condition exclusion may not be implemented against person who has already met all 
or part of waiting period requirements under a previous plan, to require that credit must be given for that portion of the waiting 
period that was met under a previous health insurance plan, to require that all health benefit plans must credit the time the 
person was covered under a previous plan if the previous plan's coverage was continuous to a date not more than 60 days 
before the effective date of new coverage (exclusive of any applicable waiting period under the new coverage), and to define 
“previous plan" as any health benefit plan provided by a health insurer or any government plan or program providing health 
benefits or health care. Makes conforming changes to other provisions of GS Ch. 58 to expand definition of "previous health 
plan" for purposes of credit against waiting period for coverage of preexisting conditions. Adds new GS 58-3-185 establishing 
requirements applicable to policies insuring against risk of economic loss assumed by a plan sponsor under a less than fully 


underwritten employee health benefit plan. Applies to all plans and policies with an inception, renewal, or anniversary date 
on or after Oct. 1, 1995.

H 862. NO AFFIRMATIVE ACTION. TO PROHIBIT THE GRANTING OF PREFERENCES, BASED ON RACE, SEX, COLOR, 
OR ETHNICITY, IN PUBLIC HIRING, IN THE LETTING OF PUBLIC CONTRACTS, AND IN APPOINTMENTS TO VARIOUS 
AUTHORITIES, BOARDS, COMMISSIONS, COUNCILS, AND AGENCIES. Enacts general statement that no law enacted by 
General Assembly, no rule adopted by state agency, no regulation or ordinance adopted by a local government, and no policy 
of state agency, institution, or political subdivision may discriminate or grant preference to any person because of race, sex, 
color, or ethnicity. Requires that any such laws, rules, regulations, ordinances, or policies be modified to remove such 
discrimination or preference within 180 days after effective date of act or they are automatically repealed. Amends numerous 
sections of the General Statutes to remove such provisions as follows: 

(1) Amends GS 143-48 and 143-135.5 (promoting use of certain contractors) to remove references to minority and women 
contractors. (2) Repeals GS 143-128(c), requiring use of goals in building contracts; (3) Amends GS 126-4, to prohibit State 
Personnel Comm'n from adopting procedures that grant preferences or establish goals based on race, color, national origin, 
or sex, and amends GS 126-16 to prohibit such preferences or goals by any state agency or local government. (4) Amends 
GS 115D-77 (requiring community college system to provide equal opportunity) to delete references to race, color, national 
origin, or sex. (5) Amends GS 136-28.4 (goals for state highway contracts) and 63A-19 (goals for Global Transpark Authority) 
to remove goals for minority and women contractors and to add (to highway contracting) goal for disabled contractors. (6) 
Amends GS 113A-104 to remove provision that in making appointments to Coastal Resources Commission, county 
commissioners should give due consideration to women and minorities. (7) Amends GS 116-6 (membership on Board of 
Governors) to delete guarantees of seats to minorities and women (8) Amends various statutes to delete statements that 
appointing authority for following boards authority should seek to ensure representation by women or minorities: State 
Building Comm'n; Building Code Council; Capitol Preservation Comm'n; State Criminal Justice Partnership Advisory Board; 
county criminal justice partnership advisory boards; Marine Fisheries Comm'n; NC Council for Women; and NC Agency for 


Public Telecommunications. (9) Amends GS 158-35(a) requiring specific numbers of minority and women members of Global 
Transpark Development Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1995.

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H 863. ATTORNEY GRIEVANCE PROCEDURE. TO INCREASE THE NUMBER OF PUBLIC MEMBERS OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA STATE BAR, TO MAKE ATTORNEY GRIEVANCE PROCEEDINGS AND RECORDS BASED ON CHARGES OF 
ATTORNEY MISCONDUCT OPEN TO THE PUBLIC, TO ESTABLISH THE RIGHTS OF COMPLAINANTS, AND TO MAKE 
OTHER CHANGES TO THE GRIEVANCE PROCEDURES. Increases the number of public members of State Bar Council to 
nine, three being appointed by the Governor and 6 by the General Assembly. Requires all deliberations and decision making 
of the Grievance Committee involving allegations of misconduct by a member be conducted in open proceedings. Requires 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the State Bar to maintain a permanent file of each grievance filed with the bar, which must be 
available for public inspection during normal business hours. Requires such files to include (1) the grievance, (2) any 
response by the member, (3) motions, (4) a complete record of all proceedings, (5) investigative data, (6) rulings, orders and 
decisions, (7) any letter of notice, action, or warning, or any admonition, reprimand, or censure, (8) all other papers and 
permanent documents the State Bar received, considered or issued, and (9) the written findings of fact and legal conclusions 
supporting the Committees ruling. 

Requires that the State Bar send complainants copies of all correspondence, orders and investigative data. Requires 
that complainant be given 10 days notice of any proceeding that relates to the complainant's grievance and afforded an 
opportunity to be present during State Bar interviews with the member against whom the grievance was filed. The 
complainant may reply to the member's response within 30 days and may submit supplemental documentation supporting the 
charge up to 10 days prior to any hearing. Requires the Disciplinary Hearing Commission to conduct a prehearing 
conference prior to the formal grievance hearing at which the complaint may be represented by counsel. Provides that the 
only mitigating factors that may be considered in imposing discipline are (1) whether the member made timely good faith effort 
to make restitution or to rectify the consequences of his misconduct, (2) whether the member was cooperative or made full 
and free disclosure to the Commission and (3) whether the member has a physical or mental disability or impairment that 
caused the misconduct. Effective October 1, 1995.

H 866. COMPENSATE REGULATORY TAKINGS. TO PROVIDE A CAUSE OF ACTION TO AN OWNER WHEN THE STATE 
OR A LOCAL POLITICAL SUBDIVISION OF THE STATE RESTRICTS, LIMITS, OR OTHERWISE INFRINGES A RIGHT TO 
REAL PROPERTY THAT WOULD EXIST IN THE ABSENCE OF GOVERNMENT REGULATION AND TO PROVIDE THAT 
PRIOR TO THE FILING OF A ZONING PETITION THE PERSON FILING THE PETITION SHALL NOTIFY THE OWNER BY 
CERTIFIED MAIL. Enacts new GS Chapter 40B, granting a right of compensation, and a corresponding cause of action, to 
the owner of property that has seen a nonnegligible reduction in value because of the application of a land-use regulation, 
ruling, statute, ordinance, or dedication or because of the baseless or arbitrary denial of a permit. In determining whether 
there has been a reduction in property value, the value before reduction is to be that applicable as if the application or denial 
had not occurred. Denies compensation to property when the owner's use or attempted use is a common law public nuisance 
in which the prohibition inheres in the title to the property. 

Provides that property owner may first apply to the appropriate government for compensation; if that government refuses 
or provides less compensation than the amount claimed or fails to act for 90 days, the owner may bring a civil action. If the 
application of a statute, regulation, or ordinance complained of occurred before Oct. 1, 1995. the civil action must be brought 
by March 31, 1996; otherwise, the action must be brought within seven years after the application of the statute, regulation, or 
ordinance to the affected property. Permits a successful owner to elect from among three remedies: (1) a sum equal to the 
diminution in the value of the property, in which case the owner retains title; (2) the fair market value of the affected portion of 
the regulated property before the government action, in which case the owner gives up title; or (3) invalidation of the 
regulation as to the property and payment of interest on the full amount the property was diminished during the time the 
regulation was in effect. Provides for double damages if the statute, regulation, or ordinance was applied without due process 
or without due local procedure; and directs that the owner is entitled to costs, including attorneys' fees, if the amount of 
compensation awarded in court exceeds the amount offered by the government. 
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Requires any person (including a local government) who files a petition to rezone property owned by another to first notify 
the owner of the person's intention to file the petition; the notice must be by certified mail and be sent at least 45 days before 
the petition is filed. Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

Establishes 
named fund in Dep't of Human Resources, to be funded from existing moneys (other than lapsed salaries) available to Dep't 
for foster care and adoption services. Directs that moneys be used to contract with private agencies to provide homes for 
such children, and requires agencies to match public contract payments with private moneys each year, in order to be eligible 
for contracts the next year.

AUTHORIZED TO APPLY AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE PESTICIDE APPLICATOR'S LICENSE TO BE REVOKED, 
SUSPENDED, OR DENIED FOR VIOLATING THIS LIMITATION. Amends GS 143-458 to prohibit pesticide applicator, or 
applicator's employee or agent, from applying a substance that has the chemical composition of a registered pesticide but 
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that is not itself registered; and from combining such a substance with any other substance to apply as a pesticide. Makes 
violation a class 2 misdemeanor, punishable by fine of up to $1,000 per violation.

hearings in contested cases, (6) allows party to seek judicial review if Comm'n fails to make a final decision within 45 days of 
recommended decision by Office of Administrative Hearings, and (7) establishes procedures for judicial review of final agency 
decision. Enacts similar appeal procedures relating to air quality permits, hazardous waste facility permits, and mining 
permits. Makes additional conforming changes. Act is effective one year after ratification and applies to applications for new 
permits, modifications of existing permits, or reissuance or renewals of existing permits filed on or after effective date.

Directs Office of State Budget and Management to compile annual summary of projected fiscal 
impact on local government of state rules, and an anticipated schedule of rule actions for the coming year. Amends GS

AND TO AMEND THE LAW OF SUMMARY EJECTMENT BY REDUCING THE TIME ALLOWED FOR A DEFENDANT TO 
APPEAR IN COURT, BY ALLOWING A LANDLORD TO HAVE UNCLAIMED PROPERTY OF AN EJECTED TENANT 
PLACED AT THE NEAREST PUBLIC RIGHT-OF-WAY, AND BY REVISING THE APPLICATION OF THE RETALIATORY 
EVICTION DEFENSE. Allows landlord to remove, store, or sell all items of personal property remaining on premises, 
provided that landlord has been placed in lawful possession of premises by execution of writ of possession for at least 21 
days, has posted notice of intent to sell personal property, and has advertised sale for at least seven days. Proceeds may be 
applied to unpaid rent, damage, storage fees, sale costs, and attorneys' fees.

Also authorizes sheriff, on request of landlord, to place personal property in 
plastic container on public right of way after execution of writ of possession, and authorizes landlord to dispose of property 
remaining on premises by any lawful means without liability to the tenant or owner after seven days. Amends GS 42-28 to 
require that tenant appear to answer summary ejectment complaint within seven (was, ten) days from issuance of summons. 
Amends GS 42-37.1 to provide that tenant may raise defense of retaliatory eviction if summary ejectment action is in 
response to tenant's exercise of specified rights within six (was, twelve) months prior to filing of action. Act applies to leases 
entered into on or after effective date.

H 910. CHILD BICYCLE SAFETY ACT. TO REQUIRE THE USE OF CERTAIN SAFETY EQUIPMENT BY CHILDREN WHEN

H 913. PRELITIGATION FARM MEDIATION. TO PROVIDE FOR PRELITIGATION MEDIATION OF FARM DISPUTES 
REGARDING NUISANCE CLAIMS. Establishes farm assistance mediation program to be administered by the Administrative 
Office of the Courts to provide voluntary mediation of disputes upon request and also makes mediation mandatory prior to 
initiating a civil action involving a dispute covered by this bill. .

Mediation must be requested prior 

to filing a civil action involving a dispute as defined in the act and the action will be dismissed if not requested unless the suit 

is a class action or delay required for mediation would cause irreparable harm. Parties may agree to waive mediation after 

mandatory initial consultation. If a mediation agreement is reached, it is signed by the parties and enforceable as a contract. 

Mediator issues mediation release upon agreement, waiver or failure of farm resident to participate. Does not require parties 

to reach agreement, or to change a position, alter an activity or restructure a contract in order to receive a release. Filing of 

request for mediation suspends time periods, including statute of limitations. Provides for confidentiality of mediation 

communications and immunity from liability for mediators and other mediation service employees. Costs are to be borne by 


the parties to the dispute.

Permits an employer, subject to joint approval of Industrial Comm'n and Comm'r of Insurance, to enter 
into an agreement with its employees to provide alternative coverage that complies with all of the following: (1) benefits for 
injured employees are at least equal to standard Workers' Compensation; (2) no employee contributions are required except 
for additional benefits not required by law; (3) system contains all provisions required of a standard workers’ compensation 
policy and an employer liability policy, and neither may be canceled independently of the other; (4) statistical data is filed that 
would be required under standard plan; and (5) any other standards imposed by Comm'n and Comm'r are followed. 
Authorizes Industrial Comm'n to terminate any substitute system upon finding that (1) it is not fairly administered, (2) it is in 
danger of insolvency, (3) it fails to accomplish the purpose of the Workers' Compensation statutes, or (4) it does not comply 
with the Workers' Compensation statutes. Under the alternative system, an employer's immunity from civil action resulting

14 to conform State laws with the federal Brady Handgun Violence Protection Act by providing a State background check law 
that requires licensed dealers to verify the eligibility of a buyer seeking to purchase a "handgun" (defined as a pistol, revolver, 
or other gun that has a short stock and is designed to be held and fired by the use of a single hand). Establishes records 
check procedures that dealers must follow before selling and delivering handguns, and authorizes the Dep't of Justice to 
respond to a dealer's request for a criminal records check instantly (at a fee of $300 each fiscal year) by doing an electronic 
review of all such records available to the Dep't. Permits the dealer to complete the transaction without verification if 
telephone service is interrupted due to an "act of God" or other reason beyond the dealer's control, or if the Dep't, because of 
electronic failure beyond the Dep't's control, is expected to be delayed in responding back to the dealer beyond the close of 
business of the day the request is made (the Dep't is immune from any civil or criminal liability for this reason). Directs the 
Dep't to work jointly with the Administrative Office of the Courts to study the feasibility and costs of making involuntary 
commitment records available electronically (the two agencies must report results to the General Assembly by May 1, 19986). 
Establishes the following penalties for violations of this law: 1) the willful and intentional use of criminal records check 
information by a dealer or any government employee or officer for purposes other than provided by this law is a Class | 
felony; 2) the willful and intentional giving of false information by a potential buyer is a Class 1 misdemeanor; 3) a dealer who 
willfully and intentionally sells or delivers a handgun in violation of the law is subject to a Class 1 misdemeanor; 4) a 
purchaser of a handgun who willfully or intentionally transfers a firearm to a person he or she knows to be prohibited from 
possessing such is subject to a Class | felony. Provides for a right to appeal a denial of a license to purchase a handgun. 
Amends Art. 52A by replacing the reference to sale of "weapons" with "crossbows". Adds new Art. 21C to GS Ch. 113 
establishing rules regulating "sport shooting ranges".

Specifies allocation of funds for additional personnel positions, continuing education and training of persons who conduct 
food and lodging inspections for county departments of health, regional conferences to provide continuing education and 
training of environmental health specialists, and production of manual relating to sanitation standards applicable to 
restaurants and food handling establishments. Effective Jan. 1, 1996, amends GS 130A-249 to provide that if 
inspection results in a proposed grade for sanitation that is lower than the posted grade and conditions of premises do not 
pose imminent hazard to public health, a food handling establishment may (1) request that the posted grade remain posted 
for up to 15 days to allow improvement of conditions upon which lower grade is proposed, or (2) request an informal 
conference within 5 days to review the conditions noted or the actions required in order to maintain the posted grade. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1996, amends GS 130A-39(b) to prohibit local board of health from adopting rules concerning operation 
of food and lodging establishments. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1996, amends GS 130A-30 to increase membership of Comm'n for Health Services from 12 to 16. The 
additional four members of the Comm'n will be appointed by the General Assembly (one public member and one operator of a 
commercial food service establishment appointed upon recommendation of Speaker of House and one public member and 
one operator of a commercial food service establishment appointed upon recommendation of President Pro Tem).

Reallocates existing number of 
district court judges (including those for district court districts 12 and 18 that were authorized by section 200.6 of 1993 SL Ch. 
321 that have not yet been approved under section 5 of the Voting Rights Act) among the other newly established district 
court districts. Provides that section of act relating to establishment of district court districts does not affect right of any judge 
to finish the term of office for which the judge was elected. Enacts additional provisions applicable to authority of district court 
judges, senior chief district court judges, and clerks of superior court, and to holding of district court sessions in counties that 
comprise or are located in a set of districts, none of which consists exclusively of one or more entire counties but both or all of 
which include territory of the same county or counties and together comprise all of the territory of that county or counties.

Directs the Authority to submit an annual 
report of its activities to the Governor, the General Assembly, and the Dep't of Transportation at the close of each fiscal year 
and to submit quarterly reports to the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee. Authorizes the Authority to 
declare itself dissolved by resolution upon its determination that it has substantially fulfilled its purpose (title to any property 
owned by the Authority shall vest in the State). Directs the Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to study 
best methods for funding the Authority and the construction of a bridge in Currituck County from the mainland to the Outer 


Banks near Corolla and report to the 1996 General Assembly by the first day of the Regular Session.

H 953. STATE EMP. RIF RIGHTS/OPTIONS. PROVIDING EARLY RETIREMENT OPTIONS TO STATE EMPLOYEES 
SUBJECT TO THE STATE PERSONNEL ACT WHO ARE SEPARATED FROM EMPLOYMENT DUE TO REDUCTIONS IN 
FORCE AND OTHERWISE RELATING TO THE RIGHTS AND BENEFITS OF EMPLOYEES SEPARATED FROM STATE 
EMPLOYMENT DUE TO REDUCTIONS IN FORCE. Amends GS 126-7.1 to establish rights and procedures for permanent 
employees affected by reductions in force (rif). Employees are to be notified as soon as practicable, but no less than 60 days 
prior to the effective date of the rif. Requires the State Personnel Comm'n to adopt rules to provide for priority consideration 
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for employees who lose their jobs under a rif, to enable them to return to career service at a salary grade and rate equal to 
that held in their previous position. An employee who accepts a position at the same salary grade must be paid at the same 
salary rate as the employee's previous position. An employee who accepts a position at a lower salary grade must be paid at 
the same rate as the previous position, unless that rate exceeds the maximum of the new salary grade, in which case the new 
rate must be reduced by no more than 10%. Provides that the State must continue to pay the health plan employee-only 
premium for the entire period that the employee is eligible for priority reemployment. After that time, the employee and his or 
her dependents may opt to remain in the plan on a self-contributing basis at the same rate as active State employees. 
Requires the State Personnel Comm'n and the Teachers’ and State Employees' Retirement System to continue to provide 
benefits for employees who are at least 50 years old and have at least 25 years of service, and to add five years for 
retirement purposes for employees with at least 20 years of service who are less than 50 years old. 

The length of the payment is based on years of service 
and is adjusted by an "age adjustment factor" (percentage of employee's annual salary) reflecting the employee's age over 39 
years to recognize that older employees have a more difficult time finding new employment. Provides that the age 
adjustment factor cannot exceed the service factor. 

Establishes reemployment priority: a State employee with more than five years of service has priority over a State 
employee with less than five years of service in the same or related position classification.

H 954. PARENTAL CHOICE IN EDUCATION. TO PERMIT PARENTS TO CHOOSE THE EDUCATIONAL SETTING THAT 
BEST HELPS THEIR CHILD LEARN. Provides for scholarship vouchers to be issued by the NC State Education Assistance 
Authority to parents wishing to enroll their children in nonpublic "scholarship schools" that agree to accept vouchers. Total 
value of voucher is the lesser of the regular tuition charges for the school or $1,500. Vouchers are redeemable by the school 
in five equal payments. Requires the State Board of Education to allocate $1,500 to the State Education Assistance Authority 
for each scholarship and to allocate to the local school administrative unit the difference between $1,500 and the statewide 
average per pupil allotted amount for the school year based on the tenth-day average membership. The provision is effective 
January 1, 1996 and eligibility for 1997-98 school year scholarship is limited to students enrolled in public schools during the 
1994-95 school year whose parents elect for them to attend a scholarship school. 

Amends the individual income tax laws to provide an education expenses credit of $2,480 for taxpayers whose children are 
lawfully educated for at least five months during the taxable year in a home school and a credit of the tuition amount up to 
$3,100 for children educated in a public school at which tuition is charged under GS 115C-366.1 (non-domiciliary and other 
specified students). Provides for a refund if the credit allowed exceeds the amount of tax imposed for the taxable year 


reduced by all credits allowable. Tax credit provisions effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1996.

H 955. CHARTER SCHOOLS. TO INCREASE EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITY BY AUTHORIZING THE CREATION AND 
FUNDING OF CHARTER SCHOOLS, WHICH ARE DEREGULATED SCHOOLS UNDER PUBLIC CONTROL. Adds new Art. 
16A to GS Ch. 115C to give teachers, parents, students, and community members an opportunity to increase students’ 
educational opportunities, encourage innovation in the classroom, and provide a method for fiscal accountability to parents by 
establishing and maintaining "charter schools" that operate independently from existing local school units. Authorizes the 
following public agencies to grant operating charters to nonprofit corporations to operate charter elementary and secondary 
schools: State Board of Education, a local board of education, a board of county commissioners, the board of trustees of a 
community college that serves the local school unit in which the charter school will be located, a board of trustees of a UNC 
constituent institution, or a town or city council. Specifies the information required in petitions submitted for approval to 
establish charter schools, including a description of the proposed education program, teacher qualifications, admissions 
requirements, and the procedures for suspending or expelling students. Authorizes a local school unit to convert an existing 
school to a charter school by petitioning for such as provided by this law, if 50% of the school's certificated personnel vote for 
the conversion and parents who do not wish their children to attend are provided other options. Authorizes charters to be 
granted for a period of five years and specifies circumstances for which a granting authority may revoke a charter. Specifies 
that a charter school must comply with all the provisions contained in its charter petition and that it is exempt from the laws 
governing local school units (except the laws pertaining to employees coverage under the Teachers’ and State Employees 
Retirement System if the school chooses to participate). Directs the State Board of Education to allocate funds each year to 
each charter school in the manner used for local school units and equal to an amount for each unit of average daily 
membership (directs that any State and federal funds for special education services also go to charter schools who enroll 


students entitled to such services). Authorizes county commissioners to allocate a student's fair share of local supplement 
spending to the charter school in which that student is enrolled.

H 958. MENTAL HEALTH COVERAGE. TO PERMIT PATIENTS TO SELECT PROFESSIONAL LICENSED COUNSELORS 
AS MENTAL HEALTH PROVIDERS UNDER HEALTH INSURANCE POLICIES, AND TO LIMIT THE EXEMPTION FOR 
LICENSURE OF COUNSELORS. Includes "licensed professional counselor" within the definition of "medical professional” in 
the Insurance Information and Privacy Act, and adds licensed professional counselor to the list of providers covered in 
the statutes prohibiting discrimination or denial of covered benefits. Licensed professional counselor means someone who is 
licensed under GS 90-330(2). Amends State Retirement System laws to include licensed professional counselors as 
authorized providers for treatment of chemical dependency and mental illness. Amends GS 90-338 to place a time limit on 
the licensure exemption for those engaged in the practice of counseling before July 1, 1993. The new provision requires 
applicants to apply to the Board for this exemption before January 1, 1996. Effective October 1, 1995 and applies to claims 
for payment or reimbursement for services rendered on or after that date.

H 960. LOTTERY FOR SCHOLARSHIPS/SCHOOLS. TO PROVIDE FOR A BINDING REFERENDUM ON THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A NORTH CAROLINA STATE LOTTERY COMMISSION. Subject to a state-wide referendum at the 
next primary, general, or special election, adds new GS Ch. 143C to provide for a state lottery. Creates a nine-member State 
Lottery Comm'n, five to be appointed by the Governor, two by the Speaker, and two by the President Pro Tem; powers and 
duties specified in bill. Governor is to appoint a director to manage operations. Comm'n shall initiate lottery games at earliest 
feasible time but within 180 days of approval of the referendum. Comm'n shall determine types of lottery games to be 
offered, but the games may not do the following: (1) be based on dog racing or horse racing themes; (2) be based on the 
outcome of any sporting event; (3) use tickets that do not have unique numbers; (4) use tickets that include the name or 
photograph of an elected official; or (5) use a computer terminal or electronic device that dispenses coins or currency. Makes 
sale of tickets to a person under 18 a Class 1 misdemeanor. Specifies restrictions on persons who may be selected as 
retailers for lottery. Requires director to have independent audit of the lottery conducted biennially. At least 50% of the total 
annual revenues shall be returned to the public in the form of prizes. No more than 16% of the annual revenues shall be 
used for expenses. 

Provides that up to 60% of net revenues of Lottery Fund shall be transferred annually to UNC Board of Governors and 
to Dep't of Community Colleges to be used for education improvement scholarships at UNC constituent institutions, 
community colleges, and private institutions of higher education, and that funds that would have been used to provide 
scholarships for students who qualify for scholarships from Lottery Fund will be used for faculty salaries and libraries. 
Remaining net revenues of Lottery Fund shall be transferred annually to counties on per capita basis for construction or 
repair of school buildings, construction or repair of infrastructure, and payment of principal and interest on bonds previously 
issued for construction or repair of school buildings or infrastructure. Establishes Education Improvement Scholarship Task 
Force consisting of Governor (or designated representative), Lt. Governor (or designated representative), president of UNC, 
president of community college system, Sup't of Public Instruction, three Senators appointed by President Pro Tem, and three 
members of House appointed by Speaker. Requires task force to submit to General Assembly, no later than first day of next 
regular session of General Assembly following effective date of act, a plan with goal of using lottery proceeds to provide 
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scholarships with greatest financial benefit to largest number of eligible students and ultimate goal of providing free post- 
secondary education at state institution of higher education to all students who receive diploma from high school in state.

H 961. DRUG OFFENSE PENALTIES. TO PROVIDE THAT A DEFENDANT WHO IS CONVICTED OF A DRUG 
TRAFFICKING CONSPIRACY IS NOT ELIGIBLE FOR INTERMEDIATE SANCTIONS UNDER THE STRUCTURED 
SENTENCING ACT AND TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO SELLS, MANUFACTURES, DELIVERS, TRANSPORTS, OR 
POSSESSES TEN POUNDS OR MORE OF MARIJUANA IS GUILTY OF TRAFFICKING IN MARIJUANA. Amends GS 15A- 
1340.13(h) to provide for sentencing for drug trafficking conspiracy as title indicates. Amends GS 90-95(h) to reduce the 
minimum marijuana possession requirement for for felony drug trafficking from 50 pounds to 10 pounds. Effective December 
1, 1995 and applies to offenses committed on or after that date.

ILLEGAL DRUG-RELATED ACTIVITIES, AND TO PROVIDE THAT A PERSON WHO TESTIFIES AGAINST A DEFENDANT . 
CHARGED WITH A DRUG TRAFFICKING OFFENSE SHALL BE GRANTED IMMUNITY. Amends GS 90-95 to provide (1) 
that any person who is convicted of a second or subsequent violation of trafficking in illegal drugs is guilty of Class B1 felony 
and, notwithstanding provisions of Structured Sentencing Act, shall be sentenced to life in prison without parole, and (2) that 
a person who provides substantial assistance in identification, arrest, or conviction of accomplice, accessory, co-conspirator, 
or principal shall be granted immunity from prosecution under section. Adds new GS 14-277.5 provide that residence or 
building in a residential area is a public nuisance if there are frequent visits to the building at irregular hours causing large 
volumes of traffic, and purpose of visits is violation of any provision of Art. 5 of GS Ch. 90. Adds new GS 14-401.15 making it 
a Class 1 misdemeanor for person to remain or wander about in public place and to repeatedly stop motor vehicles, 
repeatedly pass or receive money or objects to or from passersby, or repeatedly engage in other specified behavior for.

H 963. SMALL BUSINESS SURETY BONDS-2. TO PROVIDE FOR SURETY BONDS FOR SMALL BUSINESSES THAT 
CONTRACT WITH GOVERNMENTAL AGENCIES. Creates the North Carolina Small Business Development Authority in the 
Dep't of Administration to assist small businesses that are unable to obtain adequate surety bonds in order to undertake 
contracts with governmental agencies. Authorizes the Authority to guarantee a surety for losses incurred under bid bonds, 
payment bonds, or performance bonds, or to execute such bonds itself. Eligible businesses must have combined total assets 
of $5,000,000 or less. Limits guarantees to the lesser of 90% of losses or $900,000, and limits direct bonding by the 
Authority to a minimum of $50,000 and no more than $2,500,000 (except no limit if bond is funded by grants). Applies to 
contracts in which a majority of the funding is provided by federal government, a state government, a local government, or a 
utility regulated by NC Utilities Comm'n. To qualify for assistance, a business must meet all of the following requirements: (1) 
must be an individual, or controlled by individuals, of good moral character; (2) must have reputation for financial 
responsibility; (3) must be resident of NC or incorporated in NC and have its principal place of business in NC for at least 
three years prior to application for financial assistance; and (4) must be unable to obtain adequate bonding on reasonable 
terms through authorized surety company and have been denied bonding from two surety companies. To obtain a bond, the 
business must certify that (1) a bond is required for it to bid on the contract or serve as a subcontractor, (2) it cannot obtain a 
bond on reasonable terms without assistance, and (3) it will not subcontract more than 75% of the contract. To provide 
assistance, the Authority must determine that the contract for which a bond is sought has a substantial economic impact. 
Spells out application procedures. 

Establishes the Authority with nine members: two appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, two 
appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tem., two appointed by Governor, Sec’'y of 
Administration (or designee), Sec'y of Commerce (or designee). Appointed members serve staggered four-year terms and 
serve without pay but are entitled to per diem and expenses provided for State officers and employees generally. Requires 
Dep't of Administration to provide space and supplies for the Authority without reimbursement. 

Creates the Small Business Surety Bond Fund as a special, nonreverting revenue fund. Credits to the Fund any funds 
appropriated to it, funds withheld from the contract payment in an amount determined by the Authority, any premiums or other 
monies received with respect to bonding assistance, proceeds from disposition of Authority's property or contracts, and > 
Fund's investment income. Provides that total amount of guarantees and bonds executed may not exceed 90% of money held 
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in the Fund; that Authority may not pledge any other money for payment of a loss or bond; and that no action by Authority will 
pledge the taxing power or faith and credit of the State. 

Makes false statements or reports in connection with applications for assistance a Class 2 misdemeanor, subject to fine 
up to $1,000 or imprisonment up to six months or both.

Under the revised rule, an attorney or 
unrepresented party, by presenting a motion, pleading, or paper to the court, certifies that, to the best of the person's 
knowledge, information, and belief, formed after reasonable inquiry, (1) it is not presented for any improper purpose, (2) the 
claims and defenses therein are warranted by existing law or by a nonfrivolous argument for the extension, modification, or 
reversal of existing law or the establishment of new law, (3) the factual contentions therein have, or are likely to have, 
evidentiary support, and (4) the denials of factual contentions therein are warranted on the evidence or are reasonably based 
on a lack of information or belief. Establishes sanctions for violation of rule. Applies to pleadings, motions, and papers 
presented to court on or after effective date. Effective Jan. 1, 1996.

H 966. CONFLICT OF INTEREST. TO FURTHER DEFINE CONFLICTS OF INTEREST. Provides that a public official or 
employee shall not participate in, vote on, or attempt to influence an official decision if he or a business or organization with 
which he is associated has a pecuniary interest in or has a reasonably foreseeable chance of benefiting from the matter at 
hand. A potential benefit includes detriment to a business competitor. Requires such a person to abstain from participation in 
discussion or vote, and requires abstention to be recorded in the governmental entity's minutes. Permits participation if the 
only pecuniary interest or benefit is incidental to the person's position, or is one that accrues to the person as a member of a 
profession, occupation, or large class to no greater extent that others similarly situated. Applies to businesses or 
organizations with which a person's family member (an undefined term) is associated if the family member has a reasonably 
foreseeable chance of benefiting from the action.

Makes these sections and other 
provisions Art. 5 of GS Ch. 126 (political activities of state employees) applicable to all state employees and applicants for 
state employment. Defines "state employee" as any employee in state government employment, including employees of 
executive, judicial, or legislative branch, other than employees in policy-making positions who are exempt from State 
Personnel Act pursuant to GS 126-5(d), employees in office of Governor or Lt. Governor who are designated as exempt by 
Governor or Lt. Governor, and other employees specifically listed in act.

Establishes a $50 tax on passenger 
vehicles powered by diesel fuel, three fourths of which goes to the Highway Fund and the remainder to the Highway Trust 
Fund, and a tax on property-carrying vehicles powered by diesel fuel and with a gross vehicle weight rating (GVWR) of 
26,000 or less. The tax is $50 for vehicles with GVWR of 16,5000 or less, and $150 for vehicles with GVWR greater than 
16,500 and less than 26,000, to be distributed in the same proportion as the diesel passenger vehicle tax. Effective October 
1, 1995 and expires October 1, 1998. If the inventory of diesel fuel on hand as of 12:01 a.m., October 1, 1995 contains fuel 
on which the tax has been paid, the taxpayer can receive a refund equal to 7¢ per gallon of this fuel. Requires inventory of all 
diesel fuel as of 12:01 a.m., October 1, 1998 and by November 1, 1998, a report to the Secretary of Revenue. Surtax of 7¢ 
per gallon must be remitted with the report. 

Requires Joint Legislative Transportation Oversight Committee to study the level of diesel fuel consumption in this State as 
compared to surrounding states. and the impact of this act on revenues to make final report to the 1998 Session of the 1997 
General Assembly, including recommendations as to whether the act should be continued after October 1, 1998.

Requires annual registration with Sec’y of State ten days prior to initiating telephonic sales in the 
state, with specified filing information and a $100 fee. Telephonic sales include requests by telephone regarding 
sale of goods or services, entry of contests, and charitable contributions. Does not apply to (1) persons selling 
registered securities with NC license to do so; (2) sales or solicitations on behalf of a regulated utility, (3) licensed 
insurance agents or brokers, (4) banks or savings institutions, (5) nonprofits already accorded Section 501(c)(3) 
status or licensed under GS Ch. 131F, Art. 2, (6) soliciting business from previous customers, (7) taking orders for 
items advertised in catalogs, (8) isolated transactions not done in course of repeated transactions of the same 
nature, (9) soliciting sales of newspapers of general circulation, (9) sale of cable TV services, (10), passenger 
airlines, (11) licensed real estate brokers, (12) soliciting transactions regulated by Commodities Futures Trading 
Comm'n, or (13) soliciting purchases from a business purchasing agents. Requires notification to Sec’y of State of 
all promotions offering gifts or prizes with value of $500 or more, requires all gifts or prizes advertised to be 
awarded, and requires bond for gifts or prizes to be maintained with Sec’y of State until awards are made. 
Prohibits telephonic sales to minors. Prohibits use of gifts or prizes if call to 900 number, payment, or donation is 
required. Provides that violation is an unfair and deceptive trade practice and is subject to civil penalties of up to 
$25,000. Effective January 1, 1996, adds GS 14-101.15 to make it unlawful for those other than attorneys, 
persons licensed by the Private Protective Services Board, or permitted collection agents to solicit or require 
consideration for recovery of money tendered to a telephonic seller or prizes or awards promised by a telephonic 
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seller. Violation is a class 1 misdemeanor; violations involving actual collection of money from a customer is a 
class H felony; violation involving collections from a customer over 65 years old is a class G felony. Except as 
otherwise indicated, effective October 1, 1995.

Provides that certain violations of permit law are 
Class | felonies, and others are Class 3 misdemeanors; original bill made all violations Class 3 misdemeanors. 
Makes conforming changes to other criminal statutes involving concealed weapons; effective Dec. 1, 1996, 
amends GS 14-269 to make carrying a concealed handgun a Class | felony. 


H 116. AGRICULTURE LAWS PENALTIES. Intro. 2/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Reduces maximum proposed penalty for various violations of gasoline and oil inspection law, meat inspection law 
and animal health laws from $5,000 to $2,000; provides that in determining amount of penalty, Comm'r is to 
consider appropriateness of penalty with respect to size of business of person being charged, gravity of violation, 
good faith of the person, and record of previous violations (was, to consider degree and extent of harm caused by 
the violation); and provides that penalties are to be imposed by Comm'r of Agriculture rather than by other officials 
previously specified.

They must be deposited or presented for payment 
within seven days of date check is cashed for customer.

HOUSE BILLS 


H 5. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE RESPONSIBILITY. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to "TO ESTABLISH THE PUBLIC ASSISTANCE PERSONAL AND FAMILY RESPONSIBILITY ACT 
OF 1995 AND TO REAUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE STUDY COMMISSION ON WELFARE REFORM." 
Rewrites The Public Assistance Personal and Family Responsibility Act of 1995, new Part 1A of Art. 2, GS Ch. 
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108A, with aim of moving people from welfare to work and self-sufficiency and creates the Legislative Study 
Commission on Welfare Reform. 

Out-of-wedlock births. .Limits assistance to parent who gives birth to out-of-wedlock child to Medicaid and 
WIC and assistance to child to Food Stamps, Medicaid, and WIC unless (1) birth was result of rape or incest, (2) 
parent subsequently marries an individual who acknowledges paternity or assumes financial responsibility for the 
child, or (3) child is adopted, placed in foster or other residential care and remains eligible for assistance. 
Requires DHR to ensure that funds that would have gone to these parents and children must be allocated to 
counties in block grants for services to assist mothers and children or to lower the illegitimacy rate. Prohibits use 
of funds for cash assistance to these parents or children, for abortions as a means of family planning, or for 
abortion counseling. Prohibits use of funds with respect to any child or parent when paternity has not been 
established. Requires DHR to allocate block grant funds to each county based on the county's "illegitimacy ratio" 
as defined in act. Provides for increases in grant funds for counties that lower the illegitimacy ratio (beginning in 
fiscal 1998-99 a 5% increase if the ratio is one percentage point lower than in 1995-96 and a 10% increase if the 
ratio is two percentage points or more lower). Authorizes counties to contract with public, private, or nonprofit 
entity to provide services. Requires DHR to ensure that expenditures of the block grant funds are audited at least 
every two years. 

Family cap limitation. Retains requirements that DHR ensure that (1) no increases in AFDC assistance are 
provided, other than general increases provided to all recipients, to a family for any additional dependent child 
born 10 months after effective date of act, but child is eligible for Food Stamps, Medicaid, and WIC; (2) that 
families do not receive additional assistance for additional children by temporarily discontinuing assistance and 
then reapplying. Provides that these limits do not apply if (1) birth of child is result of rape or incest and offenses 
were reported to law enforcement or (2) birth results from failure of birth control device that is medically verifiable. 

Limited benefits for minor parents. Prohibits assistance, including Medicaid and WIC, to minor who has never 
married and who has a child or is pregnant unless minor resides with parent, guardian, or other adult relative, or in 
foster or maternity home or residential care facility. Provides that limitation does not apply if (1) there is reason to 
believe minor will to subject to abuse if living with parent or guardian, (2) director of local department of social 
services determines minor is in separate household for health or safety reasons or was forced out of parent's or 
guardian's home, or (3) minor had no parent or guardian or whereabouts of parents or guardian are unknown, or 
(4) federal law or regulation prohibit these constraints. 

Child support; parent's financial responsibility. Requires DHR to ensure that all law and procedures for 
establishing paternity and support of children whose parent applies for or receives assistance are enforced for all 
children up to the age of 18 and that minor noncustodial parent who works must comply with child support wage 
withholding procedures. Permits county to contract with public or private entity for collection of child support. 
Specifies how child support for children born out-of-wedlock or subject to family cap limitation will be handled. 

Nonsupport work incentive program. Requires Dep't of Crime Control and Public Safety, in cooperation with 
DHR and the Administrative Office of the Courts, to assist in implementation of nonsupport work programs, which 
provide an alternative (community service work) to incarceration for nonsupport. Requires minor noncustodial 
parents to participate in nonsupport work incentive programs. 

Learnfare; Healthfare. Requires DHR to ensure that family receiving AFDC assistance see that children 
attend school, if required by Compulsory Attendance Law, at least 80% of the time and requires DHR to reduce 
assistance by $50 each month each child's attendance does not meet this requirement. Requires DHR to ensure 
that families see that children receive immunizations and other required health services unless the family is 
exempt, and requires DHR to reduce assistance by $50 for each month requirements are not met. Requires 
appropriate notice to families of requirements. Requires custodial parent of out-of-wedlock child who has not 
obtained a high school diploma to complete requirement by attending school or adult basic education program, 
unless director of local social services department waives requirement. "Functionally illiterate" recipients must 
participate in literacy program unless requirement is waived. Provides that unless parent is receiving education or 
is exempt, parent shall be eligible only for Medicaid and WIC. 

Benefits included as income. Adds that DHR must include 100% of monthly food stamp allotment and 100% 
of monthly housing subsidy for assistance unit in determining AFDC eligibility. 

Other household resources. Requires DHR to ensure that the income of a person living with a recipient 


family as a "substitute 'parent" or "man-in-the-house" must be treated as a resource for determining AFDC 
eligibility for the family. 
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Elimination of disincentives. Exempts from eligibility resource limits the value of one motor vehicle and of 
equipment used by self-employed person in a business. Requires DHR to eliminate the "100-hour rule" and the 
requirement of a particular employment history for two-parent unemployed families. 

Individual Development Accounts. Permits establishment of Individual Development Account (IDA), a special 
bank account, by recipient of assistance for use of savings for "qualified distributions." Authorizes distribution for 
(1) education, (2) employment opportunities, (3) purchasing a home, (3) relocation of residence, (5) health, 
disability, or long-term care insurance. Permits no more than $10,000 in IDA with no loss of full benefits. 

Time limits on AFDC benefits; transitional benefits. Limits AFDC assistance to two years for recipient 
required to participate in state-designated employment program, but time limit does not begin until age 18 for 
minor. Limit applies to benefits received consecutively or nonconsecutively, and recipient who has exhausted time 
limit may not reapply for assistance for three years. Provides for transitional child care benefits and Medicaid on a 
sliding scale for recipients employed full time on or before the end of two-year limit. Permits local director of social 
services to extent the two-year limit for up to an additional year. 

Diversionary assistance. Requires DHR to ensure that diversionary assistance is provided to persons with 
short-term needs and who may be diverted from receiving continuing assistance if a payment for a one-time 
emergency is provided. Sets limits on payment and frequency of payment and leaves it as an option subject to 
approval by caseworker and participant. 

Drug and alcohol treatment, drug testing. Requires applicant or recipient of benefits who is addicted to 
alcohol or drugs to agree to participate in treatment program, if one is available, and to submit to testing, without 
advance notice, during and after participation. 

Felons, parole or probation violators. Provides that recipient convicted of a felony or who violates parole or 
probation will have benefits terminated but may reapply when conditions of conviction, parole, or probation have 
been satisfied. Permits children to receive benefits. 

Legislative Study Commission on Welfare Reform. Creates this new commission to study welfare reform, 
including the welfare system's purpose and welfare reform proposals. Comm'n will have 14 members: five 
members of the House appointed by the Speaker, two persons who are not members of the General Assembly 
appointed by the Speaker; five Senators appointed by the President Pro Tem., and two persons not members of 
the General Assembly appointed by the President Pro Tem. Requires report to the General Assembly by the first 
day of each regular session. Appropriates $60,000 for the 1995-96 fiscal year and $60,000 for the 1996-97 fiscal 
year for Comm'n's expenses. 

Makes changes to GS Ch. 108A effective July 1, 1996, and restrictions apply to benefits provided on or after 
that date unless waiver is required by federal government. In that case, these changes become effective on the 
first day of the second month after the waiver is accepted. Other provisions in act are effective on ratification. 


H 6. SCHOOL FLEXIBILITY/ACCOUNTABILITY. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition 
with bill identical to Senate committee substitute for 1st edition of S 99, digested in 4/3/95 Bulletin, except for 
technical and following substantive differences from that committee substitute. 

Funding Allotments. (1) Includes funding for teacher assistants and self-contained teacher assistants within 
the funding allotment for Noninstructional Support Personnel, rather than in a separate category. (2) Names one 
of new categories, Classroom Materials/Instructional Supplies/Equipment (S 99, Instructional 
Supplies/Equipment), and allows funds from Textbooks allotment to be used for "other classroom materials" in 
addition to instructional supplies and instructional equipment. (3) Specifies that State Board of Education (State 
Board) is to begin with the funds within the At-Risk Student Services/Alternative Schools allotment in adopting 
policies to establish purposes for which consolidated funds within each new funding allotment may be used. 
Requires State Board also to establish procedures for allocating funds that previously were distributed in the form 
of grants to selected school administrative units. (4) Requires State Board to report on the formulas and timeline 
concerning the new allotments and on the policies and procedures it is required to develop under provision 
discussed in (3) above to the Joint Legislative Education Oversight Committee (Joint Committee) by April 15, 
1996. (5) Adds two additional authorizations for use of funds by local boards of education, notwithstanding the 
new funding allotments. Local boards may (a) use funds from the allotment for Noninstructional Support 
Personnel for teacher positions to reduce class size in kindergarten through the third grade, so long as local 
boards do not use this authority to abolish any State-funded teacher assistant position that was filled on June 1 of 
the prior calendar year, and (b) use funds from the allotment for Instructional Support Personnel for teacher 
positions to reduce class size at all grade levels. 
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Fiscal Accountability. Requires State Board to develop a plan for modifying or expanding the Uniform 
Education Reporting System to provide information on the use of funds at the unit and school level. Plan is to 
provide information that will enable the General Assembly to determine State, local, and federal expenditures for 
personnel at the unit and school level. Plan is to determine the feasibility of tracking expenditures for textbooks, 
educational supplies and equipment, capital outlay, and other purposes. Specifies goals of plan, and requires 
State Board to report to Joint Committee by Oct. 15, 1995, on plan and make recommendation on the feasibility 
and timing of implementing the plan on a statewide basis. Joint Committee is to make any recommendations for 
legislation or funds necessary to implement the plan statewide to the 1996 Regular Session. 

Other Amendments. Amends GS 115C-238.3(b1) to define "school improvement team," which performs 
functions listed in that section, as including principal, representatives of the assistant principals, instructional 
personnel, instructional support personnel, and teacher assistants assigned to the school building, and parents of 
the children enrolled in the school. Adopts uniform references to "school and student performance goals," and 
makes other conforming, clarifying, and technical amendments to section. 

Further amends GS 115C-238.6(a) to specify that if State Board (now, State Superintendent) approves the 
local school improvement plan for a local school administrative unit, that unit is to participate in the Performance- 
based Accountability Program for the next fiscal year. Also specifies in amendment to that section that in granting 
waivers State Board is not to permit funds under the Classroom Teachers allotment category to be used for any 
additional purpose other than for authorized purposes under the Textbooks allotment category and the Classroom 
Materials/Instructional Supplies/Equipment allotment category. 


H 24. FOOD STAMP WORKFARE. Intro. 1/25/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Rewrites the portion of the 
bill that speaks to local implementation to provide that local implementation shall include the option to (1) operate 
workfare in any manner consistent with current USDA workfare rules and the provisions of this act, or (2) to 
operate workfare through DHR and the Employment Security Comm'n as a component of the Employment and 
Training Program. Adds clause requiring the State to reimburse each county for any net administrative cost 


resulting from implementation of the bill if the county operates workfare as a component of the Employment and 
Training Program. 


H 47. LIMIT ELEC. CONTRACTORS LICENSES. Intro. 1/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Deletes changes to GS 87-44.1 and 87-48. Adds amendment to GS 87-43.3, increasing permitted size of 
project for which limited license sufficient from $17,500 to $25,000, effective July 1, 1995. Provides that monetary 
penalties imposed under GS 87-47 are civil penalties rather than fines; and deletes proposed new 87-47(a6), 
which would have made failure to pay such penalty a Class 2 misdemeanor. 


H 71. SCHOOL WEAPON EXEMPTION. Intro. 1/31/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition by adding North 


Carolina Forest Service personnel to exemption created by bill, amends title accordingly, and changes effective 
date from Dec. 1, 1995 to ratification.

H 120. WINDOW TINTING REVISIONS. Intro. 2/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Exempts 


from window tinting law window of vehicle registered in another state that meets requirements of state in which it is 
registered. 


H 238. LICENSE POULTRY & RATITE DEALERS. Intro. 2/21/95. House committee substitute replaces ‘1st 
edition. Makes bill also applicable to persons who rents space to persons who sell live poultry or ratites, and 
makes conforming change deleting special provision applicable to specialty market operators. 


H 386. MENTAL HEALTH PRETRIAL PROCEDURES. Intro. 3/8/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Amends GS 15A-1002(b) to provide that a state evaluation of a defendant charged with a felony may be 
made before a local evaluation only if the judge finds the state evaluation would be more appropriate; original bill 


provided that the local evaluation would always be conducted before state evaluation. Amends title accordingly. 
Changes effective date from July 1, 1995 to October 1, 1995. 


H 477. PAYROLL DUES CHECK-OFF LIMITED. Intro. 3/15/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Deletes 


authority for noncertified employees of local school boards to authorize dues check-off, so that no school board 
employees may authorize check-off. 
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H 537. GASTON COMM. COLLEGE ACQUISITION. Intro. 3/22/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Makes technical changes only. 


H 628. AVERY SCHOOL ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/29/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides 
that beginning in 1996, persons elected to Avery school board shall take office on first Monday in July after their 
election and changes title of bill to read: TO CHANGE THE TIME OF ELECTION OF THE AVERY COUNTY 
BOARD OF EDUCATION FROM NOVEMBER TO MAY, AND TO PROVIDE THAT THAT BOARD SHALL TAKE 
OFFICE IN JULY OF THE YEAR OF THEIR ELECTION. 


H 667. DURHAM /RALEIGH WHEEL LOCKS. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute changes 1st edition to 
add City of Raleigh to coverage of bill. 


H 691. WAKE SEWAGE FEE COLLECTIONS. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical change. 


H 692. WAKE REZONING NOTICES. Intro. 3/29/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical changes only. 


H 708. ELECTRONIC DATA COMPLIANCE MONITORING. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces

mailed notices be mailed by certified rather than first-class mail and changes effective date from ratification to Oct. 
T1992) 


H 739. SIMPLIFY HIGHER ED. CREDIT TRANSFER. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Deletes portion of original bill that would have established rules for credit transfer if the General Assembly 
has not enacted such a plan by July 1, 1996. Revises portion of the bill speaking to common course numbering 
system for Dep't of Community Colleges to require implementation of such a system by July 1, 1997, with 
progress report to General Assembly by May 1, 1996. 


H 758. INTEREST RATE ADJUSTMENTS. Intro. 4/4/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
all portions of original bill affecting interest rates. Modifies provisions concerning credit investigation charges to 
provide (1) charge may not exceed actual cost of investigation and (2) Comm'r of Banks may review charges and 


adopt appropriate rules under GS 53-185. Amends title to delete reference to interest rates. Title now reads TO 
ADJUST CHARGES BY LENDERS. 


H 761. FOREIGN LEGAL CONSULTANTS. Intro. 4/5/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Deletes provision that reciprocity between NC and the foreign country in which applicant licensed is not necessary 
for licensure as foreign legai consultant. 


H 762. VIDEOTAPED DEPOSITIONS. Intro. 4/4/95. House action amends ‘st edition. Makes technical changes 
only. 


H 951. LOCAL BEAVER CONTROL. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 


Chatham and Lincoln counties to the list of counties that are to participate in the pilot program to control beaver 
damage.

The 
ordinance may authorize the cancellation of the notice under certain circumstances. On receipt of notice from the city, clerk of 
superior court must cancel the notice.. Act does not affect any notices or orders that were filed under any provisions repealed 
by this act (the act repeals specified session laws).

Amends GS 7A-675 to provide that despite 
provisions of subsection (a), an adjudication of delinquency shall be indexed by the superior court clerk in the regular public 
index to criminal dispositions for the following offenses: murder under GS 14-17, sex offense under Art. 7A of GS Ch. 14, 
kidnapping under GS 14-39, armed robbery under GS 14-87, and felonious assault under GS 14-32(a). On motion of juvenile 
or district attorney, judge may order clerk not to index adjudication if the interest of justice requires that it be protected from 
public inspection. Retains forth original bill's provisions on publication of juvenile'’s name and picture, but gives chief district 
court judge or juvenile court judge authority (instead of district attorney) to make determination of publication when necessary 
to apprehend juvenile. Amends GS 7A-596 to allow fingerprinting and photographing of juvenile without court order when 
taken into custody for Class A-E felony. Amends GS 7A-649(8)(b) to require judge, if adjudication was for offense involving 
threat to safety of juvenile or others and school attendance is condition of probation, to order that principal of juvenile's school 
be notified (now, notification is not mandatory); removes sunset provision from Sec. 3, Ch. 369, SL 1993 concerning this 
amended subdivision. Applicable to delinquent acts committed on or after Oct. 1, 1995.

S 784. HEALTH CARE REFORM. 70 /MPLEMENT CERTAIN HEALTH CARE REFORM RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH PLANNING COMMISSION. 

Insurance reform. Adds new GS 58-3-185 making special provision for excess or stop loss coverage. Adds new GS 58- 
3-173 to require that effective Jan. 1, 1996, no insurer shall on account of the physical or mental condition of any person 
refuse to issue or renew any health benefit plan, have a higher premium rate, reduce coverages or benefits, or require 
evidence of individual insurability. Adds new GS 58-3-174 to provide that any health benefit plan may include a provision that 
the insurer shall be subrogated to the beneficiary’s rights of recovery and provides rules for subrogation. Requires that 
effective Jan. 1, 1997, all health insurers offer three standardized health insurance products to be developed by a committee 
appointed by Comm’r of Insurance. Specifies that two of the three types of standardized products must be (1) the small 
group standard product, and (2) a plan covering preventive, primary, acute and chronic care, and mental health and 
substance abuse services meeting specified criteria. [This portion of the bill is similar to Sections 1-11 and 16 of H 289 
HEALTH INSURANCE REFORM.] 

Malpractice reform. Adds new GS 90-21.12A to be entitled “Prescreening of medical malpractice actions.” Requires 
plaintiffs attorney to certify in pleadings that a qualified expert has reviewed the claim and any supporting medical or other 
relevant data and has signed an affidavit stating that in that person’s opinion the claim is potentially meritorious. Provides 
also that defendant’s answer must also include a certification by defendant's attorney that in the opinion of the defendant's 
expert the defenses asserted in the defense’s answer are potentially meritorious. Plaintiff may file affidavit up to 45 days after 
the filing of the action itself if the period of limitation will expire within 10 days after the filing of the action. Defendant may file 
affidavit up to 45 days after filing of answer. Prohibits the name of the qualified expert from being included in the filings or the 
identity from being subject to discovery, except in proceedings to sanction either party's attorney for violation of rules 
concerning verification of pleadings. Amends GS 8C-1, Rule 702, to specify that in medical malpractice actions, a person 
may not give expert testimony on the appropriate standard of health care unless that person is a licensed health care 
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provided who meets the following criteria: (1) the expert must specialize in the same specialty and possess the same board q 
credentials as the party against whom or on whose behalf the testimony is offered, and (2) during the previous year the expert i 
must have devoted no less than an average of 20 hours per week to active clinical practice in the same specialty as the party 
against whom or on whose behalf the expert is testifying. Directs the Administrative Office of the Courts to study requiring 
parties to malpractice actions to attempt to settle the dispute through alternative dispute resolution proceedings before 
proceeding to trail, and to report findings and recommendations to General Assembly by May 1, 1996. [This portion of the bill 
is similar to Sections 1 and 2 of H 290 MALPRACTICE REFORM.] 

Loan guarantees/rural health care facilities. Amends GS 131A-4, a portion of the Health Care Facilities Finance Act, to 
provide that the Medical Care Comm'n may provide loan guarantees of from 50% to 75% of the principal amount borrowed 
through the Comm'n by any public or nonprofit agency for rural hospitals and other health care facilities in underserved areas. 

North Carolina Health Planning Commission reorganization. Amends GS 143-611 to change the composition of the NC 
Health Planning Comm'n to reduce from five to four the members appointed by the Speaker and President Pro Tem., and to 
provide that the Governor shall appoint four members. Amends GS 143-612 to add duties Comm'n is to perform, including 
among others (1) to determine the feasibility of a procedure for issuing "report cards" the enable consumers and payers to 
compare services provided by different carriers and plans, (2) to study how closely health expenditures relate to the rate of 
real economic growth and the cumulative effect of cost containment measures, and (3) review current conflict-of-interest laws. 
Directs the Comm'n to evaluate and report on how governmental programs could become more prudent purchasers and 
arrangers of health care. Directs Fiscal Research Div'n to compile information on health care dollars spent in the public 
sector, and requires Comm'n to report its findings and recommendations by May 1, 1996. [This portion of the bill is similar to 
Sections 6.1 and 6.2 of H 288 HEALTH REFORM INITIATIVES.] 

Health professional licensing board reporting. Amends GS 93B-12 to require health professional occupational licensing 
boards to collect information during its license renewal cycle as to (1) area of specialty practice, (2) all locations where the 
licensee practices, (3) other information deemed relevant by NC Health Planning Comm'n. Requires each board to report this 
information to the Comm'n in a form that omits identity of licensees. 

Primary care providers. Amends GS 143-613(a) to require Bowman Gray School of Medicine and Duke Univ. School of 
Medicine to update plans for encouraging NC residents to enter primary care disciplines every two years. Adds GS 143- 
61(b1) to require UNC Board of Governors to set goals for publicly funded health professional schools offering training for 
physician assistants, nurse practitioners, and nurse midwives to increase percentage of graduate who enter primary care 
practice. Each school must submit its plan to BOG by April 15, 1996, and update it biennially. Requires BOG to report on 
status of these efforts to Joint Legis. Education Oversight Committee by May 15, 1996, and biennially thereafter. : 

Public Health Study Commission. Amends GS 120-196 to add to duties of Public Health Study Comm'n a study of 
capacity of small counties to meet core public health programs mandated by State and federal law. Deletes the 6/30/95 
sunset date for this Comm'n, thus making it permanent.

Upon 
adoption of resolution by county board and instead of altering precinct lines as required in the preceding sentence, 
director may combine (for census reporting purposes only) two or more adjacent precincts of the county into a 
combined reporting unit, if director makes findings specified in bill. Provides that after director approves precincts 
as set out above and before Jan. 2, 2000, no county board may establish, alter, discontinue, or create any precinct 
except by division of one precinct into two or more precincts using census 2000 block boundaries for that division, 
with exception for annexed area specified in bill.

S 166. REGULATION OF ATTORNEYS-AT-LAW. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides 
that annual State Bar fee is an amount determined by the State Bar Council but not to exceed $200 (original bill, amount 
determined by council subject to approval of NC Supreme Court, but no maximum). Late fee is amount determined by council 
but not to exceed $75 (original bill, no maximum). Requires State Bar to study proportionality of representation of members of 
State Bar on council and report to General Assembly on or before May 1, 1996, with recommendations to assure that judicial 
districts have representation proportionate to number of members located in each district. 


S 295. SMOKE DETECTORS IN RENTAL PROPERTY. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes provision 
for landlord repair or replacement of defective detectors (retaining provision for tenant repair or replacement with 
reimbursement of cost by landlord). 


S 300. COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT LOAN GUARANTEES. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Adds provision that pledges of future CDBG funds may not exceed twice the amount of annual funds. Requires Dep't 
of Commerce to make following findings before issuing a Section 108 Loan Guarantee agreement: (1) minimum size is 
$750,000 and maximum is $5 million per project; (2) guarantee may not exceed 50% of project costs; (3) project has 10% 
equity from the sponsoring party; (4) project has personal guarantee of any person owning 20% or more of sponsoring entity 
and collateral is sufficient to cover outstanding debt obligations; (5) project has sufficient cash flow from operations for debt 
service; (6) project meets all underwriting and eligibility of NC guidelines and HUD regulations, except that hotels, motels, 
private recreational facilities, private entertainment facilities, and convention centers are ineligible for guarantees. Directs 


Dep't to create a loan loss reserve fund as additional security for guarantees with minimum balance of 10% of outstanding 
debt secured by Section 108 guarantees. 


S 332. LATE CHARGES/REVOLVING CREDIT. Intro. 3/8/95. Senate action amends 1st edition to reduce maximum late 
payment charge from $12 to $10. 


S 413. SAVINGS BANKS CONVERSION. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds provision 


that proxies in shareholder or member vote on the plan of conversion must have been executed within 45 days prior to the 
vote. 


S 560. YOUTH EMPLOYMENT CERTIFICATES. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides 


that designees must be approved by Comm'r of Labor, and makes it clear that designees need not be members of social 
services director's staff. 


S 624. 1995 STATE LOTTERY REFERENDUM. Intro. 4/10/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition to change 
the provisions relating to the transfer of net revenues of the NC State Lottery Fund. Adds new subsection (b) to GS 143C- 
175 to require quarterly transfer of all net revenues to the School Construction Fund created by new Article 8. (Previous 
Article 8, "Miscellaneous," becomes Article 9.) The School Construction Fund shall be administered by the State Board of 
Education to meet public school building capital needs. Board shall allocate 80% of funds to each county on the basis of the 
average daily membership of each county's students in local school administrative units and 20% to counties that have 
significant unmet school construction needs due to inability to pay for such construction or rapid growth in the public school 
age population. Sets limit on cumulative amount allocated to a county by 1998. Counties must allocate funds to each local 
school administrative unit, located in whole or in part in the county, based on average daily membership of county's students 
in the school units. Use of monies limited to capital outlay projects for facilities that are used for instructional and related 
purposes. Requires local match of $1 for every $2 of state funds. In meeting the local matching requirement, county may 
use revenue received from local sales and use taxes that is restricted for public school capital outlay purposes pursuant to 
GS 105-502 or -487, funds received within last five years from sale of bonds for public school capital projects, and funds 
expended after July 1, 1995 for capital projects not completed before July 1, 1996.

Amends 20-11 to establish 
three levels of drivers licenses for minors between the age of 15 and 18. Level 1 is a limited learners permit and may be 
issued to a person who is at least 15 who has submitted an application signed by the parent, guardian, spouse, or employer. 
The applicant must further pass an approved driver's education course and a written examination administered by DMV. A 
limited learners permit allows driving only when the holder is supervised by a licensed parent, guardian, or other person 
approved by DMV. The supervisor must sit beside the permit holder and must be the only other person in the front seat of the 
vehicle. A limited learners permit is valid only for 18 months. A Level II provisional license is issued to applicants who are at 
least 16 but not more than 18 and have possessed a level | limited learners permit for not less than 6 months with no moving 
violations or seat belt infractions. A level Il licensee may drive unsupervised. Every person occupying a vehicle driven by a 
provisional licensee must wear seatbelt. Further provides that when a minor between the ages of 15 and 18 moves to N.C. 
and holds an unrestricted license from another state, DMV may issue to that person an appropriate graduated license, or, if 
the person has held an unrestricted license from the other state for a period of at least 12 months with no convictions of a 
traffic offense for which NC points are assessed, DMV may issue that person an unrestricted license. Also amends 20-12 to 


provide that any licensed driver may teach a person over the age of 18 (was 16) to drive. Effective January 1, 1997.

S 840. DRUG TEST FOR DWI. TO REQUIRE BLOOD TESTS FOR CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES IN CERTAIN

reasonably believe that the defendant has used a substance other than alcohol which has impaired the defendant's ability to 
drive within the meaning of GS 20-138.1, the charging officer may (1) submit the facts known to him to a magistrate 
requesting that a warrant for the drawing of the defendant's blood be issued, or (2) if time is of the essence, direct properly 
authorized personnel as set out in GS 20-139.1(c) to draw defendant's blood. Specifies that if (2) applies, justification of the 
failure to seek magistrate's prior approval and existence of sufficient reason to believe that probable cause would have 
justified issuance of the warrant must be determined prior to admissibility of the results of any testing done on any blood 
drawn. Effective Oct. 1, 1995.

S 841. STUDY GRANDPARENT RIGHTS. TO ESTABLISH THE STUDY COMMISSION ON GRANDPARENT RIGHTS. 
Establishes cited legislative study committee. Comm'n is to have four members of Senate appointed by President Pro Tem., 
four members of House appointed by Speaker, and six public members, three each appointed by President Pro Tem. and 
Speaker. Committee is to study whether grandparents should have a right of action for court-ordered visitation with 
grandchildren independent of whether a divorce or custody action has been filed; whether there should be a rebuttable 
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presumption in the law that visitation with grandparents promotes the best interest of the grandchildren; what remedies other 

than contempt should be established to ensure that court-ordered grandparent visitation is enforced; whether an expedited 

process for enforcing visitation orders should be established in each judicial district; and any other issues related to 

grandparent visitation matters.

Allows, but 
does not require, an individual of sound mind to use a written instrument, signed by two witnesses, to declare preferences 
and provide information regarding future mental health treatment decisions in the event the individual becomes incapable of 
providing informed consent or refusal. 

"Mental health treatment" means electroconvulsive treatment, treatment of mental illness with psychotropic medication, and 
admission to and retention in a facility for care or treatment of mental illness. Physician or other provider acting under 
authority of advance instruction must comply with it, unless compliance is not consistent with best medical practice, the 
availability of treatments requested, or applicable law. Advance instruction does not limit present authority under involuntary 
commitment statutes to take person into custody and provide treatment contrary to that person's wishes. 

Advance instruction becomes part of principal's medical record and continues in effect for a period of two years or until 
revoked. The advance instruction may be used to appoint an attorney-in-fact to make mental health treatment decisions on 
behalf of the principal when principal is incapable. Principal may also use advance instruction to nominate the guardian of 
the person of the principal if a guardianship proceeding is thereafter commenced, and court shall make appointment 
accordingly. However, if a court appoints a guardian of the person or general guardian the advance instruction shall cease 
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to be effective. Advance instruction may be combined with or incorporated into a health care power of attorney or general 
power of attorney executed under GS Chapter 32A. Effective January 1, 1996.

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to resolve and abate the problem. City or county may require that a bond or other appropriate financial guarantee be 
submitted as a part of the plan.

Liability. Specifies that the owner of a structure that collapses as a result of erosion or storm damage is liable for the 
cost of cleaning up the site and for any damage caused to other public or private property by resulting debris. Owner of a 
structure that interferes with public use and enjoyment of public trust areas is liable for the cost of removing the impediment. 

Unless an approved remedial plan is in effect city or county may order the structure demolished. If order is not complied 
with within the time specified, city or county may take remedial action and charge expenses to owner. Unpaid expenses 
become a lien on the land and are to be collected as unpaid taxes. Notice of this lien is to be provided to all insurers and 
creditors identified in remedial plan. 

Specifies that if owner fails to implement an approved remedial plan in a timely manner, owner is strictly liable for any 
damages to public or private property that result from the failure to take remedial action. If cleanup costs and damages are 
caused by multiple structures, city or county is to make reasonable allocation of costs among all affected owners of 
contributing structures. 

Provides that Article's provisions are in additional to and supplement other specified laws. Authorizes city or county to 


request appropriate assistance from Environment, Health, and Natural Resources, and Justice Dep'ts, and authorizes dep'ts 
to provide it.

S 855. PUBLIC HOSP. MANAGED CARE. TO AUTHORIZE PUBLIC HOSPITALS TO DEVELOP PREFERRED PROVIDER 
ORGANIZATIONS, HEALTH MAINTENANCE ORGANIZATIONS, AND MANAGED CARE PRODUCTS WITH PROVIDERS 
AND INSURERS. Amends GS Ch. 131, Art. 2, "Public Hospitals," to authorize public hospitals, as defined in GS 159-39/(a), 
to acquire an ownership interest, in whole or in part, in a managed care company, including a health maintenance 
organization or preferred provider organization with which the public hospital is also directly or indirectly a contracting 
provider. Ownership interest may be evidenced by stock ownership or acquired by stock purchase. Specifies that this 
ownership or acquisition of stock is the exercise of a health care function and is not the investment of idle funds within the 


meaning of GS 159-30 and -39(g) (statutes governing idle funds investment). Effective July 1, 1995; applies to acquisitions 
on or after that date.

S 856. INCREASE SOME FELONY PENALTIES. TO INCREASE THE PENALTIES FOR VOLUNTARY MANSLAUGHTER, 
POSSESSION OF CONTROLLED SUBSTANCE IN A CONFINEMENT FACILITY AND POSSESSION WITH INTENT TO 
SELL AND DELIVER MARIJUANA. Amends GS 14-18 to make voluntary manslaughter a Class D (was E) felony. Amends 
GS 90-95(e)(9) to make possession of controlled substance in penal institution or local confinement facility a Class G (was 1) 
felony. Amends GS 90-95(h)(1) to reduce from 50 to 10 pounds the amount of marijuana necessary to make possession, 
transport, delivery, manufacture, or sale of marijuana a Class H "trafficking in marijuana" felony.

HUNTING LICENSES. Increases fee for nonresident season hunting license to $80 (now, $40). Makes the $100 nonresident 
bear license applicable to wild boar as well, repeals provision that makes this class of license valid for use only by individual 
within the State, and extends proviso applicable to persons who hold nonresident lifetime sportsman combination licenses 
purchased before May 24, 1994 (now, July 1, 1993). Establishes a fee of $80 for nonresident big game hunting license and 
eliminates existing $40 season license and $25 six-day license. Effective July 1, 1996.

S 858. CLARIFY PRINCIPALS' TENURE. TO CLARIFY THE LAW REGARDING CONTRACTS FOR SCHOOL 
ADMINISTRATORS. Amends GS 115C-287.1 to provide that principals and supervisors who obtained career status in 
current position proper to June 30, 1997 retain career status unless it is voluntarily relinquished or they are dismissed or 
demoted. Provides that contracts for school administrators not eligible for career status shall be for one to four years, ending 
on June 30 of the final year of the contract. Provides that if superintendent intends not to recommend renewal, notice is to be 
provided to the school administrator by May 1 of the final year of the contract. Appeals to the school board must be made 
within 10 days of receipt of decision, with the board's decision to be made by May 15. If the administrator had career status 
as a teacher, that status is retained if the administrator is not offered a new contract. Provides that these rights of notice do 
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not apply prior to July 1, 1995. Amends GS 115C-325(c)(3) to provide that principals and supervisors who did not have 
career status as an administrator by June 30, 1997 shall not acquire such.

S 859. MENTAL HEALTH COMMITMENT LAW. TO AMEND THE MENTAL HEALTH COMMITMENT LAW. Amends 
provisions of GS Chapter 122C related to single portal policies for mental health and substance abuse facilities. Also amends 
Article 5 of GS Chapter 122C to (1) make involuntary commitment procedures of Part 7 no longer applicable to individuals 
who are mentally retarded and dangerous others, and (2) add new Part 7A for the involuntary commitment of mentally 
retarded persons with mental illness. 

Single portal. Amends GS 122C-132 to allow individuals in a single portal area, whose care will not be supported by 
public funds, to access state and area facilities under the procedures that are followed in areas without a single portal plan. 
Requires any single portal plan approved before July 1, 1995 to be reviewed by the area authority and reapproved by the 
Dep't of Human Resources to remain in force after July 1, 1995. Approval requires evidence of renewal of cooperative 
arrangements with local law enforcement, local courts, and local medical society. Adds to required components of single 
portal plan (1) procedures for treatment of mentally retarded individuals with mental illness who are committed pursuant to 
new Part 7A, and (2) criteria for the designation of two or more persons to act as "qualified crisis services professionals" 
(hereafter QCSP). Amends GS 122C-3 to define QCSP as an individual trained and privileged by the area authority (1) to 
evaluate the circumstances of a crisis and the characteristics of a person with mental illness who may be in need of 
commitment, and (2) to issue custody orders. 

Involuntary commitment of the mentally ill. Amends GS 122C-261 to (1) delete references to individuals who are 
mentally retarded and, because of an accompanying behavior disorder, are dangerous to others; (2) limit applicability of 
section to areas without a single portal plan for mental health facilities, unless no public funds will be used to pay for the cost 
of the individual's care, in which case section also applies to areas with single portal plans for mental health facilities; and (3) 
require clerk or magistrate to provide petitioner and respondent with information regarding the commitment procedures that 
will follow the issuance of the custody order or, if no custody order is issued, information regarding whom to contact to 
protest decision not to issue order. Amends GS 122C-262, the current emergency procedures for involuntary commitment, 
to make section applicable only to areas without a single portal plan for mental health facilities and only to persons not 
mentally retarded. Amends GS 122C-263(a) to make subsection applicable only to areas without single portal plans and 
amends GS 122C-263(c) and (d) to make subsections inapplicable to mentally retarded. 

Adds new GS 122C-261.1 to provide new involuntary commitment procedures for areas with a single portal plan for 
mental health facilities. To petition for commitment of person who is mentally ill and dangerous to self or others, person 
requesting commitment may either appear before a magistrate or clerk to petition for commitment (current procedure) or 
contact QCSP by phone and describe behavior of individual subject to commitment. If QCSP believes information provides 
an adequate basis to issue a custody order, QCSP sends to clerk or magistrate a statement containing the facts and a QCSP 
recommendation to issue a custody order. The statement and recommendation may be transmitted by facsimile. If QCSP is 
not satisfied that information provided is an adequate basis for issuance of custody order, the QCSP may require person 
requesting commitment to appear in person before QCSP and make a written statement before determining whether to 
recommend that clerk or magistrate issue custody order. Emergency commitment procedures under new GS 122C-261.1 
must be carried out in accordance with the single portal plan, and options available to examining physician are greater than 
under current emergency procedures for mentally ill or under new emergency procedures for areas without a single portal 
plan. (Physician may recommend either inpatient or outpatient commitment, and respondent need not be in need of 
immediate hospitalization to be transported to a 24-hour facility pursuant to physician's certificate.) Makes conforming 
changes to GS 122C-264(b1), -268(a), -270(a) and (f), and -271(b). 

Involuntary commitment of the mentally retarded with mental illness. Adds new Part 7A to provide for the involuntary 
commitment of individuals who are mentally retarded and because of mental illness, either dangerous to self or others. 
(Current statutes provide only for the commitment of persons who are mentally retarded and dangerous to others.) Provides 
for court-ordered outpatient treatment and inpatient treatment of the mentally retarded (currently, only inpatient treatment). 
New Part 7A provisions are substantially similar to current provisions for the involuntary commitment of persons who are 
mentally ill and dangerous to self or others, except for areas with single portal plans for mental health facilities. In the latter 
case, new GS 122C-280.2 sets forth procedures that parallel new GS 122C-261.1, described above, including the provisions 
for commencing commitment using a qualified crisis services professional. 

Effective date. Effective January 1, 1996, and applicable to commitments on or after that date, except that GS 122C- 
204 is amended, effective December 1, 1995, to make it a Class 2 misdemeanor to knowingly provide false information in an 
attempt to commit an individual under Article 5 of GS Chapter 122C.

Amends GS 50B-3(a) to allow 
domestic violence protective order to include: (1) ordering party to surrender all firearms or not purchase or possess firearm 
for time period fixed in order up to 90 days from date order is issued, unless court extends time period; and (2) ordering party 
to attend and complete abuser treatment program if program is reasonably available and is approved by Administrative Office 
of Courts (AOC). Amends GS 50B-3(b) to provide that protective order shall be for fixed period (now, for fixed period not 
exceeding one year). Adds new GS 50B-3(d) to provide that if protective order requires surrender of firearms and there is 
probable cause that the party subject to the order has failed or refused to surrender them, and seizure of them will further the 
purposes of the order, the court may issue a search warrant for the premises where they may be found so officers may seize 
them. Adds new GS 50B-3(e) to set out procedure for party to surrender firearms to sheriff or other person specified in order. 
Adds new GS 50B-3(f) to require AOC to provide for immediate entry of protective orders in its computerized records and to 
provide access by magistrates and law enforcement personnel on 24-hour-a-day basis. Adds new GS 14-269.8 to make a 
Class H felony if (1) person subject to firearm restriction under protective order purchases, attempts to purchase, or 
possesses firearm; or (2) person to sell or give firearm to such person, when seller or giver knows or reasonably should know 
the person is subject to firearm restriction. Applicable to offenses committed on or after Dec. 1, 1995.

assessments or dues and provided municipal services.

Amends G.S. 105-228.9 to provide that the Comm'r of Insurance administer those taxes 
levied on self insurers and the additional tax levied on fire and lightening insurance contracts, and that the Sec'y of Revenue 
administer all other premium taxes. Amends 105-228.5 to specify method for identifying the tax base for self-insurers, and 
amends G.S. 105-266(b) to provide that interest on an overpayment of taxes upon an insurance company is determined in 
the same manner as is an overpayment of income tax pursuant to Article 4. This section of the bill is effective January 1,

Further amends G.S. 58-40-90 to discontinue fee charges for audits and examinations of rating, joint underwriting, and 
joint reinsurance organizations, and makes clarifying changes to G.S. 58-6-25 concerning the levying of an insurance 
regulatory charge. Also amends the Setoff Debt Collection Act, to exclude collections of child support arrearages from the 
calculation of the percentage of gross proceeds that the Dep't of Revenue retains each year to cover the cost of setoff debt 
collection. These sections of the bill are effective July 1, 1995.

Application for certification is filed with Securities Div'n of Dep't of Sec’y of State; sets out 
detailed requirements, including periodic reports that includes annual audited financial statement. Provides that person who 
invests in certified NC capital company is entitled to tax credit under Art. 8C of GS Ch. 105, which is a credit against gross 
premiums tax equal to amount of certified capital invested by taxpayer during taxable year. Sets out limitations to credit. 


Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995, but tax credit is repealed effective for investments made on or 
after Jan. 1, 1999.

H 229. 1995 CONTINUATION BUDGET. Intro. 2/21/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Replaces blank bill 
with AN ACT TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE CONTINUATION BUDGET OPERATIONS OF STATE DEPARTMENTS, 
INSTITUTIONS, AND AGENCIES, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Appropriates $9,466,866,914 for 1995-96 and $9,707 ,558,684 for 1996-97 for current operations of the General Fund. 
Appropriates $997 ,785,847 for 1995-96 and $1,002,076,234 for 1996-97 for current operations of the Highway Fund. 
Appropriates $698 ,432,000 for 1995-96 and $738,846,000 for 1996-97 for current operations of the Highway Trust Fund. The 
bill includes numerous special provisions and is accompanied by a report of the House Appropriations Committee detailing 


changes in line items. The following digest summarizes all special provisions (with a few exceptions for "boiler plate" 
provisions) and incorporates details provided in the committee's report. 


Revenue Availability/Reserve for Repairs and Renovations 

Budget reform statements. Estimates General Fund and Highway Fund revenue availability for 1995-97. Beginning 
unrestricted balance is $120.7 million. Revenues from existing tax structure estimated at $9,987.8 million for 1995-96 and 
$10,624.2 million for 1996-97. Estimates reduction to tax revenue due to the Tax Relief Package of $359.4 million in 1995-96 
and $369.6 million in 1996-97. After other adjustments are added, total revenue availability for the General Fund is estimated 
at $9,891.3 million fore 1995-96 and $10,379.7 million for 1996-97. Estimates Highway Fund availability at $1,050.1 million in 
1995-96 and $1,046.3 million in 1996-97. 

Repairs Reserve account changes. Amends GS 143-15.2 to set size of Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account at 
the greater of 25% of General Fund credit balance and 3% of replacement value of State buildings supported form General 
Fund (now, lesser of 25% of credit balance and 1.5% of replacement value). Amends GS 143-15.3A to restrict the use of 
funds from this Reserve to specified renovations and prohibits use of funds for new construction of expansion of the footprint 
of an existing facility unless required to comply with federal or State codes or standards. 

Expenditure of funds from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. Allocates 50% of Reserve to UNC System, 42% to 


OSBM, and 8% to Div'n of Parks and Recreation. Authorizes Board of Governors to allocate funds for repair and renovation of 


facilities not supported from General Fund if sufficient funds are not available from other sources and conditions warrant 
General Fund assistance. Requires report of any such use to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov't! Operations. Requires UNC, 


OSBM, and Parks & Recreation to submit plans for use of funds to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Govt'l Operations and Fiscal 
Research Div'n before expenditure.

Prompt State changes following federal regulatory changes. Requires each State agency to monitor federal regulations 
that affect its programs, and to review its rules in response to any federal regulation affecting one of its programs to identify 
any necessary changes. 

Failure to indicate number of copies printed and cost of state documents. Amends GS 143-170.1 to provide that any 
agency that fails to comply with the requirement that each State document state the number of copies printed and the cost 
per copy shall have its printing budget for the following fiscal year reduced by 10%. 

Salary related contributions/employers. Sets the State's employer contribution rates for retirement and related benefits 
for 1995-97 biennium as follows: TSERS, 10.83% (now, 10.96%); State law enforcement officers, 15.83% (now, 15.96%); 
University Employee's Optional Retirement Program, 9.1% (9%); Consolidated Judicial Retirement System, 22.65% (no 
change); Legislative Retirement System, 36.07% (no change). Contribution rates include 2% for health benefits (5% for State 
Law Enforcement Officers) and .52% for Disability Income Plan (now, .42%). Authorizes TSERS Trustees to adopt fixed 
amortization period of nine years for purposes of unfunded liability. Sets employer contributions for health benefits at $1,321 
for Medicare-eligible employees and $1,736 for all others (no change from current rate).

Directs LRC to study the issue of civilianization (i.e., the extent to which State security 
personnel need to be sworn law enforcement officers) including recommendations on this topic by GPAC. Authorizes interim 
report to 1996 session and requires final report to 1997 session. 
Blue Ribbon Task Force on Executive Budget Act Revision. Creates indicated Task Force of 12 members; six appointed 
by Speaker and six by President Pro Tem. Three of each presiding officer's appointees must be sitting members of his 
chamber. Allocates $200,000 of funds appropriated to General Assembly for 1995-96 to be placed in a reserve to fund the 
work of the Task Force. 
Smart Start independent evaluation report. Authorizes Legislative Services Comm'n to use appropriated funds to 


contract for independent evaluation of Smart Start program and State and local levels. Evaluation to be completed by April 
30, 1996, reported to General Assembly by May 15, 1996.

Line item budgeting continued. Amends GS 143-11 to specify revenue and expenditure information that must be 
reported in the Governor's budget recommendations, and to require that the information must be no less specific than the 
two-digit level in the State's chart of accounts. 

Analysis of State govemment administrative span of control. Directs OSBM to review and analyze the administrative 
span of control, or ratio of supervisors to those supervised, throughout all of State government except Dep't of Community 
Colleges and UNC System, to determine the average span of control and what the appropriate average should be. Requires 
report and recommendations to 1996 session within one week of convening. 

Review of department forms and reports. Adds GS 143-10.7 to require OSBM to review on three-year cycles all internal 
and external forms and reports in use by State departments and institutions to determine whether they are needed. 

Workers’ Compensation cost containment program pilot. Authorizes OSBM to establish indicated pilot program. Directs 
OSBM to choose, after competitive bidding, a third party administrator to handle workers' compensation claims. 
Reimbursement to the administrator shall be a percentage of realized savings, calculating to methodology prescribed by 
OSBM. Governor may select agencies to participate in the pilot and may use lapsed salary funds for workers’ compensation 
claims in participating units. Requires OSBM, after consulting with OSP, to report to General Assembly on or before April 1, 
1996, on status of the program, results achieved, and any recommendations for further action. 

OSBM study state-owned aircraft. Directs OSBM to study use of state-owned aircraft and report to Joint Legis. Comm'n 
on Gov'tl Operations by April 1,1996. 

Downsizing govemment expenditures report. Directs OSBM to report to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov. Operations by 
September 30, 1995, on any direct and indirect expenditures incurred since July 1, 1994, that are related to downsizing State 
government. Also requires OSBM to present to 1995 General Assembly by May 1, 1996, documentation of all such 
expenditures and funding sources for them. 


Education Standards and Accountability Commission abolished. Repeals GS Ch. 115C, Art. 8A as title indicates.

Domestic violence programs. GS 143-6.1 requires private organizations receiving $25,000 or more annually in state 
funds to file an annual audited financial statement with the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations. This 
provision makes that statute applicable to grantees receiving Domestic Violence grants of any amount. 

Transfer Executive Mansion curator from Dep't of Administration to Dep't of Cultural Resources. As title indicates (but 
does not affect jurisdiction of Dep't of Administration over Mansion and grounds) . 

Abolish Alliance for Competitive Technologies. Abolishes indicated agency, created by Executive Order No. 63, 9/26/94. 

Study of replacement of motor vehicles. Directs Dep't to study obsolescence and replacement of motor vehicles, 
including those used by law enforcement agencies, with report to General Assembly by May 1, 1996.

Aid to Students Attending Private Colleges Procedure. Provides that funds appropriated to Board of Governors for aid 
to private colleges are to provide up to $550 per FTE NC undergraduate student, with funds to be used as scholarship funds 
for needy NC students and as tuition grants, up to $1250 for each full-time NC undergraduate, to be paid to institution as 
credit for such student. Provides mechanism for transferring funds or reducing grants pro rata if funds insufficient for all 


eligible students. 


Wake Forest and Duke Medical School Assistance/Funding Formula. Directs that grants be made to Wake Forest 
medical school of $8000 per each NC medical student, $1000 of which to be used to provide financial aid to needy NC 
students. Directs that grants be made to Duke medical school of $5000 per each NC medical student, $500 of which to be 
used to provide financial aid to needy NC students. Limits assistance to any individual Duke student to $2000 annually. 
Directs additional $1000 per student grant to Duke for each student in first, second, third, or fourth years, to extend enrollment 
in each of those classes exceeds 30 NC students. Directs Board of Governors to adopt rules to implement program and 
directs that Board encourage the two schools to orient students towards personal health care in NC, with special emphasis to 


family and community medicine. 


Aid to Students Attending Private Colleges/Legislative Tuition Grant Limitations. Prohibits Legislative Tuition Grant 
funds being expended for program at off-campus site unless (1) private institution offering the program has received 


agreement from other such institutions that operate degree programs in the county in which the off-campus program located 

or in adjacent counties; or (2) degree program neither available or planned in that county or adjacent counties. Provides that 
any member of armed services in NC on active military duty but not a resident for tuition purposes under GS 116-143.1 may 

receive Legislative Tuition Grant if enrolled as full-time student. 

Equity of Funding. Directs Board of Governors to review equity of continuation and expansion budget funding systems, 
assessing criteria that should be used to develop equitable system. Directs Board to propose system of funding that uses 
identifiable criteria, based on educationally and financially sound principles; if there are to be changes in present system, 
Board to recommend plan and schedule for changeover. Directs final recommendations be presented by April 15, 1996. 

Full-Time Equivalent Students (FTE). Directs Board of Governors to consider alternative approaches to funding 
University graduate and undergraduate enrollment, including increasing basing FTEs on 15 semester hours rather than 12 
and funding University on basis of student credit hours rather than FTE enrollment. Directs final report by April 15, 1996. 
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Educational Opportunity. Directs Board of Governors to consider different funding approaches to meeting needs of 
larger pool of high school graduates and adult learners unable to return to school full-time. Directs Board to recommend a 
plan for providing additional educational opportunities in summer and at off-campus locations. Directs final report by April 15, 
1996. 

Incentive Funding. Directs Board of Governors to study methods of providing funding incentives to campuses when 
they meet specifically stated performance goals in improving quality of undergraduate education, including specifically 
whether their retention of some portion of reversions should be tied to specific institutional gains toward pre-stated student 
performance goals. Directs Board, if it finds that incentive funding would be positive element, to recommend model by April 
15, 1996. 

EPA Non-Teaching Reductions. Directs Board of Governors to require each campus or other entity to provide list of all 
non-teaching positions or other non-personnel categories to be eliminated by this act, by May 15, 1995. Directs campuses to 
reduce mid-level management positions and to avoid, to extent possible, eliminating faculty at Institute of Government, 
librarians, student advisors, financial aid counselors, and other positions that provide direct services to students. Allows 
University, to minimize disruption of services, to reduce EPA positions or reduce non-personnel budgetary items. 

Continuing Education UNC-CH Health Affairs. Directs UNC-CH Health Affairs to charge continuing education fees that 
are reasonably expected to cover higher percentage of costs of such programs; directs that health-care professionals in 
areas likely to generate substantial revenue or clientele to pay higher proportion of costs for continuing education. 

Faculty Productivity. Provides that each campus for which General Assembly has reduced base budget by percentage 
of teaching faculty may use amount equivalent to budget reduction to provide salary increases to faculty who increase 
teaching responsibilities. Permits the five institutions not affected by reduction to seek Board of Governors approval of 
comparable plan. 

Study Potential Cost Savings to UNC Through Privatization of Certain Sérvices. Directs Board of Governors to study 


potential for cost savings by privatizing various services, including housekeeping and maintenance of physical plant. Directs 
report by April 15, 1996.

Books and Equipment Appropriations/Revert after One Year. Adds new GS 115D-31(c) providing that state funds 
appropriated for equipment and library books to revert to General Fund 12 months after close of fiscal year for which 
appropriated. 

Community College Funding Flexibility. Permits each college to use all state funds allocated to it, except Literacy Funds 
and Funds for New and Expanding Industries, for any purpose consistent with college's Institutional Effectiveness Plan. 
Directs each college to submit such a plan to State Board of Community Colleges that indicates how college will use this 
flexibility. 

Course Repetition Policy for Fire, Rescue, and Police Personnel. Provides that course repetition policy does not apply 
to training courses taken by fire, rescue, or law enforcement personnel. 

Penalty for Audit Exceptions Modified. Directs that State Board's audit policies require that if college is in violation of 
state or federal law or State Board rule or policy, auditors must cite college for audit exception and not a concern. Directs 
State Board to assess 25% fiscal penalty on both dollars and student membership hours excepted, unless exception caused 
by processing or clerical error. Directs the president of each community college to present findings of the college’s program 
audit to college's board of trustees. 

Multi-Entry/Multi-Exit Classes in Prisons Authorized. Directs that colleges report FTE student hours for correction 
education programs on contact hour rather than student membership hour basis. Prohibits college from operating multi- 
entry/multi-exist class or program in prison facility, except for literacy class or program. 

Faculty Salary Limitations. Repeals SL 1993, Ch. 769, section 18.6, which directed efforts to provide competitive 
salaries for community college faculty. 

Census Reporting Dates. Directs that census dates for reporting student membership hours for curriculum and 
occupational extension classes shall be at 30% point and 10% point; expresses legislative intent to determine in 1996 which 
census date will be used in computing FTE enrollment. 


. State Board Reserve Funds. Directs State Board to use one-half of Board Reserve for 1995-96 fiscal year for expenses 
incurred during system's conversion from quarter to semester system.

Public Schools Workers' Compensation. Limits the State's responsibility to employees paid partially by State funds for 
these employees' salary increases and workers’ compensation. Provides that salaries for positions that are funded partially 
from the General Fund or Highway Fund and partially from other sources shall be increased from the General Fund or 
Highway Fund appropriation only to the extent of the proportionate part of the salaries paid from the fund. Amends GS 115C-

Provides that funds appropriated to the State Board of Education for local school units receiving 
career development funds for the 1995-96 and 1996-97 fiscal years may be used only to ensure that individual employees do 
not receive less on a monthly basis in salary and State-funded bonuses than they received during the 1994-95 fiscal year, as 
long as the employees qualify for bonuses under the local differentiated pay plan. Authorizes the State Board to use funds 
appropriated to State Aid to Local School Administrative Units if necessary to achieve this purpose. Provides that funds 
appropriated to local units receiving career development funds for the 1994-95 fiscal year that did not revert on June 30, 
1995, may be used only to holding individual employees harmless. 

Teacher Leave in Cases of Catastrophic Illness. Amends GS 115C-336 to require the State Board of Education to 
adopt rules authorizing an employee who requires a substitute to use annual leave on days that students are in school if (1) 
the employee has exhausted all of the employee's sick leave and (2) the absence is due to a catastrophic illness of the 
employee. Provides that the employee may not be required to pay the substitute.

Authorizes Director of Budget to use Savings Reserve Account to make up difference between anticipated and actual federal 
funds received. 
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DHR employees/in-kind match. Authorizes DHR, notwithstanding GS 143B-139.4, to assign employees in Office of 
Rural Health & Resource Development to serve as in-kind match to nonprofit corporations working to establish health care 
programs to improve access while controlling costs. 

Liability insurance. \dentical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Transfer of certain funds authorized. \dentical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Health centers’ purchase of medications. Authorizes State rural health centers and federally funded community and 
migrant health centers to purchase medications under State contract. 

Division of Family Development abolished. As title indicates. Transfers Family Preservation Program to Div'n of Social 
Services, Family Support Program to Div'n of Child Development, and Office of Economic Opportunity to Office of the 
Secretary, DHR. 

S.0.S. and Family Resource Center grant programs administrative costs limits. Authorizes DHR to use up to $350,000 
in each year of the biennium to administer the S.O.S. program, and up to $300,000 to administer the Family Resources 
Center grant program. 

Day care funds matching requirement. \dentical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Day care allocation formula. \dentical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Child Day Care Revolving Loan Fund. Authorizes funds budgeted for Child Day Care Revolving Loan Fund to be 
transferred to and invested by the financial institution contracted to operated the Fund. Specifies uses to which Fund's assets 
may be put. 

Day care. Identical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Day care rates. Essentially identical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act 
except (1) it drops the option that permitted facilities in which more than 50% of enrollees are subsidized to choose payment 
at the rate in effect for 1985-86, and (2) it adds a directive that county dep'ts of social services or other local contracting 
agencies shall not use a provider's failure to comply with requirements in addition to those specified in the Appropriations Act 
as a condition for reducing the provider's subsidized rate. 

Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives quality assurance/accountability. Directs DHR to implement 
performance-based evaluation system for Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives authorized by GS Ch. 143, 
Art. 3, Part 10B. 

Early Childhood Education and Development Initiatives Plan. Authorizes counties participating in this program to use 
State and federal child care funds allocated to the county to subsidize child care according to the county's Plan as approved 
by DHR. Requires day care providers to comply with applicable State and federal regulations, including rules for unregistered 
day care. 

Smart Start private match of 20% of State appropriation. Of Smart Start appropriations to DHR, $11,620,000 in each 
year of the biennium may not be expended unless matched by equal amount from private, nongovernmental funds 
contributed to NC Partnership for Children for Smart Start. 

Medicaid. Essentially identical to the comparable provisions in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, as 
amended in 1994, with the following changes. Increases the dispensing fee for prescriptions to $6.50. Adds directive that 
coverage for pregnant women continues throughout pregnancy but includes only pregnancy-related services or conditions 
that might complicate pregnancy. Provides that no resources test shall be applied to pregnancy-related services in order to 
reduce county administrative costs and to expedite provision of services. SS//Medicaid limits. Provides that aged, 
blind, or disabled individuals who meet income and resource requirements for SSI shall not qualify for Medicaid assistance 
unless they are determined eligible for both SSI and Medicaid by the Social Security Administration. Requires that individuals 
financially eligible for SSI but not receiving it as of Current Operations Appropriations Act's effective date shall be given 
written notice to apply for SSI at least 30 calendar days before losing Medicaid coverage. 

NonMedicaid reimbursement. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Private agency uniform cost finding requirement. Authorizes Div'n of MH,DD & SAS to require a private agency providing 
services under contract with two or more area programs (except for hospital services with established Medicaid rate) to 
complete an agency-wide uniform cost finding pursuant to GS 122C-143.2(a) and -147.2. Provides that the resulting cost 
shall be the maximum included for the private agency in the area program's unit cost finding. 

Client services monitoring. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1994 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Nonsupplanting of Mental Health, Developmental Disabilities, and Substance Abuse funds. Requires DHR to ensure that 
counties do not reduce appropriations and expenditures for area authorities because the authorities have received additional 
State funds for services. 


Mixed beverage tax for area mental health programs. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current 
Operations Appropriations Act. 


Willie M. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, as amended in 1994, 
except deletes requirements for special reports to Governor and General Assembly. 
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Thomas S. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, as amended in 
1994, except deletes requirements for special reports to Governor and General Assembly. 

Foster care reporting. Requires counties receiving foster care funds to report annually to Div'n of Social Services (1) 
narrative description of use of State funds; (2) workload statistics and indicators, and (3) development of coordinated 
approach to providing children's services, with emphasis on meeting total needs of those served. 

Adoption subsidy. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, as amended 
in 1994. 


Foster care. \dentical to the comparable provision in the 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, as amended in 
1994 

Foster care adoptions training. Requires Div'n of Social Services to continue in-house training component that mandates 
minimum of 30 hours preservice training for foster care parents and 84 hours for foster care and adoption care workers and a 
mandated minimum of 10 hours continuing education for all foster care parents and 18 hours for foster care and adoption 
care workers. States that this special provision shall remain in effect until modified or repealed by General Assembly. 

Child protective services. Directs that funds appropriated for child protective services shall be allocated to counties on 
basis of a formula that considers number of cases in that county and number of case workers needed to meet recommended 
standards adopted by NC Ass'n of County Directors of Social Services. Deletes minimum ratio of 20 cases specified in 1993 
and does not include provisions guaranteeing each county not less than the amount it received in 1992-93. 

State Abortion Fund limits. Prohibits spending more than $50,000 in each fiscal year from State Abortion Fund. Provides 
that State funds may be used only for to terminate pregnancies resulting from rape or incest or that, in opinion of two licensed 
physicians, endanger the life of the mother. 


HIV foster care and adoptions board payment. Establishes rates identical to those specified in 1994 Current Operations 
Appropriations Act. 

Food stamp outreach. |dentical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Senior center outreach. Similar to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act, except does not 
specify amount of appropriations. 

Caregiver support sharing. Identical to comparable provision in 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act. 

Reimbursement and compensation of members of NC Vocational Rehabilitation Advisory Council, Statewide 
Independent Living Council, and Comm'n for the Blind. Provides that members of the cited boards who are unemployed or 
who must forfeit wages to attend meetings or perform related duties may be paid up to $50 per day for performing official 
duties instead of the $15/day authorized by GS 138-5. 

Ownership, custody, or control of vehicles purchased by Div'n of Vocational Rehabilitation Services. Authorizes cited 
Div'n to purchase vehicles to be used primarily to transport clients served pursuant to federal Rehabilitation Act, and provides 
that Div'n is not required to transfer such vehicles to Dep't of Administration. 

DHR study of Div'n of Youth Services’ programs and services extended. Extends completion date for cited study to 
October 1, 1995, and reporting date to November 1, 1995. (Study mandated by 1993 Current Operations Appropriations Act.) 

Community-based altematives participation. Requires counties participating in community-based alternative program to 


certify annually to Div'n of Youth Services that State funds are not being used to duplicate or supplant other programs within 
the county.

Clarifies that act applies 
only to unemancipated minors, reduces strict liability exposure to minor's parents to $5,000, and makes technical changes.

H 10. INITIATIVE. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Restricts initiative to constitutional 
amendments (bill allowed initiative on laws). No more than 25% of signatures on petition may be from any one congressional 
district (was no more than 25% from any one county). Signatures must be obtained within 1 year of registration of petition 
(was 180 days). No initiative may deal with Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System, gambling, or right to work.

of handguns by persons with concealed handgun permits to prevent crimes and requires study by Attorney General of effects 
of act, with report to be made to the General Assembly by January 1, 1999. 
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H 120. WINDOW TINTING REVISIONS. Intro. 2/7/95. House action amends 3rd edition. House amendment 1 provides that 
windshield tinting may extend five inches below the top of the windshield or below the AS1 line, whichever is longer (was 
whichever is shorter) and amends inspection fee schedule to make the increases applicable only to “after-factory" tinted 
windows (was any tinted windows).

Provides for treble damages if previous penalties have been assessed in the 
preceding 6 months. Requires a petition for a contested case to be filled within 30 days after the Dep't mails a notice of 
penalty to a licensee. Provides that any penalty imposed by the Dep't under GS 131D-34 shall commence on the day the 
violation began. Requires the Sec'y to establish a penalty review committee. Establishes penalty classifications under GS 
131E-129 as follows: "Type A" violations are those that create substantial risk that death or serious physical harm to a 
resident will occur or where such harm has occurred and are punishable by a fine not less than $250 or more than $5000; 
and "Type B" violations are those that present a direct relationship to the health, safety, or welfare of any resident, but do not 
create a risk of serious harm, and are punishable by a fine not to exceed $500. Provides for similar penalties for failure to 


correct a deficiency and a similar petition process for a penalty assessed by the Dep't as that provided under GS 131D-34.

Changes title 
to: PERMIT A NORTH CAROLINA ENTERPRISE CORPORATION TO BE ORGANIZED AS EITHER A FOR-PROFIT OR 
NONPROFIT CORPORATION, TO CORRECT CERTAIN DEFICIENCIES IN THE REQUIRED COMPOSITION OF NORTH 
CAROLINA ENTERPRISE CORPORATIONS BOARD OF DIRECTORS, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES IN THE 
NORTH CAROLINA ENTERPRISE CORPORATION ACT.. Amends GS 53A-38(b) to provide that persons wishing to 
establish a North Carolina Enterprise Corporation shall file a certificate of incorporation in accordance with GS 55-2-02 or 
55A-2-02 and existing corporations may become a North Carolina Enterprise Corporation by filing amended articles of 
incorporation under either Article 10 of Chapter 55 or 55A. Repeals GS 53A-40. Prohibits an enterprise corporation from 
investing in a business in whose operation one of the corporation's investors participates. Requires at least 13 members of 
the board of directors. Amends GS 53A-46, 105-130.9(4), 105-134.6(c)(5), 105-163.011(a) and (b), and 105-163.014(a) and 
(d) to include tax credits for contributions to enterprise corporations. Effective on date of ratification except for provisions 
under GS 105-130.9(4) and 105-134.6(c)(5), which are effective for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1995. 


H 473. LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANIES. Intro. 3/15/95. House action amends ‘st edition to change effective date to 
October 1, 1995. 


H 490. CORP. ANNUAL REPORTS TO DEP'T OF REV. Intro. 3/16/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to: PROVIDE THAT ANNUAL REPORTS OF BUSINESS CORPORATIONS AND LIMITED LIABILITY 
COMPANIES SHALL BE FILED WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE RATHER THAN THE SECRETARY OF STATE, 
TO ESTABLISH FEES FOR EXPEDITED FILINGS, TO PROVIDE THAT NONPROFIT CORPORATIONS ARE NOT 
REQUIRED TO FILE ANNUAL REPORTS, AND TO ALLOW THE SECRETARY OF STATE TO RETAIN FILED 
DOCUMENTS IN REPRODUCED FORM. Amends GS 55-16-22(e) to provide that persons may rely on annual report for 
identity of corporation's president or chief executive officer.

H 496. ASSAULT ON SCHOOL BUS DRIVER. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title 
to: CREATE AN OFFENSE OF COMMUNICATING THREATS TO A SCHOOL BUS DRIVER AND ASSAULTING A SCHOOL 
BUS DRIVER AND OTHER SCHOOL PERSONNEL. Makes offense of communicating a threat a Class 2 misdemeanor (was 
Class 1), and makes offense of assault a Class 1 misdemeanor (was felony). 
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H 594. BONES & JOINTS INSURANCE COVERAGE. Intro. 3/28/95. House action amends ‘st edition. Clarifies that a health 
benefit plan is not required to cover orthodontic braces, crowns, bridges, dentures, dental root form implants, or root canals. 
Makes additional technical changes. 





H 634. PRISONER TRANSPORT BY CITY POLICE. Intro. 3/30/95. House Committee Substitute replaces 1st edition.

premises. Specifies that in no event shall such board or commission be held liable for damages to those off the airport 
premises for failure to provide such water or wastewater services.

Provides for orders authorizing the interception of wire, oral, and electronic communication to produce evidence of 
commission of or conspiracy to commit enumerated offenses. Application for such orders may be made by the Attorney 
General to a judicial review panel appointed by the Chief Justice. Specifies the content of applications for orders authorizing 
the electronic surveillance. Provides that the head of any municipal, county, or state law enforcement agency and any district 
attorney can make written requests to the Attorney General for such an order. Establishes bases on which the judicial review 
panel may grant an order and specifies the content of the order. Limits the duration of orders to 30 days, with 15 day 
extensions allowed. The issuing judicial review panel may require submission of reports on the authorized interceptions and 
provides for the recording, retention, and disposition of intercepted communications. Allows disclosure of the contents of 
intercepted communications to other investigative or law enforcement agencies as is appropriate for the proper performance 
of official duties. Requires that notice of the order and whether or not communications were intercepted be provided to the 
persons named in the order within 90 days of filing the application for an order or the termination of the order. The contents 
of intercepted communications may not be disclosed in any trial unless each party has at least 20 working days notice of the 
order. .

agreement as may be directed by the court. [Alternatives (2) and (3) are essentially the same as current law.] 

Depositions. Amends GS 1A-1, Rule 28(b), to add that depositions may be taken in a foreign country (1) pursuant to any 
applicable treaty or convention, or (2) pursuant to a letter of request.

Amends GS 58-2-145 to provide (1) a person adjusting workers’ compensation claims for a self- 
insured employer or group must have an insurance adjuster's license, (2) each self-insured employer group must determine 
its premiums or contributions using current rates and classifications filed by NC Rate Bureau and approved by Comm'r of 
Insurance (deviations permitted only in accordance with GS Ch. 58, Art. 36; no deviation need be filed with Rate Bureau); (3) 
self-insured group must collect from members an initial security deposit of 25% of annual manual premium, to adjusted 
annually; funds must be held in trust for payment of premiums and claim assessments. Makes self-insured group funds 
subject to GS Ch. 58, Art. 30, concerning supervision, rehabilitation, and liquidations of financially troubled companies.

AN ACT TO INCREASE THE MINIMUM PAYMENT DUE TO THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY COMMISSION 
FROM ONE DOLLAR TO FIVE DOLLARS, TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN BUSINESSES TO FILE ANNUAL ~ 
REPORTS WITH THE EMPLOYMENT SECURITY COMMISSION RATHER THAN QUARTERLY REPORTS, 
AND TO AUTHORIZE CERTAIN BUSINESSES THAT ARE ALLOWED TO FILE ANNUAL REPORTS TO FILE 
BY TELEPHONE. Amends GS 96-9 as title indicates. Business that may be allowed to file annual, rather than 
quarterly, reports are those that have filed reports for at least three consecutive years and have not been liable for 
quarterly contributions during the preceding calendar year. Permission to file annually will be automatically 
revoked if employer is found liable for quarterly contributions or information on last report concerning employee's 
identify, address, or wage changes. Employer must comply with federal regulations concerning reporting of wages 
and employment status. Employers authorized to report annually may also be given permission to report by 
telephone to the Field Tax Auditor assigned to their account, or to the Unemployment Insurance Div'n in Raleigh. 


S 264. BETHANIA CHARTER. Intro. 2/27/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Adds a described area to 
Town's corporate limits. 


S 477. FOREIGN-MONEY CLAIMS ACT. Intro. 3/23/95. House action amends 1st edition. Directs Revisor of 


Statutes to print relevant portions of officials comments to Uniform Foreign Money Claims Act as annotations to 
North Carolina Foreign-Money Claim Act (new Art. 19 of GS Ch. 1C). 


S 668. DOT PRIVATE CONTRACT PARTICIPATION. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds 


provision allowing the city of Monroe to participate in private engineering and construction contracts for projects 
pertaining to streets or highways that are on city's thoroughfare plan.

H 361. COMMUNITY DEV. LOAN GUARANTEES. Intro. 3/7/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that 
prior to entering into loan guarantee agreement, Dep't of Commerce must determine that project has personal 
guarantee of a person owning at least 10% (was, 20%) of corporation, partnership, or sponsoring entity. 


H 365. NO ANNUAL CORP. REPORTIFEE. Intro. 3/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes conforming changes to additional provisions of GS Ch. 55 and GS Ch. 55A. 


H 420. SHAREHOLDER DERIVATIVE ACTIONS. Intro. 3/9/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Changes 
effective date of act from July 1, 1995 to Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 491. RECLASSIFY CERTAIN WATERSHEDS. Intro. 3/16/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Requires Environmental Management Comm'n to reexamine, under its current rules, the classification of any water 
supply watershed that was classified as WS-IIl water supply watershed on March 1, 1995, that affects a land area 
of approximately 70,956 acres, and that meets other criteria specified in original bill. If the Comm'n reclassifies 
such a watershed as a WS-IV water supply watershed, the watershed may not thereafter be reclassified to a more 
restrictive reclassification. If the Comm'n fails to reclassify such watershed as a WS-IV watershed by Oct. 1, 1995, 
the watershed will automatically be reclassified as a WS-IV water supply watershed on that date. 


H 505. GASTONIA ASSESSMENT. Intro. 3/16/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Deletes portion of bill that

INTERACTIVE VISUAL TECHNOLOGIES INDUSTRY IN THE STATE. Appropriates $4 million for 1995-96 and 
$4 million for 1996-97 from the General Fund to the Dep't of Administration for the Interactive Visual Technologies 
Center of North Carolina, Inc. Effective July 1, 1995. 


H 744. UNATTENDED PATIENT PENALTY. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
new GS 131D-2.1 requiring Dep't of Human Resources to impose administrative penalty on domiciliary care 
facilities if inspection by Div'n of Facility Services or by county department of social services finds that resident has 
been left alone with no staff in attendance in facility. Unless facility's license is revoked or summarily suspended, 
administrative penalty is not less than $1,000 for first violation, $3,000 for second violation, and $5,000 for third 
violation. Act does not apply to group and family care homes for developmentally disabled adults when resident 
has been deemed by physician or qualified professional of operating agency or area program to be capable of 
remaining alone in home without supervision or for a specified time. Effective Oct. 1, 1995. 
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H 767. EDDIE EAGLE GUN SAFETY PROGRAM. Intro. 4/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Encourages State Board of Education, rather than Dep't of Public Instruction, to promote the use of the Eddie 
Eagle Elementary Gun Safety Education Program in schools. 


H 817. ENVIRONMENTAL AUDITS. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
numerous technical and clarifying changes. Amends definition of "environmental law" to delete references to GS 
Ch. 104G (relating to low-level radioactive waste), GS Ch. 130B (relating to hazardous waste), and Art. 1 of GS 
Ch. 113A (Environmental Policy Act). Provides that privilege established by new GS 8-53.9 protects 
environmental audit report and any oral communication concerning environmental audit report to or from members 
of audit team, but does not protect from disclosure the underlying facts or activities that are subject of the 
environmental audit report. Amends provisions of new GS 143B-279.6 to provide that immunity from civil or 
criminal penalties for violation of environmental laws based on voluntary disclosure does not apply if violation 
results in imminent hazard or if the person making the disclosure fails to make a complete and accurate written 
report to applicable government agencies within a reasonable time to notifying the agencies of the violation. 
Amends numerous environmental laws to provide that provisions of new GS 143B-279.6 govern immunity from 
civil and criminal penalties under those laws. Provides that privilege relating to environmental audit reports 
applies to environmental audits begun on or after date act is ratified. Provides that provisions relating to immunity © 
from civil and criminal penalties based on voluntary disclosure of violation of environmental law applies with 
respect to disclosures made on or after date act is ratified. 


H 825. AMEND FUNERAL/CREMATION LAWS. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds amendment to GS 90-210.25(d) to allow a member of a limited liability company to apply for a funeral 
establishment permit and to authorize Board to suspend or revoke a permit when a manager, member, operator or 
officer of the funeral establishment violates any provision of Art. 13A, GS Ch. 90 (as well as when violation is by 
owner or partner). Amends GS 210.27A to provide that no person who has been convicted of a felony may be the 
owner of an interest of more than 25% or more in partnership that owns a funeral establishment (now, may not aa 
partner at all) or be the owner of an interest of 25% or more in the limited liability company that owns a funeral 
establishment. Adds amendment to GS 90-210.43 to allow Board to suspend, revoke, or refuse to issue or renew 


license based on acts of manager and member of crematory operator or applicant to become a crematory 
operator. 


H 832. CLARIFY CRITICAL HABITAT. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 1st edition. Deletes provision 
prohibiting Environmental Management Comm'n from basing classification of state waters on designation of area 
as a Critical habitat by federal, state, or local area. Makes conforming change to title of bill. Amends GS 113- 
336(5) to provide that N.C. Nongame Wildlife Advisory Committee is responsible for recommending critical habitat 
areas for protection or acquisition on property managed by the Wildlife Resources Comm'n, to recommend 
adoption of protective measures on lands owned or controlled by the Comm'n which lie within critical habitats, to 
recommend voluntary protective measure agreements with landholders whose property lies within critical habitats, 
and to recommend voluntary acquisition of critical habitats on privately owned property.

NEGLECT OF ELDER ADULTS LIVING AT HOME. Adds new GS 14-32.3 making it unlawful for an individual 
who has responsibility for care of elder adult as result of family relationship or who has voluntarily assumed 
responsibility for care of elder adult to abuse or neglect an elderly adult who is (a) residing at home, (b) is at least 
60 years old, and (c) is unable to provide for his or her essential services. Unless other law provides greater 
punishment, provides that (1) intentional conduct that causes the death of an elder adult is a Class C felony; (2) 
culpably negligent conduct that causes the death of an elder adult is a Class E felony; (3) culpably negligent 
conduct that causes the serious bodily injury of an elder adult is a Class F felony; and (4) conduct that causes the 
mental injury or bodily injury is a Class H felony. Criminal process for violation of section may be issued only at 
request of district attorney. Section does not supersede other applicable statutory or common law offenses. 
Applies to offenses committed on or after effective date. Effective Dec. 1, 1995.

S 940. CHARTER SCHOOL ACT OF 1995-1. TO ENACT THE CHARTER SCHOOL ACT OF 1995. Amends Art. 
16 of GS Ch. 115C by adding the Charter School Act of 1995. Act authorizes a system of charter schools to 
improve student learning, increase learning opportunities, encourage different and innovative teaching methods, 
require measurement of learning outcomes, establish new forms of accountability, and create new professional 
opportunities for teachers. Charter schools are formed by entities other than a local board of education and are 
exempt from most school statutes and rules, though they are public schools accountable to the local board of 
education for limited, specified purposes. Provides that board of directors of charter schools will decide matters 
related to operation of the school, including budgeting, curriculum, and operating procedures, within Act's limits, 
and that board can sue and be sued. 

Applications. Permits applications from a business or corporate entity, two or more certified teachers, ten or 
more parents of public school children, a public school that can demonstrate it has support of at least 65% of its 
teachers and a significant number of parents, a school employee group, or an educational services contractor. 
Prohibits private schools from operating a charter school and from converting to a charter school and prohibits 
local board from approving charter school that is affiliated with a nonpublic sectarian school or a religious 
institution. Specifies required information in application, including specific outcomes for students; admission 
policies and procedures; a proposed budget and evidence that the plan is economically sound; assumption of 
liability and type and amount of insurance coverage; and the contract term, which may be up to four years. 
Authorizes the local board of education to approve application if board finds that (1) application meets 
requirements in Act or adopted by State Board of Education, (2) applicant has the ability to operate the school, and 
(3) granting application would achieve one or more of Act's purposes. Requires local board to act on application 
within 30 days of receipt. Allows appeal to State Board if application is denied or not acted on within 30 days. 
Provides that State Board has final approval of all charter schools and may approve application that did not get 
local board approval under specified circumstances. Requires Dep't of Public Instruction to provide technical 
assistance to applicants and potential applicants. 

Sets limit of no more than three charter schools in a local school administrative unit and limit of not more than 
40 charter schools statewide before July 1, 1998; 15 of total must be designed to increase educational 
opportunities for students at risk of academic failure. Requires State Board to authorize qualifying schools on a 
first-come, first-served basis. Permits approval of school before applicant has space, equipment, facilities, and 
personnel if applicant indicates approval is necessary to raise capital. Prohibits allocation of funds before school 
has obtained space. 

Requires charter school to operate under a contract with local board of education which must contain (1) 
information provided in application, as modified during approval process; (2) terms and conditions imposed by 
State Board; and (3) all statutes and rules from which the charter school is exempt. Permits State Board to sign 
on behalf of the local board. 

General requirements. Lists 11 requirements including (1) charter school must meet same health and safety 
requirements as other public schools; (2) school must be nonsectarian and not home-based in its programs, 
admission policies, employment practices, and other operations; requires school to comply with Art. 27 (discipline) 
and Art. 9 (children with special needs) in GS Ch. 115C; (3) school is subject to the same financial audit 
requirements as a local school unit. Permits school to limit admission to students within an age group or grade 
level, students who have a specific affinity for the school's teaching methods, or residents of a specific geographic 
area if students assigned to school are reasonably reflective of the racial and socio-economic composition of the 
local school unit. Provides that if public school is converted to charter school, students in attendance area receive 
preference in admissions. Requires school to enroll eligible student who submits timely application and provides 
that if applications exceed capacity, students will be accepted by lot. Provides that, except as otherwise provided 
by law, school may not limit admission on basis of intellectual or athletic ability, measures of achievement or 
aptitude, disability, race, creed, gender, national origin, religion, or ancestry, except as otherwise provided by law. 


Permits children who reside in other administrative units to attend charter school without permission of local 
boards involved and without payment of tuition.

Operating matters. Requires charter school's board of directors to employ teachers who hold certificates to 
perform the particular service for which they are employed. Permits board of directors to employ other employees, 
to discharge any employee, and to contact for services. Requires local board of education to grant teacher 
employed by board an extended leave of absence to teach at a charter school for as many years as teacher 
requests. Permits teacher to continue to aggregate benefits and credits in retirement account by paying employer 
and employee contributions based on teacher's annual salary for last pay period before leave began. Permits 
teacher who has career status to return to a public school in the school unit with career status at end of leave. 

Nonrenewal or termination. Permits nonrenewal or termination of contract for (1) failure to meet contract's 
requirements for student performance, (2) failure to meet generally accepted standards of fiscal management, (3) 
violations of law), (4) two-thirds of faculty and instructional support personnel at charter school request termination 
or nonrenewal, (5) other good cause. 

Funds. Requires State Board to allocate to each charter school (1) amount equal to average per pupil 
allocation for average daily membership for local school unit in which charter school is located except for the 
allocation for children with special needs and for school transportation, and (2) an additional amount for each 
student who is a child with special needs.

S 941. CHARTER SCHOOL ACT OF 1995-2. TO ENACT THE CHARTER SCHOOLS ACT OF 1995. Amends 
Art. 16 of GS Ch. 115C to enact the Charter Schools Act of 1995, authorizing a system of charter school to provide 
opportunities for teachers, parents, pupils, and community members to establish and maintain schools that 
operate independently of existing schools. Provides that a charter school is a public school that is part of the local 
school unit in which it is located for purposes of ensuring compliance with applicable laws and the provisions of its 
charter. 

Petitions. Permits any person, group, or nonprofit corporation to petition the local board of education for the 
establishment of a charter school. Requires any entity seeking to convert a public school to a charter school to 
submit a statement signed by a majority of teachers and instructional support personnel currently employed at the 
school indicating that they favor the conversion and evidence that parents of a majority of the school's students 
also favor the conversion. Lists required elements of petitions including governance structure, student 
achievement goals, qualifications for employees, mean for achieving racial and ethnic balance, evaluation and 
audit procedures, procedures for student expulsion and suspension, admission requirements, number of students 
and certified teachers (minimum of 100 students and four certified teachers unless petition has compelling reason 
for fewer students or teachers). Requires local board to hold public hearing on petition within 20 days after its 
receipt and to act on petition within 30 days unless board and petitioners agree to extend deadline an additional 15 
days. Requires local school board to give preference to petitions that demonstrate capability to provide 
comprehensive learning experiences to students at risk of academic failure. Requires local board of education to 
submit approved petitions to the State Board of Education for final approval. Permits appeal of petition that local 
board has not approved to the State Board of Education and permits approval under specified circumstances. 
Requires State Board to approve charter if it complies with Act and would accomplish Act's purpose. Permits 
granting of charter for up to five years and renewal for additional five year periods. Permits material revisions of 
charter petition only on request of local board and with approval of State Board. 

Operations and admissions. Provides that charter school must be nonsectarian in programs, admission 
policies, employment practices, and other operations. Prohibits discrimination against any student on the basis of 
ethnicity, national origin, gender, or disability. Provides that if public school converts to charter school, students 
who reside in attendance area have preference for admissions, but that other admissions are not determined by 
school attendance area. Provides that GS 115C-366(d), which requires agreement between local boards, applies 
when student wishes to attend a charter school in a county other than the county in which the student resides. 
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Permits tuition charges as provided in GS 115C-366.1. Prohibits local board of education from requiring any 
student to attend a charter school. 

Makes charter school exempt from laws governing school units except that charter school must (1) meet 
performance standards adopted by State Board; (2) conduct student assessments required by Part 2, Art. 10A, 
GS. Ch. 115C; (3) comply with requirement of the Uniform Education Reporting System; (4) comply with laws 
pertaining to employee's retirement and comprehensive major medical plan. 

Provides that employee of charter school is not an employee of the local school unit. Prohibits local board 
from requiring any employee to be employed in charter school, but permits board to transfer employee to another 
school. Provides that teacher with career status may return to a school in the same administrative unit after 
teaching in a charter school, if an appropriate position is available in that unit. 

Makes board of education immune for acts or omissions of charter school; immunity is waived to the extent of 
indemnification by insurance or under specified statutes. 

Revocation of charter. Permits State Board to revoke charter if it finds that school either (1) committed a 
material violation of condition, standard, or procedure in petition; (2) failure to pursue student outcomes in petition, 
(3) failed to meet generally accepted accounting standards of fiscal management; or (4) violated any provision of 
law. 

Funding. Requires State Board to allocate to each charter school (1) an amount equal to the average per 
pupil allocation for average daily membership for the school unit in which the charter school is located for each 
enrolled student, including funds for student transportation and (2) an additional amount for each charter school 
student who is a child with special needs. Requires the local board of education to allocate to each charter school 
in the unit an amount equal to the average per pupil allocation for operating expenses for average daily 
membership for the local school administrative unit. 

Notice and review. Requires the State Board to distribute information announcing availability of charter 
school process to school units, public postsecondary educational institutions, and major newspapers. Requires 
State Board to review the educational effectiveness of the charter school approach and report to Joint Legislative 
Education Oversight Committee no later than Jan. 1, 1999. 

Assistance to charter schools. Encourages local school boards to provide administrative and evaluative 
support to contract to with charter schools in unit to provide student transportation. Encourages private persons 
and organizations to provide funding and other assistance to charter schools.

S 943. COLLECT FUEL TAX AT RACK. TO ADDRESS MOTOR FUEL TAX EVASION AND TO IMPROVE THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF MOTOR FUEL TAXES BY CHANGING THE POINT OF TAXATION OF GASOLINE AND 
DIESEL FUEL, TO REPEAL THE MINIMUM HIGHWAY USE TAX, AND TO STRENGTHEN THE 
ENFORCEMENT OF THE ROAD TAX PAID BY MOTOR CARRIERS. 

Notwithstanding the title, this bill addresses only administration of the gasoline and special fuels tax. 
Currently, the gasoline tax is collected at the point of first sale and the special fuels tax (diesel fuel, primarily) is 
collected at the point of last sale before highway use. In both cases, the tax is collected by the distributor. Gasoline 
tax collections must be remitted to the State by the 20th of the second month following collection; special fuels tax 
collections must be remitted by the 25th of the second month. Distributors are allowed a discount on gasoline tax 
collections of 2% on the first 150,000 gallons, 1.5% on the next 100,000, and 1% on the excess over 250,000. No 
discounts are allowed on special fuel collections. Bonding requirements for gasoline and special fuels distributors 
differ slightly. 

This bill establishes a uniform system for collection both gasoline and special fuels taxes. The system is 
essentially the same as the current procedures for collecting federal excise taxes on motor fuels. The bill changes 
the taxing point for both gasoline and special fuels taxes to the terminal rack, i.e, the point at which fuel is 
delivered from the pipeline. The tax would be paid by the supplier for in-State removals, and by the supplier or 
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importer for out-of-state removals. Collections would be remitted to the State by the 20th of the second month, 
except for an occasional importer who would be required to pay within three days. The "distributor's float" is 
preserved by requiring that the distributor pay the supplier on the same day that the supplier pays the State. The 
tare allowance (i.e., a discount allowed to the distributor) is changed to a flat 1% for both gasoline and diesel fue! 
sales, and there is a hold harmless provision providing that no distributor will receive less of a discount under the 
new system than it would have received for the same volume of gasoline sales under the old. Provisions for 
refunds and exemptions remain the same except refunds would be allowed for lost diesel fuel (now, no refund in 
that event).

injury was caused because of a dangerous, unposted, latent condition in premises owned or possessed by such 
person and about which such person knew or reasonably should have known; (4) when the injury is caused by 
such person's willful or wanton disregard for the safety of a participant; (5) when such person intentionally injures a 
participant; or (6) when such person is subject to liability under other product liability laws. In order to claim 
immunity under act, an equine activity sponsor or equine professional is required to post a warning sign in 
compliance with act. Defines relevant terms, including "equine activity sponsor," "equine professional," and 
"equine activities." Applies to causes of action arising on or after effective date. Effective Jan. 1, 1996.

SENATE BILLS 


S 51. REMOVE DANGEROUS STUDENTS FROM SCHOOL. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition, completely rewriting bill so it now adds a new GS 115C-391(d1) directing a local board of education to suspend for 
365 days any student who brings a weapon [as defined in GS 14-269.2(b) and (g)] onto school property. Provides that the 
board may upon recommendation of the superintendent modify this suspension on a case-by-case basis (including 
disciplinary procedures involving children with special needs). Authorizes boards to provide to suspended students 
educational services in alternative schools or in other setting. 


S 52. STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute completely replaces original bill. 
Title now reads TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS FROM THE STATE-OWNED SUBMERGED LANDS 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE AND TO AMEND CHAPTER 146 OF THE GENERAL STATUTES CONCERNING SUBMERGED 
LANDS. Amends GS 146-12 to make clear that riparian and littoral rights of riparian and littoral landowners include the right, 
subject to state regulation, to erect, improve, and maintain docks, piers, and wharves, and related equipment, between their 
uplands and deep water (defined by bill's amendment to GS 146-64 as water deep enough to allow vessels of all sizes and 
drafts that frequent the area to navigate freely) without the necessity of obtaining any additional easement. Provides also that 
no easement is necessary to maintain, replace, or improve any structure on, under, over, or in the waters of the state, 
otherwise legal at the time of its construction, and in existence on July 1, 1995. 


S 57. ABC LRC STUDY RECOMMENDATIONS. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. (1) 

Amends GS 18B-101(13A) to add additional kind of "special ABC area”, as follows: has more than 500 permanent residents; 

is located in county with ABC stores but not mixed drinks; neighboring county has approved sale of alcoholic beverages 

countywide and has international airport; another neighboring county has ABC stores; and contains more than 500 

4 continuous acres of privately owned land and land owned by association (a) exempt from tax on membership income, (b) with 
more than 200 members, (c) created for municipal and recreational purposes, and (d) has levied assessments and provided 
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municipal services for three or more years. [This provision incorporates substance of S 869.] (2) Amends GS 18B-1006(k) to 
add six new specific subdivisions; and (3) conforms definition of unfortified wine in GS 105-113.68 to that proposed by bill. 


S 166. REGULATION OF ATTORNEYS AT LAW. Intro. 2/9/95. Senate action makes technical change in 2nd edition. 


S 177. CAR SEIZED/DRIVING ON REVOKED LIC. Intro. 2/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
following changes from original bill: (1) amends GS 20-28(a) to require DMV to notify any person whose drivers license is 
permanently revoked that subsequent violation may result in vehicle forfeiture; (2) entitles owner of seized vehicle to 
possession of vehicle pending trial of defendant, conditioned on return of vehicle to sheriff on day of trial; and (3) clarifies that 
person who has forfeited vehicle pursuant to bill is barred from registering vehicle in NC during time driving privileges revoked 
(was, "permanently"). 


S 309. HOUSING ENFORCEMENT LIS PENDENS. Intro. 3/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes bill 
applicable to all counties and cities and rewrites title to read: TO PROVIDE FOR THE FILING OF NOTICES OF LIS 
PENDENS IN THE ENFORCEMENT OF HOUSING AND BUILDING STANDARDS BY CITIES AND COUNTIES. Makes bill 
effective Oct. 1, 1995. Repeals similar local acts applicable to Asheville, Brevard, Charlotte, Greensboro, Gastonia, 
Hendersonville, Durham, and Wilmington. 


S 334. OMBUDSMAN/REST HOME COMMITTEE. Intro. 3/8/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Deletes provisions of original bill concerning composition of domiciliary home advisory committees and retains 
characterization of these facilities as domiciliary homes (rather than "adult care homes") throughout the bill. 


S 369. EDUC. RESOURCE TEAMS/STANDARDS. Intro. 3/14/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that teams to be formed from existing resources and as deemed necessary; requires that guidelines ensure that 


teams perform intervention strategies within required 90-day referral program; and requires report to Education Oversight 
Committee. 


S 459. CLARIFY BAIL BOND FORFEITURES. Intro. 3/22/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amends GS 15A-544(a) to 
require that each obligor, including principal, bail agent, and surety represented by bail agent, enter address and telephone 
number on bond (originally, "the obligor" must do this). Amends GS 15A-544(e) to provide that if principal on bond is 
surrendered by surety and incarcerated in State within 90 days of entry of judgment, forfeiture to be stricken upon payment of 
costs. Amends GS 15A-544(g) to provide that sheriff to notify each clerk and magistrate in entire prosecutorial district. 


S 477. FOREIGN-MONEY CLAIMS ACT. Intro. 3//23/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment #3 provides that 
upon presentment of payment the clerk may determine the spot rate exchange on the conversion date based on reliable 
sources. Also provides that the clerk will incur no liability for crediting a payment toward a judgment, or for marking a 
judgment satisfied in full, on the basis of the determined rate. Makes another change that is technical. 


S 505. LOCAL BOARDS OF HEALTH. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendments make technical 
changes. 


S 506. HEALTH LAW CHANGES. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title to TO 
MAKE CLARIFYING, TECHNICAL CHANGES TO VARIOUS PUBLIC HEALTH LAWS, AND TO ESTABLISH A MINIMUM 
BURIAL DEPTH FOR HUMAN INTERMENT. Deletes requirement that Commission adopt rules regarding the sanitation 
requirements for construction of floors. Adds requirement that when final deposition of a human body entails interment, the 
top of the uppermost part of the burial vault or other encasement must be a minimum of 18 inches below ground surface. 


S 563. CORNELIUS ANNEXATION. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. It (1) adds the metes 
and bounds descriptions for the areas to be annexed; (2) adds a provision that if those descriptions result in any area being 
completely surrounded by the corporate limits of Cornelius, that area is to be incorporated also; (3) extends to the town of 
Huntersville powers granted by Article 19 ("Planning and Regulation of Development") of GS Ch. 160A for extraterritorial 


areas in Mecklenburg County; and (4) repeals Ch. 966, SL 1983 (regarding Huntersville extraterritorial planning and zoning 
jurisdiction). 


S 631. ENHANCE HIGHWAY WILDFLOWER FUNDS. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 


Limits amount of contributions authorized by bill to tax refund due taxpayer. (Originally, permitted contribution larger than 
refund.) 


S 706. CABARRUS COUNTY WORKFARE. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. First amendment specifies 
that the penalty of withholding of benefits is to apply only to benefits for adult members of the household. Second 
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amendment (1) adds a provision directing the Department of Human Resources to evaluate the Cabarrus program and report 
to the General Assembly on or before March 1, 1997 and (2) provides that the act is to expire on July 1, 1997. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 63. REFRIGERATION CONTRACTING REVISIONS/AB. Intro. 1/30/95. House action amends 3rd edition to remove 


section modifying GS 87-53's provisions regarding compensation and reimbursement of members of the State Board of 
Refrigeration Examiners. 


H 229. 1995 CONTINUATION BUDGET. Intro. 2/21/95. House action amends 1st edition. Amendment #11 changes reporting 
date for Youth Command Audit to May 1, 1996 (was, January 1, 1996). 


H 328. FAILURE TO GIVE WAY. Intro. 3/1/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes penalties as 
follows: failure to give way when failure is proximate cause of collision resulting in serious bodily injury is Class 1 
misdemeanor; failure to give way when failure is proximate cause of collision resulting in bodily injury or property damage is 


Class 2 misdemeanor; other failures are Class 3 misdemeanor. Repeals GS 20-151 (which also requires driver of overtaken 
vehicle to give way). 


H 434. ATTEMPTING TO ELUDE ARREST. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Requires officer, 
having probable cause that a vehicle was used to elude arrest in violation of this act, to make a reasonable effort to contact 
the registered owner of the vehicle prior to initiating criminal process. 


H 542. AMEND CERTAIN LOAN PROCEDURES. Intro. 3/23/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Changes 
the amendments to GS 24-1.1 and GS 24-1.2A, to provide that state or federal banks, savings banks, and savings and loan 
associations may charge fees (and interest under 24-1.2A) as agreed by the parties to the loan. Repeals GS 24-1.2. 
Rewrites amendment to GS 24-11 to simply remove banks and banking institutions from GS 24-11(b). Places original bill's 
provisions about open-end credit in new section, applying only to banks, savings banks, and savings and loan associations. 
Deletes original change to GS 25A-14 and rewrites GS 25A-14(a) to provide that finance charge rate for consumer credit sale 
made under revolving charge account may not exceed rates set forth in GS 25A-15(b). Deletes proposed changes to GS 
25A-17 and repeal of GS 25A-23(d). Adds sunset provision of July 1, 1999. 


H 566. AMEND POWERS OF FIDUCIARIES. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
amendments to GS 36A-66 and GS 36A-78. Changes effective date of act to October 1, 1995. Amends Section 8 of Chapter 
284 of the 1993 Session laws to provide that, for trusts established before January 1, 1994, the act applies only to expenses 
described in Sections 4 through 7 that are paid after October 1, 1995. 


H 571. FEDERAL MANDATES. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds provisions honoring the 
memory Richard Dobbs Spaight, William Blount, and Hugh Williamson (North Carolina's delegates to the federal convention 


of 1787), thus bringing the bill into compliance with House Rule 31(g) which excludes House consideration of memorializing 
resolutions except those honoring the memory of deceased persons. 


H 682. ORANGE OMNIBUS-2. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition and deletes (1) provisions 
relating to Alamance, Caswell, and Person counties, (2) provisions relating to Orange civil rights ordinances, (3) provisions 
relating to Town of Chapel Hill inclusionary zoning, and (4) provisions relating to Town of Carrboro residential development. 


H 730. PREVENT FRIVOLOUS MALPRACTICE ACTION. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition and 
makes the following changes: (1) specifies that an expert witness in a medical malpractice action, to qualify as an expert in 
the appropriate specialty, must have devoted a majority of his time to that specialty in the prior year in either clinical practice 
or instruction of students in specified sorts of health education programs; (2) makes similar provision where the field of 
practice at issue is "general practitioner;" (3) specifies that experts qualifying in these ways may, if knowledgeable, testify 
where appropriate about the standard of care for nurses, nurse practitioners, certified registered nurse anesthetists, certified 
registered nurse midwives, and physician assistants; (4) adds a provision that expert witnesses in medical malpractice 
actions may not testify on a contingency fee basis; (5) specifies the power of the senior resident superior court judge to allow 
expert testimony by a witness who does not meet the criteria set out in this bill, but who is otherwise qualified; and (6) adds a 
provision permitting the filing of a medical malpractice complaint where the pleading specifically asserts that the medical care 
at issue has been reviewed by a person that the complainant will seek to have qualified as an expert witness under Rule 
702(e) of the Rules of Evidence and who is willing to testify. 
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H 774. HEALTH CARE COLLABORATIVE PRACTICE. Intro. 4/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
authorization for professional corporation between and among physician practicing anesthesiology or surgery and certified 
nurse anesthetist to render anesthesia and related medical services. 


H 834. TEACH ABSTINENCE UNTIL MARRIAGE. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Deletes direction to 
State Board of Education and Board of Governors to establish joint committee to conduct specified evaluations of program 
effectiveness. Bill provides that teacher who uses or administrator who authorizes use of curriculum or materials without 
making them available to parents or guardians is subject to discipline; amendment requires that such use or authorization be 
knowing. Bill prohibits students from receiving instruction as to availability of health services that offer contraceptives or 
adoption referral services without parental consent; amendment deletes reference to health services, so that parental consent 
required for instruction about availability of contraception or adoption referral from any source. Bill requires that specified 
conditions be met before local school board may develop and implement comprehensive sex education program; amendment 
deletes condition that within 60 days of hearing, one parent or legal guardian of majority of students in grades in which 
program to be offered must sign petition seeking program.

H 859. SOLID WASTE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes following 
substantive changes from original bill: (1) Retains present GS 130A-309.05 (which was repealed by original bill), adding 
authorization to Commission to adopt rules to ensure that recovered materials do not pose threat to public health or 
environment. (2) Modifies amendment to GS 130A-309.06(c), to require Department's annual report to be prepared by 1 
March each year (currently 1 May, and 1 October in original bill), and directs that recommendations go to Environmental 
Review Comm'n rather than General Assembly. (3) Deletes proposed amendment that would have deleted GS 130A- 
309.08(a) through (c), concerning determination of cost for solid waste management. (4) Directs local governments to make 
good faith effort to meet 40% solid waste reduction goal (originally, local governments simply encouraged to do so) (5) 
Amends GS 130A-309.10(c)(1) to delete requirement that notice of recyclability be printed on each bag. (6) Adds statement 
to GS 153A-292 to state that board of county commissioners may impose fees for processing and disposal of solid waste only 


on persons who use the facility doing processing or disposing. (7) Changes effective date from ratification to October 1, 
1995. 


BILL DIGESTS 
SENATE BILLS 


The following digest replaces the one published earlier. 


S 943. COLLECT FUEL TAX AT RACK. TO ADDRESS MOTOR FUEL TAX EVASION AND TO IMPROVE THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF MOTOR FUEL TAXES BY CHANGING THE POINT OF TAXATION OF GASOLINE AND DIESEL 
FUEL, TO REPEAL THE MINIMUM HIGHWAY USE TAX, AND TO STRENGTHEN THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE ROAD 
TAX PAID BY MOTOR CARRIERS. 

Motor fuel tax collection. Currently, the gasoline tax is collected at the point of first sale and the special fuels tax (diesel 
fuel, primarily) is collected at the point of last sale before highway use. In both cases, the tax is collected by the distributor. 
Gasoline tax collections must be remitted to the State by the 20th of the second month following collection; special fuels tax 
collections must be remitted by the 25th of the second month. Distributors are allowed a discount on gasoline tax collections 
of 2% on the first 150,000 gallons, 1.5% on the next 100,000, and 1% on the excess over 250,000. No discounts are allowed 
on special fuel collections. Bonding requirements for gasoline and special fuels distributors differ slightly. 

This bill establishes a uniform system for collection both gasoline and special fuels taxes. The system is essentially the 
same as the current procedures for collecting federal excise taxes on motor fuels. The bill changes the taxing point for both 
gasoline and special fuels taxes to the terminal rack, i.e, the point at which fuel is delivered from the pipeline. The tax would 
be paid by the supplier for in-State removals, and by the supplier or importer for out-of-State removals. Collections would be 
remitted to the State by the 20th of the second month, except for an occasional importer who would be required to pay within 
three days. The “distributor's float" is preserved by requiring that the distributor pay the supplier on the same day that the 
supplier pays the State. The tare allowance (i.e., a discount allowed to the distributor) is changed to a flat 1% for both 
gasoline and diesel fuel sales, and there is a hold harmless provision providing that no distributor will receive less of a 
discount under the new system than it would have received for the same volume of gasoline sales under the old. Provisions 
for refunds and exemptions remain the same except refunds would be allowed for lost diesel fuel (now, no refund in that 
event). 

The new collection system takes effect on January 1, 1996. Distributors and suppliers who incur tax liability in June © 
1996 [intends December 1995] will report and pay in July, 1996, [intends January 1996] as if the present system were still in 
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effect. All motor fuel distributors, both wholesale and retail, and all suppliers or resellers of special fuel must inventory fuel on 
hand as of 12:01 a.m. on July 1, 1996, [intends January 1, 1996] and report to the Dep't of Revenue. Fuel in the terminal 
transfer system and "dead storage" (i.e., in tanks below the level of the draw pipe) will not be included. All such fuel that has 
not already been taxed is to be taxed under the new system. The bill also includes other transitional provisions and makes 
conforming changes in other statutes. 

Repeal minimum highway use tax. The bill repeals the $40 minimum that now applies to the highway use tax. The 
repeal is effective July 1, 1996. 

Motor carer enforcement. The “road tax" is a tax levied on motor carriers operating equipment on North Carolina 
highways using fuel purchased outside the State. This bill amends the road tax statutes to provide that the Sec'y of Revenue 
will check road tax reports against weigh station records and other records of the Div'n of Motor Vehicles and Dep't of 
Transportation to see whether motor carriers operating in NC are filing road tax reports. A carrier who does not file a road tax 
report will be presumed to have traveled 450 miles for each time DMV records indicate that the carrier has in fact operated in 
NC, and the road tax will be levied on the presumed mileage. In addition, any carrier understating road tax liability by 15% or 


more will be subject to a penalty of twice the amount of the deficiency. This portion of the bill takes effect on October 1, 1995.

S 970. DART AFTERCARE PROGRAM FUNDS. TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR AN AFTERCARE PROGRAM FOR DART 
PARTICIPANTS AS THEY REENTER THEIR COMMUNITIES. Appropriates $1 million for 1995-96 and $1 million for 1996-97 
from General Fund to Dep't of Correction as title indicates. Effective July 1, 1995.

S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OF NORTH CAROLINA TO PROVIDE 
FOR GUBERNATORIAL APPOINTMENT OF JUSTICES AND JUDGES OF THE GENERAL COURT OF JUSTICE AND 
RETENTION BY VOTE OF THE PEOPLE. Subject to voter approval on Nov. 7, 1995, amends NC Constitution to provide 
that, on and after Jan. 1, 1996, Governor shall fill vacancies in office of Chief Justice, Associate Justice, or judges of the 
Court of Appeals, superior court, and district court by appointment (in case of vacancy in office of Chief Justice, vacancy must 
be filled by appointment of an incumbent Associate Justice). The terms of the justices and judges appointed by the Governor 
extends until January 1 after the next statewide election for members of the General Assembly that is held more than one 
year after the date of appointment. Appointed justices and judges who wish to continue in office must be approved by voters 
for a regular term of eight years by majority of votes cast in nonpartisan election. Voting on retention of justices and judges of 
the Supreme Court and the Court of Appeals is by qualified voters of whole state; voting on retention of superior court judges 
and district court judges is by qualified voters of respective districts. Includes transition provisions. Makes conforming 
changes to other constitutional provisions and statutes.

S 972. CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES TAX AGENTS. AUTHORIZING THE SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE TO APPOINT EMPLOYEES OF THE DEPARTMENT AS CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES TAX AGENTS TO 
ENFORCE THE EXCISE TAX ON CONTROLLED SUBSTANCES AND COUNTERFEIT DRUGS. Adds new GS 105-113.114 
as title indicates. Employees appointed as agents must be certified law enforcement officers in good standing. Such agents 
are state officers with jurisdiction throughout the state, and may serve and execute notices, orders, warrants, or demands 
issued by Secretary of Dep't of Revenue or General Court of Justice in connection with enforcement of law regarding excise 


tax on controlled substances, and have full powers of arrest as provided by GS 15A-401 while executing such notices, orders, 
warrants, or demands.

S 973. WORKERS' COMPENSATION RATING LAW. TO CREATE THE NORTH CAROLINA WORKERS' COMPENSATION 
LOSS COSTS RATING LAW. Adds new section, which applies to workers’ compensation and related employers' liability 
insurance but not to reinsurance or self insurance under GS 97-93 or GS 97-7. Provides that a competitive market will be 
presumed to exist unless the Commissioner issues an order stating otherwise. Prohibits excessive, inadequate or unfairly 
discriminatory rates. Defines an excessive rate as one in a noncompetitive market that is likely to produce a long-run profit 
that is unreasonably high in relation to the benefits provided and services rendered. Defines an inadequate rate as one so 
unreasonably low as to have the effect of creating a monopoly in the market or one that does not produce full, ultimate costs 
of anticipated losses and loss adjustment expenses when prospective loss costs are applied to anticipated payrolls. Defines 
an unfairly discriminatory rate as one where price differentials fail to reflect equitably the differences in expected losses and 
expenses. Prohibits the Bureau from promulgating any rule that prohibits or regulates the payment of dividends, savings, or 
unabsorbed premium deposits allowed or returned by insurers to their policyholders, members, or subscribers. 
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Authorizes the Commissioner to order that an unlawful rate be discontinued. Provides that if the insurer has no legally 
effective rates, the Commissioner may specify interim rates. Provides for challenge and review of application of the rating 
system. Permits a 30 day delay of rates in noncompetitive markets. 

Permits rate in excess of that determined in any other part of the act if the insured consents in writing and files that 
consent with the Commissioner. Prohibits acts that reduce competition. 

Requires insurers covered by the act to participate in a self-funded mechanism to provide insurance for those entitled, 
but unable, to procure insurance through ordinary means. Provides that rates for this residual market be set by the Bureau. 

Deletes current authority of the North Carolina Rate to make rules regarding workers’ compensation and employers’ 
liability insurance. Provides that the Bureau will have jurisdiction over excess workers’ compensation insurance for employers 
qualifying as self-insurers. Deletes provisions regarding risk that has been certified as “difficult to place." Makes GS 58-36-10 
applicable to residential real property of not more than four housing units and contents thereof, private passenger motor 
vehicles, automobile medical payments insurance, uninsured motorist coverage, and other related insurance coverages. 
Deletes provision that limited the effective date of rate filing to at least 120 days from the date a workers’ compensation and 
employers' liability insurance was received by the Commissioner of Insurance. Deletes provision requiring the Bureau to 
share information with the Department of Labor. Deletes the special workers’ compensation provisions regarding orders of 
disapproval, notice of hearing, notice of coverage and rate change, and payment of dividends. 

Appropriates $100,000 for 1995-96 and $100,000 for 1996-97 from the Department of Insurance Fund to defray the cost 
of reviewing filings under, and otherwise implementing, this act. Effective July 1, 1995, provides that an insurer may continue 


using approved rates filed by the Bureau and approved deviations until the insurer makes its own filing to change its rates.

S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. TO REQUIRE A PERSON WHO PERFORMS THE LAND APPLICATION 
OF AGRICULTURAL WASTE TO BE CERTIFIED AS A WATER POLLUTION CONTROL SYSTEMS OPERATOR. Requires 
persons operating animal waste management systems on and after January 1, 1997 to be certified. Defines "animal waste 
management system" as a combination of structural and nonstructural practices that will properly collect, treat, store, or apply 
animal waste to the land such that no discharge of pollutants occurs to surface waters of the State by means except as a 
result of a storm event more severe than the 25 year, 24 hour storm.

S 976. BOAT NUMBER FEES. TO INCREASE THE FEE PAID TO AGENTS OF THE WILDLIFE RESOURCES 
COMMISSION TO ISSUE CERTIFICATES OF BOAT NUMBER AND TO AMEND THE DUTIES OF THE WILDLIFE 
RESOURCES COMMISSION WITH REGARD TO THE APPOINTMENT OF AGENTS FOR THE ISSUANCE OF BOAT 
NUMBERS. Authorizes agents of Wildlife Resources Comm'n to deduct 6% of proceeds from the fee charged for issuance, 
renewals, and transfer of certificates of boat number; also allows agents (with proper notice to customer) to charge customer 
a reasonable additional fee to pay for cost of processing application for certificate of boat number. Authorizes Comm'n to 
establish administrative guidelines prescribing qualifications of agents, duties of agents, and other reasonable requirements 
or condition relating to issuance of certificates of boat number by agents. Authorizes executive director of Comm'n, in 
accordance with these guidelines, to select and appoint agents in areas most convenient to boating public, to limit number of 
agents in any one area, to terminate authorization of agents found to be in noncompliance with guidelines or directive of 
Comm'n, to require prompt and accurate reporting and remittance of public funds by agents, and to conduct periodic and 
special audits of accounts. Imposes penalty on agents of 25% of issuing fee on all remittances to Comm'n made after 
fifteenth day of month immediately following month of sale.

S 977. POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION PROGRAM. TO ESTABLISH THE PREPAID POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION 
EXPENSE PROGRAM, THE PREPAID POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION EXPENSE TRUST FUND, THE NORTH 
CAROLINA PREPAID POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION EXPENSE BOARD, AND THE NORTH CAROLINA PREPAID 
TUITION SCHOLARSHIP PROGRAM. Adds Art. 32 to GS Ch. 116, creating programs that encourage financial planning for 


postsecondary education and encourage employer participation in such planning. Permits contracts allowing prepayment 
under community college plan, university plan, and dormitory residence plans. 


North Carolina Prepaid Postsecondary Education Expense Program. Creates Program to provide medium through - 
which cost of registration and dormitory residence may be paid in advance of enrollment in a state postsecondary institution 
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at a rate lower than the projected corresponding cost at the time of actual enrollment. Provides that payments must be 
combined and invested to yield sufficient interest to cover the difference between the prepaid amount and the costs at the 
time of enrollment. Provides that students who enroll under Program may not be charged fees in excess of terms of advance 
payment contract. Requires Board to contract for services of records administrator, trustee services firm, and one or more 
product producers and identifies some criteria for evaluation of proposals. Records administrator conducts daily operation of 
the Program, trustee services firm selects and supervises investment programs, and product providers develop investment 
portfolios to achieve Act's purposes. Permits State to discontinue Program if it is financially infeasible. 

Prepaid Postsecondary Education Expense Trust Fund. Creates Trust Fund within Dep't of State Treasurer. Provides 
that Fund consist of state appropriations, moneys acquired from other sources, and moneys remitted in accordance with 
advance payment contract. Permits funds deposited into the Fund to be invested pursuant to Act. Requires Prepaid 
Postsecondary Education Expense Board (Board) to establish a comprehensive investment plan and sets limits on 
investment options. Permits Board to delegate responsibility for administration of investment plan. Sets reporting 
requirements for Board. Provides that State is liable for Board's obligations to qualified beneficiaries if Fund moneys do not 
offset Board's obligations and requires General Assembly to appropriate to the Fund amount necessary to meet obligations. 
Provides that Fund's assets may be used only for purposes in Act sets priorities for expenditures, subject to Board action. 

Permits State or any state agency, county, municipality, or other political subdivisions to remit payments toward advance 
payment contracts through payroll deductions. 

North Carolina Prepaid Postsecondary Education Expense Board. Creates Board as body corporate, assigned to and 
administratively housed within Dep't of State Treasurer, but operating independently, to administer Program. Provides that 
Board consists of seven members: the President of UNC, the State Treasurer, the Controller, the President of the Community 
College System, and three members appointed by the Governor subject to confirmation by the Senate. Members not 
appointed by Governor may name designee to serve on member's behalf. Requires Board to appoint an executive director to 
serve as chief administrative and operational officer. Provides that Board has powers necessary or proper to carry out 
provisions of Act and lists eighteen specific powers. Directs Board to solicit proposals for marketing Program and provides 
that Board approve all marketing materials before they are distributed. Authorizes Board to establish a direct-support : 
organization that is a nonprofit, incorporated North Carolina corporation organized and operated exclusively to receive, hold, 
invest, and administer property and to make expenditures to or for the benefit of the Program. Sets audit requirements and 
permits certain information to remain confidential. Provides that Chair and executive director of the Board are directors of the 
direct support organization and must jointly name three other individuals to serve as directors. Permits Board to endorse 
insurance coverage written exclusively for purpose of protecting advance payment contracts and their purchasers or 
beneficiaries. 

Advance payment contracts and contract plans. Requires Board to prepare advance payment contracts for registration 
and for dormitory residence; such contracts are exempt from the North Carolina Insurance Code. Specifies some elements of 
both contracts and authorized Board to add others. Contracts for registration must include the number of semester credit 
hours contracted by purchaser, the postsecondary system toward which the hours will be applied, and the assumption of a 
contractual obligation by the Board to provide for a specified number of semester credit hours of undergraduate instruction. 
Contracts for dormitory residence must include the number of semesters of residence contracted by purchaser and the 
assumption of a contractual obligation by the Board to provide specified number of semester of dormitory residence. Provides 
that contracts must include terms and conditions under which contract may be terminated, name of person entitled to any 
refund, and amount of refund, if any due that person. Provides that refund may not exceed amount paid into Fund by 
purchaser except under specified circumstances. Requires the Board to make advance payment contracts available for 
independent plans to be known as the community college plan, the university plan, and the dormitory residence plan. 
Contract under community college plan and university plan must provide prepaid registration fees for a specified number of 
undergraduate semester credit hours, not to exceed the average number of hours required for degree. Cost of plan is based 
primarily on average current and projected registration fees and number of years expected to elapse between purchased of 
plan and exercise of benefits. Provides that each qualified beneficiary must be classified as a resident for tuition purposes 
regardless of actual legal residence. Allows conversion between plans. Contract for dormitory residence provides prepaid 
housing fees for a maximum of 10 semesters of full-time undergraduate study in a state university. Plans must be purchased 
in increments of two semesters. Permits university to specify residence halls eligible for inclusion in plan and gives qualified 
beneficiaries highest priority in assignment of housing in residence halls. Permits use of plan toward any eligible independent 
college or university as defined in Act. Provides that Act does not promise or guarantee that qualified beneficiary will be 
admitted to any or any particular state postsecondary institution, will be allowed to continue enrollment after admission, or will 
be graduated from institution. 

North Carolina Prepaid Tuition Scholarship Program. Established Scholarship Program to provide economically 
disadvantaged youth with prepaid postsecondary tuition scholarships. Provides that direct-support organization established 
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by Act will administer program with assistance and cooperation of school districts to provide an incentive for disadvantaged 
youth to improve school attendance and academic performance, involve the private sector through funding matches, and 
purchase scholarships for students who meet requirements.

H 1008. ADULT LITERACY FUNDS. TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY COLLEGES TO 
SUPPORT ADULT LITERACY PROGRAMS. Appropriates $5,000,000 for 1995-96 from General Fund to Dep't of Community 
Colleges as title indicates. Allocates $1,800,000 for volunteer and community-based organizations as follows: (1) $1,525,000 
to provide stable funding base to such organizations; (2) $200,000 for staff development and training to be coordinated by NC 
Literacy Resource Center, and (3) $75,000 for technical assistance to counties not served by such organizations, to be 
coordinated by NC Literacy Resource Center. Allocates $1,200,000 for use by Dep't for software development and computer 
equipment for volunteer and community-based organizations and to expand Literacy Education Information System. Provides 
that appropriation is to supplement, not to supplant, federal Adult Education Act funds. Effective July 1, 1995.

H 1009. SEAT BELTS ON NEW SCHOOL BUSES. TO REQUIRE ALL SCHOOL BUSES AND SCHOOL ACTIVITY BUSES 
PURCHASED AFTER JULY 1, 1995, TO BE EQUIPPED WITH SEAT BELTS AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO EQUIP 
NEW SCHOOL BUSES WITH SEAT BELTS. As title indicates. Appropriates $986,000 for 1995-96 and $986,000 for 1996-97 
to State Board of Education to implement Act. Effective July 1, 1995.

H 1010. RESPIRATORY CARE PRACTICE ACT. TO ESTABLISH THE RESPIRATORY CARE PRACTICE ACT. Adds new 
Art. 31, the Respiratory Care Practice Act, to G.S. Ch. 90, establishing mandatory licensure of persons who engage in . 
respiratory care. Provides that after Oct. 1, 1996, unlicensed person who engages in practice of respiratory care or related 
acts is guilty of a Class 1 misdemeanor. 

Creates the North Carolina Respiratory Care Advisory Council of the State Board of Medical Examiners. Provides that 
Council consists of seven members: four respiratory care practitioners, two physicians, and one member representing the 
public at large. Provides that Governor appoints the public member and the General Assembly other members, upon 
recommendation of the President Pro Tem. and Speaker (each recommending one physician and two practitioners). 
Requires initial appointments to Council no later than Oct. 1, 1995, and amends GS 120-123 to prohibit members of the 
General Assembly from serving on Council. 

Lists powers and duties of Council including determining qualifications and fitness of applicants for licenses, adopting of 
a code of ethics, disciplining persons licensed under Act, setting fees, establishing continuing education requirements, and 
arranging for administration of examination for licensure . Requires each applicant to submit application, fees, and written 
evidence of completion of education program to Council and to pass entry-level examination given by the National Board for 
Respiratory Care, Inc. Authorizes Council to issue a license to applicant who has passed entry-level examination as of Oct. 
1, 1995, if applicant submits application before Oct. 1, 1997. Permits Council to grant temporary license valid until Oct. 1, 
1995, to applicant who has not passed exam but who is performing duties of practitioner in NC. Permits licensure by 
reciprocity and granting of provisional licenses under specified circumstances. Provides that license shall be renewed by 
Council upon payment of renewal fee if applicant is not in violation of Act and has fulfilled continuing education requirements. 
Lists reasons why Council may deny, refuse to renew, suspend, revoke, or impose conditions on license; allows such action 
after hearing. Requires Council to set fee for initial application of not more than of $25, examination or reexamination of not 
more than $150, issue of license of nor more than $100, renewal of license of not more than $50, late renewal of not more 
than additional late fee of $50, for license with a provisional or temporary endorsement of not more than $35. 


Lists persons and practices not affected by Act. Provides that Act shall not be construed to required direct third-party 
reimbursements to persons licensed under Act.

S 26. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes reporting 
date to December 1, 1996, and bill's effective date to September 1, 1995. 


S 51. REMOVE DANGEROUS STUDENTS FROM SCH. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Makes clear that 


local board of education may contract for the provision of services to students with special needs who are suspended under 
bill. 


S 81. UCC AMENDMENTS. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends ‘1st edition. Amendment #1 makes technical corrections. 
Amendment #2 deletes provision in proposed GS 25-3-311 that allows a person to assert a claim that otherwise would have 
been extinguished by tender an instrument in full satisfaction of the claim if the person tenders the amount of the instrument 
to the person against whom the claim is made within 90 days after payment of the instrument. 


S 127. DOMESTIC ABUSE DISABLED/ELDER ADULTS. Intro. 2/1/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Complete rewrites the original bill. The bill now defines three new criminal offenses: abuse of disabled or elder adult, neglect 
of disabled or elder adult, and exploitation of disabled or elder adult. Elements of these offenses and punishment classes are 
as follows. 

Abuse. Caretaker of disabled/elder adult residing in domestic setting is guilty of abuse if the caretaker with malice 
aforethought, knowingly, and willfully (1) assaults, (2) fails to provide medical or hygienic care, or (3) confines or restrains the 
disabled or elder adult in place or under condition that is cruel or unsafe and as result of such acts disabled/elder adult suffers 
mental or physical injury. Violation is Class F felony if disabled/elder adult suffers serious injury; if injury is not serious, 
violation is Class H felony. Compliance by caretaker with Right to Natural Death Act does not constitute violation. 

Neglect. Caretaker of disabled/elder adult residing in domestic setting is guilty of neglect if caretaker wantonly, 
recklessly or with gross carelessness (1) fails to provide medical or hygienic care, or (2) confines or restrains the disabled or 
elder adult in place or under condition that is cruel or unsafe and as result of such acts disabled/elder adult suffers mental or 
physical injury. Violation is Class G felony if disabled/elder adult suffers serious injury; if injury is not serious, violation is 
Class | felony. 

Exploitation. Caretaker of disabled/elder adult residing in domestic setting is guilty of exploitation if caretaker knowingly, 
willfully, and with intent to permanently deprive owner of property or money (1) makes false representation, (2) abuses 
position of trust or fiduciary duty, or (3) coerces, commands, or threatens and as result disabled/elder adult gives or loses 


possession and control of money or property. Violation is Class H felony if property has value of more than $2,000; otherwise, 
violation is Class 1 misdemeanor. 


Contains definitions of key terms. 
Effective December 1, 1995; applies to offenses committed on or after that date. 
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S 130. INCREASE FIRE/RESCUE SQUAD BENEFITS. Intro. 2/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds amendment to GS 58-86-30, changing reference to NC Association of Rescue Squads to NC Association of Rescue 
and Emergency Medical Services and specifically adding members of emergency medical services squads to definition of 
"eligible rescue squad worker"; changes bill title to incorporate this addition. 


S 290. 1995 RETIREMENT BENEFITS ACT. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Modifies new 
GS 135-5(b16) and 128-27(b15), with respect to persons who retire between ages 50 and 60, with between 20 and 30 years 
of service, to provide that one method of computing early retirement allowance, for persons whose creditable service 
commenced before July 1, 1994, is the service retirement allowance equal to the actuarial equivalent of allowance payable at 
age of 60 as computed for person retiring between age of 60 and 65 before completing 25 years of service. Adds 
amendment to GS 135-5(m) to update cross references for computing retirement allowances. Adds amendment to GS 143- 
166.60(d) (insurance benefits plan for law enforcement officers), effective October 1, 1995, to delete requirement that plan 
include accident and sickness disability benefit and to increase maximum group life insurance benefit from $5,000 to $6,000; 
and changes bill title to incorporate this amendment. 


S 295. SMOKE DETECTORS IN RENTAL PROPERTY. Intro. 3/2/95. House committee substitute replaces 3rd edition. Third 
edition provided that tenant was to monitor condition of smoke detector and replace it if necessary, with landlord reimbursing 
tenant. Committee substitute provides instead that tenant is to notify landlord if smoke detector needs replacement or repairs 
and it is up to landlord to do so. Also requires landlord to put new batteries in detector at beginning of tenancy, with tenant 
replacing as necessary; permits parties to modify this requirement by written agreement. 


S 447. ELIMINATE BOARD SELF-APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 3/21/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Original bill prohibited 


appointment of board members "to public office." Amendment changes the prohibition to cover only "any public board or 
commission." Amends title accordingly. 


S 503. COMMERCIAL LICENSE, FARM WORKER. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Rewrites and reorganizes substantive provisions, making technical and clarifying changes. 

Requires employer (was, driver) to complete application and to verify that employer has financial responsibility for 
vehicles used. Adds to list of acts or convictions that disqualify an applicant from licensure the refusal to take a chemical test 
when charged with an implied consent offense. Sets $10 fee for seasonal license. Prohibits Div'n of Motor Vehicles from 
waiving written test requirement of applicants. Appropriates from the Highway Fund to the Div'n of Motor Vehicles $80,000 
for fiscal 1995-96 to implement act. Appropriation is effective July 1, 1995; rest of bill Jan. 1, 1996. 


S 559. HOUSING AUTHORITY CHANGES. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Modifies new GS 
90-95(e)(10) by removing original provision which limited offense to persons 21 and older. Adds provision amending GS 14- 
159.12(a), to make entering or remaining on housing authority property in violation of rules adopted by housing authority 


pursuant to this act, first degree trespass. Makes trespass provision effective December 1, 1995, and amends bill title to 
incorporate reference to trespass provision. 


S 590. 1995 TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS. Intro. 4/5/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes additional 
technical corrections. 


S 591. INSURANCE LICENSES/CONTINUING ED. Intro. 4/5/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Replaces 
original bill with AN ACT TO ESTABLISH A LICENSE FOR CUSTOMER SERVICE REPRESENTATIVES, TO ESTABLISH A 
TEMPORARY LICENSE, AND TO MAKE CONFORMING CHANGES TO THE LAW THAT GOVERNS THE LICENSING AND 
CONTINUING EDUCATION REQUIREMENTS OF INSURANCE AGENTS AND BROKERS. Does not include changes to GS 
58-33-130 proposed by original bill. Adds amendment to GS 58-33-65, to permit temporary license to person performing 
limited administrative duties under supervision of licensed agent or broker; and to provide to no temporary license will be 
effective more than 90 days (now, 90 days in any 12 month period), with no possibility of renewal. Amends GS Chapter 58, 
Article 33 (licensing of agents and others) generally to include customer service representatives within its provisions. Defines 
customer service representatives as persons license to negotiate policies and underwrite applications under supervision of 
licensed agent or broker but who does not solicit policies outside agent's or broker's office. Sets our requirements applicants 


for such license must meet, including education and examination. Sets fees for such licensing. Limits amount of continuing 
education required for such licensees to six credit hours per year. 


S 612. BUSINESS BUILDING CODE COMPLIANCE. Intro. 4/10/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Title 
now reads TO REQUIRE THE BUILDING CODE COUNCIL TO ADOPT ALTERNATIVE SAFETY SYSTEMS FOR 
BUILDINGS BUILT PRIOR TO 1953. Amends GS 143-138(j) to require Building Code Council to adopt rules to allow a 


business occupancy building built before 1953 to have a single exit so long as it complies with the building code by December 
31, 2006.

S 643. SEWER SYSTEM MORATORIUM NOTICE. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces substantive 
provisions of original bill. Now amends GS 143-215.67 to provide that current prohibition against discharging wastes or air 
contaminants to waste-disposal system or air-cleaning device in excess of system capacity does not prohibit discharge to a 
treatment works operated by public utility or local government in excess of capacity of the plan by any person holding a valid 
building permit issued before notice of moratorium on additional waste discharge. Authorizes Environmental Management 
Comm'n, upon 45-day notice, to issue moratorium on addition discharge to any treatment works not capable of handling 
more. Requires public utility or local government operating treatment works to give newspaper notice of moratorium on 
discharge of additional waste ; within 15 days of receiving moratorium notice from EMC. Effective October 1, 1995. 


S 687. IMPROVEMENT PERMITS/SEWAGE SYSTEMS. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends provisions regarding wastewater collection, treatment and disposal to require the Commission for Health Services 
and the local board of health to promulgate rules for construction requirements that include pretreatment and system control 
requirements, standards for operation maintenance, monitoring, reporting and ownership requirements for each classification. 
Includes authorization for wastewater system construction to permitting provisions. Requires a preconstruction conference 
with the owner or developer, or an agent of the owner or developer, and a representative of the local health department for 
any authorization for wastewater system construction issued with an improvement permit under GS 130-336 when the 
authorization is greater than five years old. Clarifies that improvement permit requirements under GS 130A-336(a) do not 
apply to manufactured residences exhibited for sale or stored for later sale that are intended to be located at another site after 
sale. Provides that authorization for wastewater system construction is valid for five years and can be issued simultaneously 
with the improvement permit. Deletes requirement that the Department of Environment, Health and Natural Resources review 
and approve wastewater systems for industrial process wastewater prior to issuance of the improvement permit. Reinstates 
requirement that authorization for wastewater system construction is required for connection of a manufactured home to an 
existing system with a valid operation permit. Changes effective date to October 1, 1995, and applies to all improvement 
permits and authorizations to construct issued on or after that date. 


S 728. SUBSTANCE ABUSE CHANGES. Intro. 4/17/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Corrects typographical error. 


S 737. ELECTRONIC BENEFITS TRANSFER. Intro. 4/17/95. Senate committee substitute replaces ist edition. Technical 
changes only. 


S 798. SANITARY DISTRICT SERVICES. Intro. 4/24/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds 7/1/97 sunset to provisions 
of bill permitting sanitary districts to provide law enforcement services. 


S 858. CLARIFY PRINCIPALS' TENURE. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes provision 
that permitted school administrators’ contracts to be for a term as short as one year. Clarifies that contracts may be renewed 
as well as extended and that superintendent may not refuse to recommend renewal or extension for specified improper 
reasons. Changes date by which administrator must be informed of a refusal to contract from May 15 to June 1. Deletes 
provision that made procedures of Peer Review Committee under GS 115C-325 inapplicable to administrators. Deletes 


language making provisions concerning offers of new or extended contracts inapplicable before July 1, 1995. Makes 
technical changes. 


S 873. REZONING NOTICE ALTERNATIVES. Intro. 4/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Rewrites GS 
160A-384 and 153A-343, limiting special notice provisions to zoning map amendments and providing that notice is 
specifically of the hearing on the amendment. Provides that if amendment directly affects more than 50 properties owned by 
at least 50 different owners city may choose to provide notice through three weeks publication. Exempts from section 
altogether zoning map adoptions that initially zone property added to territorial coverage of zoning ordinance. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 7. ST. BD. OF EDUC. AUTHORITY. Intro. 1/26/95. Conference report modifies 3d edition to reconcile matters in 
controversy. Deletes new GS 115C-1.1 describing the roles of the Governor, the State Board of Education, and the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, but retains language concerning role of superintendent, moving it to GS 115C-19. 


Changes from May 1, 1995 to June 1, 1995 the date by which State Board is to report on the need for additional changes 
necessary to implement act. 


H 12. LEGISLATIVE TERM LIMITS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Extends proposed term 
limit from four to six consecutive terms in a house and amends title accordingly. 
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H 13. CONGRESSIONAL TERM LIMITS. Intro. 1/26/95. House committee substitute amends ist edition. Restricts access to 
ballot of US House members who have served six (was, four) consecutive terms. Amends title accordingly. 


H 106. SPEAKER & PRO TEM. TERM LIMITS. Intro. 2/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds a 
proposed constitutional amendment providing that no person may serve as President Pro Tem. of the Senate in more than 
two consecutive sessions. Service during any part of an odd-numbered year constitutes service for this purpose. Amends title 
accordingly. 


H 142. TAX LAW TECHNICAL CHANGES. Intro. 2/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Completely 
replaces original bill with new bill TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES RELATING TO THE REPEAL OF THE INTANGIBLES 
TAX AND TO OTHER TAX LAWS. As title indicates. 


H 210. CAREER TEACHER DISMISSALS. Intro. 2/16/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Restores provisions of current 
law providing for Professional Review Committees. 


H 220. OUTDOOR ADVERT./JUST COMPENSATION. Intro. 2/20/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Adds provision 
permitting owner to agree to allowing continuation of advertising for specified period, in lieu of cash compensation. Redefines 
outdoor advertising, which is protected by bill, as any outdoor sign, display, etc., visible from traveled way of street or road, 
and not just billboards. Excludes from bill local governments in which amortization period for sign ordinance was included in 
ordinance adopted on or before Oct. 1, 1988. Makes act effective October 1, 1995. 


H 243. RR TRESPASSING/CROSSING SAFETY. Intro. 2/22/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Limits application of new 
GS 14-159.3 (trespassing on railroad rights-of-way) to incorporated areas within cities with population of 10,000 or more. 
Exempts land surveyors entirely from new GS 14-159.3 (originally, surveyors exempted only if have given notice to railroad). 
Modifies proposed amendment to GS 20-142.1, so that punishment is penalty up to $100, rather than $100 in all cases. 


H 269. EQUIT. DISTRIB./SANCTION DELAY. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides that 
delay consented to by the parties is not grounds for sanctions. 


H 270. ALIMONY CHANGES. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Removes provisions 
permitting a motion for postseparation support in actions under GS. Ch.'s 50A (child custody), 50B (domestic violence), 51 
(marriage), and 110, art. 9 (child custody). Removes provisions allowing a motion for alimony in actions under GS Ch.'s 50A, 
50B, and 110, art. 9. 

Allows judge at hearing on postseparation support to consider marital misconduct by dependent spouse (was, repeated 
acts of illicit sexual behavior or excessive use of alcohol or drugs). Adds provision prohibiting the award of alimony to 
dependent spouse who engaged in repeated acts of illicit sexual behavior. Deletes provision requiring proof of cohabitation 


by clear, cogent, and convincing evidence when cohabitation is basis for modification of order awarding postseparation 
support or alimony. 


Makes technical changes and amends title. 


H 271. PILOT MEDIATION/EQUITABLE DIST. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends title 
to delete references to recommendation of LRC study committee on family issues. Limits pilot program to not more than four 
judicial districts selected by Director of AOC. Elaborates conditions under which mediations may take place. Removes 


requirement that any mediator be qualified as a notary. Adds provisions concerning admissibility of statements and conduct 
during mediation, should mediation fail. 


H 272. ALLOW INTERIM DISTRIBUTION AWARDS. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Retitles bills as TO ALOW PARTIAL DISTRIBUTION AWARDS FRIOR TO FINAL JUDGMENT IN EQUITABLE 
DISTRIBUTION CASES and rewrites GS 50-20(i1) to permit court, before final judgment of equitable distribution, to enter 


orders declaring what is separate property and dividing part of marital property between parties; permits partial distribution to 
provide for distributive award. 


H 340. DRUG TEST/UNEMP. BENEFITS. Intro. 3/2/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Makes technical changes only. 


H 376. 1995 RETIREMENT BENEFITS ACT. Intro. 3/7/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Modifies new 
GS 135-5(b16) and 128-27(b15), with respect to persons who retire between ages 50 and 60, with between 20 and 30 years 
of service, to provide that one method of computing early retirement allowance, for persons whose creditable service 
commenced before July 1, 1994, is the service retirement allowance equal to the actuarial equivalent of allowance payable at 
age of 60 as computed for person retiring between age of 60 and 65 before completing 25 years of service. Reduces 
proposed employer contribution rates for Teachers and State Employees to 10.83% (originally 10.96%) and State Law 
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Enforcement Officers to 15.83% (originally 15.96%). Adds amendment to GS 143-166.60(d) (insurance benefits plan for law

corporate or partnership name that duplicates that of another business corporation, nonprofit corporation, limited liability 
company, or limited partnership.

Requires applicants to pass course of study with at least 500 hours of supervised instruction and to pass examination 
Permits waiver of educational requirement, but not exam requirement, for first two years program in operation, for persons 


with at least 500 hours of experience in bodywork therapies in NC. Sets out rules for disciplining licensees. Effective

Adds new section to require the Environmental Management Commission to adopt rules to establish a risk-based 
approach for the assessment, prioritization, and cleanup of discharges and releases from petroleum underground storage 
tanks. Authorizes the Commission to require an owner or operator or a landowner eligible for reimbursement to determine the 
degree of risk to human health and the environment that is posed by a discharge or release from petroleum underground 
storage tanks. Provides that if the Commission concludes that no cleanup or further action is required, the Department of 
Environment, Health and Natural Resources will not pay for or reimburse any costs from either the Commercial or 
Noncommercial Fund, other than that reasonable and necessary to conduct the risk assessment unless: (1) cleanup is 
ordered or damages awarded in a finally adjudicated judgment; (2) cleanup is required or damages agreed to in a consent 
judgment approved by the Department; (3) cleanup is required or damages agreed to in a settlement approved by the 
Department; (4) payment of reimbursement is for costs incurred prior to or as a result of notification of a determination by the 
Commission that no cleanup, no further cleanup or no action is required; or (5) payment or reimbursement is for costs that 
were incurred as a result of a later determination by the Commission that the discharge or release posses a threat to human 
health or the environment. . 

Requires the owner or operator of each petroleum commercial underground storage tank to annually obtain an operating 
permit from the Department for the facility where the tank is located. Limits liability for display of an unexpired operating 
permit certificate to the owner or operator, unless another person knows or has reason to know that the owner or operator 
does not hold a currently valid operating permit for the facility. Permits an owner or operator to challenge a decision to deny 
or revoke a permit by filing a contested action. 

Provides for a civil penalty of not more than $10,000 per day, not to exceed $200,000, for violations of the act. 
Authorizes the Department to seek injunctive relief in appropriate cases. 

Provides for criminal penalties for negligent violations of $15,000 per day, not to exceed $200,000 for each 30 day 
period, and $100,000 per day for knowing and willful violations, not to exceed $500,000 for each 30 day period. Provides that 
consent by the person endangered is an affirmative defense. Prohibits state criminal actions against a person who has been 
previously convicted of a federal violation based on the same set of facts. 

Requires that the Commercial Fund be used to pay the cost of cleanup of environmental damage in excess of the 
multiple discharge amount up to the applicable aggregate maximum in the event two or more discharges or releases at any 
one facility, the first of which was discovered or reported on or after June 30, 1988 result in more than one plume of soil, 
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surface water, or groundwater contamination. Provides that the Department will pay 80% of costs in excess of $1,000,000 up 
to a maximum of $1,500,000 upon proof that the owner, operator, or landowner paid at least 20%. Prohibits using the 
Commercial and Noncommercial Funds for costs paid or reimbursed by or from any other source. 

Authorizes the Department to waive late penalties under certain proscribed situations. Authorizes the Department to 
contract for services necessary to evaluate any claim for reimbursement or compensation. 

Prohibits the Commission from requiring collection or removal of a discharge or restoration of an affected area if the 
person having control over oil and other hazardous materials discharged in violation of the act complies with rules governing 
the collection and removal of a discharge and the restoration of an affected area adopted by the Commission.

S 1038. ANIMAL WELFARE REVISIONS. TO CLARIFY JURISDICTIONAL AUTHORITY FOR ENFORCEMENT OF THE 
WELFARE AND CONTROL LAWS, TO ESTABLISH THE ANIMAL WELFARE DIVISION WITHIN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICULTURE, TO CREATE AN ANIMAL WELFARE ACT ENFORCEMENT FUND, TO REDUCE COSTS OF ANIMAL 
CONTROL BY REQUIRING CITIES AND COUNTIES TO CHARGE A LOWER ANIMAL TAX ON PETS THAT HAVE BEEN 
SPAYED OR NEUTERED, TO PROVIDE FOR LOCAL PROGRAMS FOR THE SPAYING AND NEUTERING OF ANIMALS, 
AND TO ESTABLISH A PET FUND WITHIN THE NEWLY CREATED ANIMAL WELFARE DIVISION TO PROVIDE 
ASSISTANCE TO THESE PROGRAMS. As title indicates. Authorizes the Board of Agriculture to require licensees to keep 
records of the identity, confinement, and disposition of animals and to require licensees and holders of certificates to submit 
records on a periodic basis. Authorizes the Director of the Animal Welfare Division of the Department of Agriculture to bring 
civil action to enforce the provisions of the act if corrections are not made in the time periods specified in the act. 

Provides that the killing of a dog by any means other than euthanasia, except in an emergency, constitutes a Class 3 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not less than $100 and not more than $200. Requires all license fees collected and the 
75 cents fee on rabies vaccination tags, links and rivets to be deposited in the Animal Welfare Act Enforcement Fund. 
Increases the fee for any dog over six months that has not been spayed or neutered by January 1, 1997 to four times the 
annual license tax . Prohibits veterinarians participating in a voucher system or local government clinics from charging more 
than 80% of the average fee charged by veterinarians in the local jurisdiction for spaying or neutering. Permits an owner of 
five or more dogs to register annually with the Animal Welfare Division as a "registered dog owner" for a $25 fee, and be 
taxed as if that owner's dogs were spayed or neutered. 

Makes the provisions concerning the duration of impoundment and method of disposal of animals applicable to animals 
wearing the required vaccination tag or identification tag when taken into custody .

S 1039. LIMIT CAMPAIGN EXPENDITURES. TO PROVIDE INCENTIVES FOR CANDIDATES FOR THE GENERAL. 
ASSEMBLY TO LIMIT THEIR CAMPAIGN EXPENDITURES. Adds new Article 22D ("North Carolina Fair Campaign Act") to 
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GS Chapter 163. Generally, sets up a system whereby candidates for the General Assembly may opt to limit spending 
voluntarily in exchange for benefits. 

The agreement to limit spending. Participating candidates would agree to limit expenditures to no more than 50 cents 
per voter (calculated as the average number of voters to vote in the last two contested elections—or primaries, as 
appropriate—for that seat). Candidates could participate for the first primary only, or for the second primary (if any) only, or 
for the general election only, or for any two or for all three. Unaffiliated and write-in candidates would also be eligible. The 
State Board of Elections would accept applications from candidates and certify their eligibility to participate. The state board 
would conduct regular audits of campaign accounts to ensure that candidates are abiding by the spending limitation. 
Exceeding the limitation would result in decertification. Expenditures are defined as made at the time the obligation for the 
expenditure is incurred, regardless of when payment is actually delivered. 

The benefits to be gained. A candidate who agrees to limit spending would gain the following benefits: (1) Contributors 
to his campaign would receive an income tax credit equal to 75 percent of the amount of the contribution, up to a maximum 
credit of $100. (2) The maximum contribution that a candidate could receive from any individual contributor or political 
committee would be $2,000, rather than $500 for other candidates, as provided in the bill. And (3) the candidate's name 
would be conspicuously designated on the ballot as a participant in voluntary spending limitations. Bill specifies 
consequences to tax payers if formerly certified candidate voluntarily withdraws from participation during an election or is 
decertified by the state board. 

-Bill makes conforming changes to state income tax law by adding new GS 105-151.25 and to the campaign finance 
laws by amending GS 163-278.13 to reduce the maximum contribution limit for General Assembly candidates not participating 
in this voluntary limitation of spending from the current $4,000 per election to $500.

S 1040. POSITIVE CAMPAIGNS. TO ESTABLISH NORTH CAROLINIANS FOR POSITIVE CAMPAIGNS AND MAKE 
RELATED CHANGES. Adds new Article 22D ("North Carolinians for Positive Campaigns") to GS Ch. 163 creating North 
Carolinians for Positive Campaigns (NCPC), a not-for-profit corporation, and creating a Fund of North Carolinians for Positive 
Campaigns. Candidates who agreed to limit campaign spending according to rules set out in the bill and who agreed to be 
bound by a “standard of conduct" for campaigns would be entitled to the benefits of media services (and media time 
purchases) by NCPC. For 1996 and 2000, only candidates for Governor and Lt. Governor would be eligible to participate. 
After 2000, NCPC may seek authority to expand to other offices. 

What candidates would agree to. (1) Candidates for Governor would agree to limit campaign spending to approximately 
$1 per vote in the last election—general election or primary, as appropriate—and candidates for Lt. Governor would agree to 
a limit of 50 cents. The State Board of Elections would be authorized to raise the spending limit to account for such factors 
as growth of population. Expenditures are defined as made at the time the obligation for the expenditure is incurred, 
regardless of when payment is actually delivered. (2) Candidates would agree to limit contributions from any individual to a 
maximum of $2,000 and would agree to donate or lend no more than $30,000 to their campaigns themselves. (3) 
Candidates would agree to be bound by the following moral pledge: "I will neither engage in or condone advertising or public 
statement that personally attacks my opponent. If such is promulgated by my supporters, | will promptly and publicly disavow 
it." Bill sets up consequences for withdrawal from participation and for violations of spending limits 

What candidates would receive. (1) NCPC would purchase media time for broadcast and telecast of advertisements on 
behalf of participating candidates at no cost to the candidates. The advertisements would be follow formats set up by NCPC, 
built around one-minute considerations of specific issues. The candidates would be responsible for the content of their 
statement on the issue, but would be required neither to mention the opponent nor make any critical reference to the 
opponent or supporters of the opponent. The bill sets up standards for when and how the media expenditures are to be 
made. (2) NCPC would sponsor a debate among participating candidates and insure that the debate is carried on network 
television. The bill sets up standards for how the debate is to be structured. 

Administration. NCPC is to be governed by a board of directors appointed (three members each) by the majority and 
minority leaders in the House and Senate for four-year staggered terms. Bill sets out rules for eligibility for service on the 
board. Provides for employment of an Executive Director. Candidates wishing to participate must submit required 
documentation to the State Board of Elections, which, if the candidate has met all requirements (including indicia of meeting 
minimal thresholds of support, as set out in the bill), shall designate the candidate as qualified for NCPC benefits. NCPC may 
receive appropriations form the General Assembly, funds from other sources, and funds from the North Carolina Candidates 
Financing Fund. Bill sets out rules for NCPC spending schedules. 

Other provisions. (1) Bill amends GS 163-278.13 to lower campaign contributions for elections from $4,000 per donor 
per election to $1,000, except for NCPC candidates, as to whom the limit is $2,000. (2) Bill eliminates the exemption from 
campaign contribution limitations that now apply to political party executive committees. And (3) bill sets out procedures for 


taxpayers to designate part of tax liability to Fund of North Carolinians for Positive Campaigns.

Sets three minimum streamflows, as 
follows: (1) for dams where small power producer was, before Jan. 1, 1995, licensed by Federal Energy Regulatory Comm'n 
or granted certificate from Utilities Commission, minimum is lesser of (a) minimum average flow for period of seven 
consecutive days that would have an average occurrence of once in 10 years in absence of dam or (b) 10% of average 
annual flow of stream in absence of dam; (2) for other qualifying dams, the greater of those two standards; and (3) as 
exception to the first two standards, for any dam that diverts water from 2,500 feet or more of natural streambed on which six 
or more dams operated by small power producers were located on Jan. 1, 1995, 28 cubic feet per second.

S 1093. GUILTY BUT MENTALLY ILL. TO REPEAL THE DEFENSE OF GUILTY BY REASON OF INSANITY AND TO 
ESTABLISH THE SENTENCE OF GUILTY BUT MENTALLY ILL. Adds new GS Ch. 14, Art. 14, concerning the insanity 
defense in criminal cases. Provides that it is a defense to a criminal charge that the defendant, as result of mental disease or 
defect, did not know the nature and quality of the act or that the act was wrong. Creates a rebuttable presumption of sanity. 
Requires the jury to return a verdict of "guilty but mentally ill" (as opposed to not guilty upon successful ascertion of insanity 
defense ) upon finding that a defendant was aware of the nature and quality of his act and that the act was wrong, but lacked, 
as a result of mental disease or defect, substantial capacity to conform his or her conduct to the requirements of the law. 
Excludes abnormalities manifested only by repeated criminal or otherwise antisocial conduct from the definition of "mental 
disease or defect." Provides that a person found guilty but mentally ill must be sentenced pursuant to the Structured 
Sentencing Act. Deletes GS 15A-959(c) which now provides for a pretrial determination of insanity and permits the court to 
dismiss the charges, with prejudice, upon finding that the defendant has a valid insanity defense. 

Adds new GS Ch. 14, Art. 79, concerning sentencing and incarceration of defendants found guilty but mentally ill. 
Provides that upon such a verdict, the judge shall impose sentence under the Structured Sentencing Act. If a prison term is 
imposed, the judge shall determine whether the defendant currently present suffers from a recognized mental disease or 
defect, in which case initial commitment must be to a residential State mental health facility. Provides for presentencing 
psychiatric evaluation of the defendant unless the judge is satisfied from evidence at trial that defendants suffers from a 
recognized mental disease or defect. Provides for release pending evaluation under certain circumstances. If, after 
commitment to a mental health facility, the defendant is found to be no longer suffering from mental disease or defect, he may 
not be released from the facility or released on probation until he has served the minimum sentence for the offense. Provides 
for hearing to determine whether defendant will be released, released on probation, or transferred to Dep't of Correction. If 
defendant is still confined to mental health facility fifteen days before end of term of imprisonment, chief of medical services of 
the facility must notify clerk of court of defendant's impending release and a hearing must be held on whether defendant 
should be involuntarily committed.

Prohibits guarantee of equity investments to persons who previously held such investments or previoously participated in 
business's management; or guarantees to relatives of current stockholders, officers, directors, or managers. Limits size of 
loan or guaranteed loan to $500,000 and requires loan proceeds to be used to perform government contract or contract with 
regulated utility. 

Authorizes the Authority to guarantee a surety for losses incurred under bid bonds, payment bonds, or performance 
bonds, or to execute such bonds itself. Limits guarantees to the lesser of 90% of losses or $900,000, and limits direct 
bonding by the Authority to $250,000 (except no limit if bond is funded by grants). Applies to contracts in which a majority of 
the funding is provided by federal government, a state government, a local government, or a utility regulated by NC Utilities 
Comm'n. 

To qualify for assistance under either program, a business must meet all of the following requirements: (1) must be small 
business entity with assets, income, or employees that do not exceed limits set by Authority; (2) must be an individual, or 
controlled by individuals, of good moral character; (3) must have reputation for financial responsibility; (3) must be resident of 
NC or incorporated in NC and have its principal place of business in NC; and (4) must be unable to obtain adequate bonding 
on reasonable terms through authorized surety company. To obtain a bond, the business must certify that (1) a bond is 
required for it to bid on the contract or serve as a subcontractor, (2) it cannot obtain a bond on reasonable terms without 
assistance, and (3) it will not subcontract more than 75% of the contract. To provide assistance, the Authority must determine 
that the contract for which a bond is sought has a substantial economic impact. Spells out application procedures. 

Establishes the Authority with nine members: two appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Speaker, two 
appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of President Pro Tem., two appointed by Governor, Sec'y of 
Administration (or designee), Sec'y of Commerce (or designee), and Comm'r of Insurance (or designee). Appointed members 
serve staggered four-year terms and serve without pay but are entitled to per diem and expenses provided for State officers 
and employees generally. 

Creates the Small Business Surety Bond Fund as a special, nonreverting revenue fund. Credits to the Fund any funds 
appropriated to it, funds withheld from the contract payment in an amount determined by the Authority, any premiums or other 
monies received with respect to bonding assistance, proceeds from disposition of Authority's property or contracts, and 
Fund's investment income. Provides that total amount of guarantees and bonds executed may not exceed 90% of money held 
in the Fund; that Authority may not pledge any other money for payment of a loss or bond; and that no action by Authority will 
pledge the taxing power or faith and credit of the State. 

Appropriates from General Fund to Dep't of Administration $500,000 for 1995-96 to be deposited in the Fund. Directs

S 15. STREAMLINE STATE EDUCATION AGENCY -2. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title TO FURTHER STREAMLINE THE STATUTES SO AS TO CLARIFY THE CONSTITUTIONAL ROLE OF THE 
STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION. Deletes provisions of previous version. Amends GS 126-5(d) to provide that the State 
Board of Education may designate exempt policymaking positions in the Department of Public Instruction. Requires the State 
Board of Education, in the event of a vacancy in the Office of Governor, to make designation in a letter to the State Personne! 
4 Director, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and the President of the Senate within 120 days after the oath of 
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office is administered to the Governor. Provides that notwithstanding these provisions, the State Board may designate as 
exempt a policymaking position located in the Department of Public Instruction on or after the effective date of the act if the 
designation is made in a letter to the State Personnel Director, the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and the 
President of the Senate within 120 days after the effective date of the act. 


S 26. SCHOOL EXPULSION MODIFIED. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Requires that local school 
board's decision to expel a student must be based on clear and convincing evidence. 


S 81. UCC AMENDMENTS. Intro. 1/30/95. Senate action amends 4th edition to place burden of proof on a bank asserting 
that a customer's negligence contributed to a forgery. 


S 166. REGULATION OF ATTORNEYS-AT-LAW. Intro. 2/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes "administrative 
agency" as body before which one must be a licensed attorney to appear. 


S 174. AERIAL APPLICATION OF PESTICIDES. Intro. 2/9/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition with 
completely new provisions, so bill now amends GS 143-458 to add a provision that an owner or resident of land adjoining any 
land on which pesticide is applied by aerial application may, by payment of a $10 fee, register with the Department of 
Agriculture the owner's or resident's desire to be notified of such aerial applications. The owner or resident must submit the 
names, addresses, and telephone numbers of each person from whom he wants notification. Any person contracting for the 
aerial spraying of pesticides must attempt to notify each owner or resident who has so registered. The North Carolina 


Pesticide Board is to adopt rules to become effective January 1, 1996. This act is effective with respect to aerial applications 
on or after that date. 


S 293. LIQUOR IMPORTER/BOTTLER PERMIT. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes 
only. : 


S 426. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Creates 
the following schedule for public agencies to bear the cost of separating confidential from non-confidential information: state 
agencies, after June 30 1996; municipalities with populations of 10,000 or more or counties with populations of 25,000 or 
more, after June 1997, municipalities with populations of less than 25,000, after June 30, 1998. Provides the following 
schedule for public agencies to create an index of computer databases compiled or created by public agencies: state 
agencies by July 1, 1996; municipalities with populations of 10,000 or more or counties with populations of 25,000 or more by 
July 1, 1997, municipalities with populations of less than 25,000, by July 1, 1998. Provides that the act should not be 
construed to require a public agency to create a computer database that it is not otherwise required to create or create or 
compile a record that does not exist. Permits the agency to negotiate a reasonable charge if it elects to voluntarily create or 
compile a record. 

Provides that geographical information systems’ databases and data files are public records, but a city or county can 
require written agreement that an electronic copy it furnishes may not be resold or otherwise used for trade or commercial 


purposes. Requires the State Information Processing Services to study the implementation of the act and report to the 
General Assembly by March 1, 1997. 


S 484. HABITUAL IMPAIRED DRIVING REVOCATIONS. Intro. 3/27/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical changes only. 


S 501. GRANDPARENT CHILD SUPPORT. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 546. NONBINDING PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Limits the bill to 
Democratic primaries. 


S 649. SWEET POTATO ASSESSMENTS. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Provides in proposed new GS 
106-564.4 that "producer" is defined as a grower of one or more acres of sweet potatoes. 


S 651. IDENTIFY DEAD BODIES. Intro. 4/11/95. House actions amend 1st edition. Amendments make technical changes 
only. 


S 681. GREENSBORO ROOM TAX USE. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 


S 742. THOMAS S. DEATH REVIEW. Intro. 4/17/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes only. 
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S 771. PUBLIC HOSP. CONTRACTOR RECORDS. Intro. 4/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes 
technical and clarifying changes. 


S 843. ANTITRUST REVISIONS. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes provisions repealing GS 75-5, 75- 
6 and 75-7. 


S 858. CLARIFY SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS' CONTRACTS. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition to make act 
effective on July 1, 1995. 


S 940. Charter School Act of 1995-1. Intro. 4/28/95. Senate committee substitute replaces ist edition. Retains many 
provisions of original bill and incorporates several elements of S 941, including stating that purpose of charter school system 
is to provide opportunities for teachers, parents, pupils, and community members to establish and maintain schools that 
operate independently of existing schools. Specifies that a charter school is to operate independently of the local board of 
education except to the extent that the school agrees to be subject to supervision and control of administrative operations. 

Applications. Expands entities permitted to apply for charter school to any person, group of persons, or nonprofit 
corporation. Adds requirement that if applicant seeks to convert a public school to a charter school, application must include 
a statement signed by a majority of teachers and instructional support personnel indicating they favor conversion and 
evidence that a significant number of parents of children enrolled in the school favor conversion. Rewrites list of required 
information in applications, adding student achievement goals, school's governance structure, employee qualifications, 
procedures by which students can be excluded from the charter school and returned to another school in the local school 
unit, the number of students to be served (at least 100) and the number of certified teachers to be employed (at least 3) and a 
compelling reason if the minimum number of students or teachers is not met, and information regarding school facilities. 

Rewrites approval process, but still requires final approval by State Board of Education (SBE). Permits applicant to 
apply to either the local school board or to the SBE for preliminary approval, and requires local board or SBE to act by Feb. 1 
on requests for preliminary approval received before Dec. 1. Requires preliminary approval to be granted if (1) information 
meets requirements in Act or adopted by SBE, (2) applicant has ability to operate school and would be likely to do so in an 
educationally and economically sound manner, and (3) granting application would serve one or more purposes specified in 
Act. 

Permits applicant whose application is not approved by local board to appeal to SBE before Feb. 15. Requires SBE to 
give preliminary approval if it finds local board (1) acted in arbitrary or capricious manner, (2) failed to consider appropriately 
the application, or (3) did not act within time limits. Permits modification and resubmission of unsuccessful applications. 

Requires SBE to grant final approval if it finds (1) application meets requirements of Act or adopted by SBE and (2) 
granting application would achieve one or more purposes listed in Act. Requires SBE to act by March 15 on applications or 
appeals received before Feb. 15. 

Retains limit of no more than 3 charter schools in any local school unit but increases statewide total from 40 to 100. 
Eliminates requirement that applications be approved on first-come, first-serve basis; requires SBE to give priority to 
applications that are most likely to further state educational policies and to strengthen the educational program offered in the 
local school unit. Authorizes SBE to grant charter for up to 5 years (up from 4) and permits renewal on request of the local 
board for periods of up to 5 years. 

Operations. Provides that charter schools are public schools, accountable to the local board of education for purposes 
of ensuring compliance with applicable laws and charter provisions. Requires that charter school be operated by a private 
nonprofit corporation under contract between local school board and applicant and that board of directors decide matters 
related to school's operation. Retains health and safety requirements and nonsectarian provisions. Adds that local board of 
education is not liable for acts or omissions of charter school, but that immunity is waived to the extent of indemnification by 
insurance or under specific statutes in GS Ch. 143. 

Admissions. Deletes list of permissible limits on admission. Prohibits discrimination on the basis of ethnicity, national 
origin, gender, or disability, but allows the "mission of the school as set out in contract" to be a factor in admissions decisions. 
Requires that within one year after operations begin, the population of the school must reasonably reflect the racial and ethnic 
composition of the population within the local school administration unit or of the special population within the unit that the 
school seeks to serve. Provides that GS 15C-366(d)(agreement between school boards for student to enroll in school in 
administrative unit in which student is not domiciled) does apply to students who wish to attend charter school in unit in which 
student does not reside. Provides that charter schools may charge tuition under GS 115C-366.1. 

Instructional program. Adds new requirements that school design programs to meet student performance standards, 
conduct student assessments as required by SBE, and comply with SBE policies relating to education of children with special 
needs (not with special education statutes). Requires school to comply with Art. 27 of GS Ch. 115C (discipline) except that a 


charter school may also exclude a student and return that student to another school in the local school unit in accordance 
with the terms of its contract. 
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Transportation. Provides that charter school, not local school unit, must provide transportation for students who reside 
in the local school unit and may provide transportation for students who reside in different school units. 

Employees. Clarifies that charter school employees are not employees of the local school unit. Authorizes board of 
directors to hire and fire employees. Requires that 75%, not 100%, of teachers in grades kindergarten through eighth, and 
50% in grades nine through 12, hold certificates. Specifies that all laws pertaining to teachers’ and state employees’ 
retirement system and comprehensive major medical plan apply to charter school employees if the school has agreed to a 
requisite level of supervisory control by the local board of education. If the charter school elects to operate independently, its 
employees will not be eligible to participate in the retirement and medical systems.. 

Accountability. Retains audit and reporting requirements. 

Nonrenewal or termination. Deletes procedures for nonrenewal or termination of contracts. Adds material violation of 
any of the conditions, standards, or procedures set forth in the contract to list of reasons for termination or nonrenewal of 
contract. 

Notice. Adds requirement that SBE distribute information about charter school process to each local school unit, public 
postsecondary educational institution, and major newspapers. 

Public and private assistance. Adds provisions authorizing and encouraging local boards of education to provide 
administrative and evaluative support to charter school and to contract to provide transportation and encouraging private 
persons and organizations to provide funding and other assistance to charter schools. 

Effective date. Changes effective date to July 1, 1995. 


S 991. WETLANDS/MITIGATION BANK. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides that 
mitigation or certification of wetland fill less than one acre will not be required. Appropriates $250,000 from the General Fund 
to the Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources for 1995-96 and $2,000,000 for 1996-97 to implement the 
Wetlands Restoration, Enhancement, and Protection Program. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 12. LEGISLATIVE TERM LIMITS. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that terms of office beginning 
before Jan. 1, 1996 must be considered for the purpose of the term limitations except that section does not prohibit person in 
office on that date from either completing that term of office or being elected to term of office beginning Jan. 1, 1997. 


H 13. CONGRESSIONAL TERM LIMITS. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Prohibits person from appearing 
on ballot (except as write-in) at next general election if person had been elected to US House for three consecutive terms 
(original bill, six consecutive terms). Adds provision that term limits’ provisions are effective only if a majority of members of 
US House are covered by legislation either limiting the number of terms they may serve or limiting their access to the ballot 
except as a write-in candidate after a certain number of terms. 


H 68. BEECH MOUNTAIN SMOKE DETECTORS. Intro. 1/31/95. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes 
only. 


H 174. CONFIRMATION. Intro. 2/14/95. House action amends 2nd edition to require the General Assembly to act within 45 


calendar days of the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Representatives receiving notice of the 
nomination. 


H 236. NO INSURANCE SURCHARGE/UP PREMIUM TAX. Intro. 2/21/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Makes technical changes only. 


H 237. ADOPTION RECORDS ACCESS. Intro. 2/22/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition, making the 
following changes: (1) Makes clear that the county department of social services or licensed child-placing agency is to make 
diligent efforts to secure the most complete health history possible from the biological relatives of the adoptee and to provide 
as complete a history as possible to the adoptive parent or parents no later than the finalization of the adoption and to the 
adoptee upon the adoptee's written request. Specifies that an adoptee, a biological relative, or an adoptive parent may 
submit relevant medical information concerning an adoptee or biological relative to the Department of Human Resources. 
Even after finalization of adoption proceedings, health history information may be provided upon written request to the 
adoptee, adoptive parent, or provider of medical services to the adoptee (or other authorized person). If the information 
would tend to identify the subject of the health history, that identifying information is to be disclosed only if it would have a 
substantial bearing on the adoptee's mental or physical health. (2) Provides that the Department of Human Resources is to 
maintain a confidential, mutual consent voluntary adoption registry, the purpose of which is to facilitate voluntary contact 
between mutually consenting adopted persons and their biological mother, biological father (that is, someone who is 
presumed by law to be the biological father, who has been established as biological father by paternity adjudication or 
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affidavit filed with a central DHR registry, who has legitimated the adoptee, or who provided substantial financial support or 
consistent care prior to the adoption), or the adoptee's biological sibling or half-sibling who has reached 18 years of age. 
Specifications for use of registry are set out. Among them: no information may be given out about anyone until that person 
reaches 18; request forms filed with registry must be notarized; and bill specifies information to be included with requests. 
Procedures to be followed by DHR in looking for matches between persons willing to be contacted under the registry (and 
proceeding when matches are made) are set out. Fee for use of the registry is set at a minimum of $35. (3) There is 
appropriated from the General Fund to DHR "funds necessary to establish and maintain the registry for a period not to exceed 
one year" from the effective date of the act, January 1, 1996. 


H 265. SERVICE OF PROCESS. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Rewrites original bill so it 
now provides as follows. Adds new Rule 4(h1) to provide that if a proper officer returns a summons or other process 
unexecuted, the plaintiff or his agent or attorney may cause service to be made by anyone who is not less than 21 years old, 
who is not a party, and who is not related by blood or marriage to a party or to a person on whom service is to be made. 
However, this provision does not apply to executions under Art. 28, GS Ch. 1 or summary ejectment under Art. 3, GS Ch. 42. 
Amends GS 7A-305(d)(6) to provide that fees for personal service by private process server may be recoverable in an 
amount equal to the actual cost of such service or $50.00, whichever is less, unless the court finds that a greater amount is 


appropriate due to the difficulty of service. Applicable to actions that are filed or have not reached final judgment on or after 
Oct: 1,-1995. 


H 461. BLOOD TRANSPORTER MAY USE RED LIGHTS. Intro. 3/13/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Makes technical correction. 


H 481. PARENTAL CONSENT FOR ABORTION. Intro. 3/16/95. House action amends ‘st edition. Provides that parental 
consent requirement is waived if the minor is a victim of rape. ; 


H 490. CORP. ANNUAL REPORTS TO DEP'T OF REV.. Intro. 3/16/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
This version provides that nonprofit corporations must file annual reports with the Secretary of Revenue and specifies 


elements to be included in that report. Specifies that the requirement of annual report filing does not apply to religious 
corporations. 


H 495. INJURY TO LAW ENFORCEMENT ANIMAL. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amends bill to include 
fire investigation animals. 


H 556. JOINT MUNICIPAL POWER AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/27/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Throughout the revised version of the bill, provisions related to the distribution of electric power by municipal power agencies 
and by joint agencies, added by the original bill, are deleted. The original bill's changes to the definitions of "municipality" (to 
include the University of North Carolina) and "project" (to include electric power distribution, control, conservation, 
management, and utilization, as well as generation, transmission and transformation) are deleted. The original bill's repeal of 
GS 159B-6 ("Sale of capacity and output by a municipality") is eliminated. The committee substitute deletes the original bill's 
additions of specification of powers of joint agencies to provide aid and assistance, including making grants and loans, to 
municipalities. Committee substitute leaves in provision of GS 159B-13 (repealed in its entirety by original bill) that joint 
agency may sell or exchange the excess capacity or output of a project not then required by any of its members for such 
consideration and for such period and upon such other terms as may be determined by the parties. Committee substitute 
deletes original bill's changes to GS 159B-25 relating to refunding bonds. Committee substitute adds a requirement that the 


Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee study the question of whether further changes are needed to Chapter 159B and 
report its findings to the 1996 session. 


H 637. PRODUCTS LIABILITY AMENDMENTS. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
provision in original bill concerning standard of care when performing blood-related services. Makes clear that there shall be 
no strict liability in tort in product liability actions. Provides in proposed new GS 99B-5 that no manufacturer or seller of a 
product shall be held liable in any product liability action that asserts a claim based on inadequate warning or instruction 
unless the claimant proves the manufacturer or seller acted unreasonably in failing to provide such warning or instruction, that 
the failure to provide adequate warning or instruction was a proximate cause of the harm for which damages are sought, and 
also proves one of the specified matters set out in the bill. Provides in proposed new GS 99B-6 that no manufacturer or seller 
or a product shall be held liable in any product liability action for the inadequate design or formulation of the product unless 
the claimant proves that at the time of its manufacture the manufacturer unreasonably failed to adopt a safer, practical, 
feasible, and otherwise reasonable alternative design or formulation that could then have been reasonably adopted and 
would have prevented or substantially reduced the risk or harm without substantially impairing the usefulness, practicality, or 
desirability of the product. Sets out factors to consider in determining whether the manufacturer unreasonably failed to adopt 
an alternative design or formulation of a product. Adds severability clause. Provides that act does not apply to product liability

actions for injury to or death of person resulting from exposure to asbestos if that exposure occurred before Oct. 1, 1995. 
Provides that act does not apply to product liability actions for injury to or death of person resulting from any silicone gel 
breast implant implanted before Oct. 1, 1995. Makes act applicable to causes of action arising on or after Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 639. PIEDMONT TRIAD AIRPORT PARKING. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Makes 
two changes: (1) changes effective date to December 1, 1995 (was, August 1) and (2) deletes provision that no state tax is to 
be paid to the state in cases finally disposed of by the payment of civil penalties. 


H 657. CHATHAM OMNIBUS. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition with two primary changes. First, it rewrites 
provisions for election of the school board, specifying residence districts from which the five board members are to be 
elected, in nonpartisan plurality elections. Second, it adds a provision requiring that before the commissioners redefine 
residence districts for commission elections, they must hold a public hearing, advertised in the newspapers. 


H 730. FRIVOLOUS MALPRACTICE ACTIONS. Intro. 4/3/95. House action amends 2nd edition regarding persons who may 
give expert testimony on the standard of care. Provides that if the party against whom or on whose behalf the testimony is 
offered is a specialist, the expert witness must specialize in the same specialty or in a specialty which includes the 
performance of the procedure that is the subject of the complaint and have prior experience treating similar patients. 

Provides that if the party against whom or on whose behalf the testimony is offered is a specialist who is board certified (or 
otherwise certified), the expert witness must be similarly certified or be certified in a specialty that includes the procedure and. . 
have experience in treating similar patients. 


H 757. STUDY PLANNED COMMUNITY ACT. Intro. 4/5/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
provisions of original bill and changes title to AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO 
STUDY THE ENACTMENT OF A PLANNED COMMUNITY ACT. As title indicates. Comm'n may report findings and 
recommendations to 1996 session and 1997 session. 


H 759. NONPROFIT HOME SALES TAX. Intro. 4/5/95. House action amends 1st edition to make act applicable to purchases 
made on or after January 1, 1995. 


H 805. RESTORE MINIMUM WILDLIFE PENALTIES. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Amends GS 113-294(j) to make subsection applicable to unlawfully selling, possessing, possessing for sale, and buying a 
fox. Makes clear that act applies to offenses committed on or after Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 832. CLARIFY CRITICAL HABITAT. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that comm'n to assist 
private landowners who seek critical habitat designation by the US Dep't of the Interior. 


H 848. DISCHARGE OF MINORS/NOTIFICATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 1st edition. Changes title to AN ACT 
TO REQUIRE NOTICE TO AND CONSULTATION WITH THE MINOR'S LEGALLY RESPONSIBLE PERSON BEFORE 
DISCHARGE FROM TREATMENT OF MENTAL ILLNESS OR SUBSTANCE ABUSE. Amends GS 122C-57 as title indicates, 


and provides that a minor may not be discharged from treatment on the minor's request alone. Applicable to admissions on 
or after Oct. I, 1995. 


H 849. DUPLIN SPORTS CLUB PERMITS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes technical 
changes only. 


H 879. LOCAL GUN PREEMPTION. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Expands coverage of 
the bill to include all firearms, which are defined as "handguns, shotguns, or rifles that expel a projectile by action of an 
explosion." Adds prohibition against local governments regulating firearms ammunition and the storage of firearms. Repeals 


Chapter 157, Public-Local Laws of 1935, which provides for registration of pistols and other similar firearms in Durham 
County. 


H 893. ENVIRONMENTAL PERMIT APPEALS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition with 
completely rewritten bill with new title) AN ACT TO CREATE UNIFORM PROCEDURES FOR REVIEW OF MINING, 
HAZARDOUS WASTE, WATER, AND AIR PERMIT DECISIONS AND TO STREAMLINE THE PERMIT REVIEW PROCESS. 
Environmental permitting. Adds new Part 1A ("Environmental Permitting") to Article 7 of GS Chapter 143B, setting out 
"category |" permits for (1) mining, (2) hazardous waste facilities, (3) outlet, point source, treatment works, or disposal 
systems discharging to the surface waters of the state, (4) recurring land application involving petroleum-contaminated soil, 
residuals management involving a total application of more than 1000 acres, or an expansion of residuals management 
involving an increase in the application area of 500 acres or more, and (5) certain specified other activities defined by 
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reference to other statutory provisions. Also sets out "category II" permits as permits issued under Article 21 ("Water and Air 
Resources") and Article 21B ("Air Pollution Control") of GS Chapter 143 which do not fall within category |. 

Sets out requirements for category | permit applicants, including publication of notice of the application in newspapers, 
filing and posting notices, and mailing to owners of contiguous land. Requires applicant to acquire from local governments 
determinations that proposed activity is consistent with all local ordinances. Sets out requirements for the Department to 
publish notice of category | permit decisions and requirements for the record the Department must compile in the decision 
process. 

Review of permit decisions. Adds new Article 3B ("Review of Environmental Permit Decisions") to GS Chapter 150B, 
governing the administrative and judicial review of category | and category II permit decision, calling for contested case 
administrative hearings under the Administrative Procedure Act. Sets out procedures to be followed for the contested case 
hearings and for the issuance of stays pending the completion of the hearing. Sets out procedures for appeals of category | 
and category II agency decisions after contested case hearings to the courts. 

Changes in other statutes. Makes conforming changes in mining permit provisions in GS Ch. 74, hazardous waste 


facilities permit provisions in GS Ch. 130A, water pollution permit provisions in GS Ch. 143, and air pollution permit provisions 
in GS Ch. 143. 


H 912. AMEND WASTEWATER SYSTEMS LAW. Intro. 3/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Adds 
definition of "pretreatment" to mean any biological, chemical, or physical process or system for improving wastewater 
constituents before final treatment and disposal in a subsurface wastewater system and includes, but is not limited to 
aeration, clarification, digestion, disinfection, filtration, separation, and settling. Adds new GS 130A-335(f1) to provide that a 
preconstruction conference with the owner or developer, or an agent of the owner or developer, and a representative of the 
local health dep't shall be required for any authorization for wastewater system construction issued with an improvement 
permit under GS 130-336 when the authorization is greater than five years old. Following the conference, the dep't shall issue 
a revised authorization for construction that includes current technology that can reasonably be expected to improve the 
system's performance. Repeals GS 130A-144 (NC On-Site Wastewater Systems Institute). Applicable to all improvement 
permits and authorizations to construct issued on or after ratification. 


H 940. CRIMINAL/CIVIL PROCEDURE CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 


all provisions of original bill except amendment to Rule 4 about notice of manner of service. Applicable to actions filed on or 
after Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 958. MENTAL HEALTH COVERAGE. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes title to AN 

ACT TO AUTHORIZE REIMBURSEMENT FOR LICENSED PROFESSIONAL COUNSELORS UNDER THE STATE HEALTH 
PLAN FOR MENTAL HEALTH AND CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY TREATMENT. Deletes proposed amendments to GS 58-39- 
15(17), GS 58-50-30, and GS 58-65-1.

Directs state agencies or programs that process applications for permits for siting 
facilities near freeways, sewer treatment plants, municipal or hazardous waste facilities, intensive livestock operations, or 
other facilities that potentially have an impact on human health or the environment to conduct public hearing in the affected 
communities. 

Creates the State Working Group on Environmental Justice to (1) provide criteria for state agencies and programs to 
use in identifying adverse environmental effects on minority and low income communities, (2) oversee data collection and 
dissemination, (3) monitor the activities of the state to insure compliance with the Environmental Justice Act, and (4) other 
specified activities. This group is to consist of the chief officer (or designee) in the Department of Environment, Health, and 
Natural Resources, Department of Human Resources, Department of Labor, Department of Agriculture, Department of 
Transportation, Department of Justice, Department of Commerce, Department of Administration, Office of State Budget and 
Management, Utilities Commission, Department of Insurance, and Office of the Governor, along with three members 
appointed by each of the following: President Pro Tempore, Speaker, Lt. Governor, and Governor. 

Also creates the Citizens Advisory Council on Environmental Justice, to consist in part of citizens who live and work in 
affected communities. Governor is to appoint four general members and 12 members from the NC Wildlife Federation, the 
NC Chapter of the Sierra Club, the Clean Water Fund of NC, the Blue Ridge Environmental Defense League, EcoForce, the 
NC Legal Services Resource Center, the Land Loss Prevention Project, the Conservation Council of NC, the NAACP, Halifax 
Environmenta! Loss Prevention, the Institute for Southern Studies, and the Southern Environmental Law Center. This 
advisory council is to provide advice to the State Working Group on Environmental Justice, to monitor the work of that 
working group, to develop community education programs, and to assist citizens living in local communities to develop the 
legal and scientific expertise necessary to understand the impact of environmental policy decision and to participate in public 
debates on environmental policies. 

Directs state agencies to develop an environmental justice strategy, identifying disproportionately high adverse health or 
environmental effects of that agency's programs or activities on minority and low income communities and promoting 
enforcement of all health and environmental statutes in areas with minority populations and low income populations. Sets up 
timetable for developing the strategies. Directs state agencies to collect, maintain, and analyze data assessing and 
comparing environmental risks borne by populations identified by race, national origin, and income and to make Bus. data 
available to the public. Contains provisions related to subsistence wildlife and fish consumption. 

Provides that any individual living in a community affected by a state agency program, policy, or activity that has an 
impact upon human health or the environment shall have standing to seek administrative review and judicial review of the 
activity. Adds new GS 113A-15 to this effect. 

Increased public participation. Adds new GS 113A-14 directing state agencies to undertake particular activities to 
increase public access to environmental information. Adds new GS 132-6.1 providing that records in the hands of the 
Department of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources related to environmental permitting are to be available to the 
public for copying without cost.

Requires the Employment Security Commission to provide recipients placed in the Job Preparedness 
component with a job-seeking skills workshop, employment counseling, and other assessment tools, such as testing and 
interest inventories. Provides that both the Job Search and Job Preparedness components last a maximum of 8 weeks. 
Requires recipients who have not found a job or are not job prepared after 8 weeks to provide uncompensated assistance to 
public or nonprofit, private agencies in their communities through the Community Service component. Requires individuals in 
the Community Service component to work the number of hours monthly that equals the amount of their AFDC assistance 
divided by the appropriate minimum wage. Provides for reimbursement up to $25 per month for travel over two miles each 
way to and from their Community Service placement. 

Provides an exemption from the program for recipients who are (1) under 16 years of age or 65 years of age or older; 
(2) physically or mentally unfit for employment; (3) responsible for the care of a dependent child under 5 years of age or for an 
incapacitated person; (4) a regular participant in a drug addiction or alcohol treatment and rehabilitation program; (5) 
employed or self-employed and working a minimum of 30 hours weekly or receiving earnings equal to the federal minimum 
wage multiplied by 30 hours; (6) students enrolled full time in any recognized public or private school, training program, or 
institution of higher learning; and (7) actively and satisfactorily participating in a work training program under AFDC at least 30 
hours per week. 

Conditions continued AFDC assistance upon satisfactory participation in the program unless one or more of the 
following 'good cause failure to comply" situations have occurred: (1) illness of the recipient or a household member for whom 
the recipient is responsible; (2) household emergency, such as death; (3) necessity for a recipient parent or other responsible 
household member to care for a child between the ages of 5 and 12 when other adequate child care is not available; (4) 
emergence of an exempting condition; (5) household moving out of the area of the Program; or (6) if notification is spoken or 
written only in English, the inability to speak or write English.

obtained from such a check to anyone other than the subject to the information; dealer not responsible for employee's action 
unless done at dealer's direction; and (4) makes several changes in portion of bill protecting shooting ranges from certain 
regulations and nuisance actions. Deletes original bill's definition of what constitutes "generally accepted operating practices” 
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of shooting ranges. Deletes original bill's provisions relating to assumption of risk by participants in sport shooting at shooting 
ranges. Adds provision that person owning real property adversely affected by use of sport shooting range may not maintain 
nuisance action against the owner of the range when there has not been a "substantial change" in the nature of the use of the 
range. Adds provision that, except as restricted by this Act, local government may regulate location and construction of sport 
shooting range after Act's effective date.

TO CLERICAL ERRORS IN THE APPRAISAL OF PROPERTY. The Machinery Act now permits reappraisal of real property in 
a nonrevaluation year if the property has been previously improperly appraised due to a "clerical error"; however, such an 
appraisal cannot be made retroactive to previous tax years. On the other hand, the Machinery Act permits tax refunds for up 
to five years for taxes levied as the result of “clerical error." This bill reconciles the apparent conflict by providing that an 
appraisal error can be corrected and a refund made within the limits now set by the refund statute, i.e., refund can be made 
within six months of payment or five years of the original due date, whichever is later. Effective for tax years beginning on or 
after July 1, 1995 (i.e., 1995 taxes).

S 1055. RECYCLED NEWSPRINT TAX CHANGE. TO MODIFY THE EXCISE TAX ON NEWSPRINT. Currently GS 105- 
102.6 sets goals for use of recycled newsprint by producers of publications on newsprint and levies an excise tax on such 
producers based on amount by which such producers fall short of statutory goals. The goals are expressed in terms of the 
recycled content of net tonnage of newsprint acquired and compliance is audited quarterly. This bill (1) applies the recycled 
content requirements to gross tonnage of newsprint consumed, (2) gives publishers a one-half ton credit for each ton of 
newsprint directed to newspaper recycling programs operated or contracted for by the publisher, (3) modifies required 
recycled content percentages so that publishers must reach 25% during 1995 and 1996, 30% during 1997 and 1998, 35% in 


1999 and 2000, and 40% after 2000; and (4) establishes an annual reporting period rather than quarterly. Effective January 1, 
1996.

SENATE BILLS 


S 57. ABC LRC STUDY RECOMMENDATIONS. Intro. 1/26/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Deletes 
reference to five of the six specified counties in which prior committee substitute would have authorized issuance of ABC 
permit for residential private clubs or sports clubs without approval at an election. 


S 181. PUB. HOSP. TRUST INCOME EXEMPT. Intro. 2/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends | 
GS 159-39(g) to provide that, subject to the approval of the Local Government Comm'n, a public hospital may invest up to 


20% of income received from a charitable trust in the same manner as assets of the trust can be invested. Amends title 
accordingly. 


S 320. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 3/8/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendments 1, 3 and 4 make 
technical corrections. Amendment 2 adds requirement that the trust instruments be executed with the formalities required of 
other property transfers and that they be witnessed and notarized upon execution. 


S 402. NO FIREARM/DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that a party may not be ordered to surrender all firearms unless the court finds that a threat was made to use the 
weapon, or that a firearm was used during a domestic dispute to threaten or harm a spouse. Specifies that the sheriff (was, 
the AOC) provide for the entry of any order prohibiting or limiting the possession of firearms onto the Division of Criminal 
Information Network, and that both the police department (if applicable) and the sheriffs department of the victim's residence 
retain a copy of all domestic violence protective orders. Allows a trial court entering a domestic violence protective order to 
order a party to attend and complete an abuser treatment program approved by the Admin. Office of the Courts. Deletes 
provision of original bill making it a Class H felony for any person subject to a domestic violence order to purchase or possess 


a firearm. Deletes one-year maximum period for duration of protective orders. Applies to domestic violence orders entered 
on or after Oct. 1, 1995. 


S 528. MEDIATED SETTLEMENT CONFERENCES. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Specifies that the senior resident superior court judge of a participating district may order any pending superior court civil 
action to mediation or may by local rule order that all superior court civil cases not specifically exempted by Supreme Court 
rule go to mediation. Adds new GS 7A-38.2 authorizing Supreme Court to adopt standards for certification and conduct of 
mediators. Establishes Dispute Resolution Comm'n to conduct the administration of mediator certification, regulation of 
mediator conduct, and decertification. The Comm'n shall consist of nine members: two judges appointed by the Chief Justice; 
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two certified mediators appointed by the Chief Justice, two practicing attorneys who are not certified mediators appointed by 
the President of the State Bar; and three citizens, one appointed by the Governor, one by the Speaker, and one by the 
President Pro Tem. The Chief Justice shall appoint one judge as chair of the Comm'n for a two year term. The 
Administrative Office of the Courts may charge a fee for certification applicants, for certification renewal, and for mediator 
training programs, with such funds to be used to maintain the Comm'n. Effective July 1, 1995, appropriates $80,022 from the 
General Fund to the Administrative Office of the Courts for fiscal 1995-96 to support the operation of the Comm'n. 


S 570. PIPELINE GENERATION EXEMPTION STUDY. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute deletes language of 2nd 
edition. Directs the Joint Legislative Review Committee to study whether the extension of an interstate natural gas pipeline 
should be encouraged by exempting generation facilities served by that pipeline from regulation as public utilities. Requires 
the Committee to report its findings and any recommendations for legislation to the 1996 Regular Session of the General 
Assembly. Makes conforming change to title. 


S 691. PRESIDENT PRO TEM.'S APPTS. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Appoints Janet 
Smith to Information Resource Management Comm'n for term expiring June 30, 1999. 


S 775. WILLIE M. CHANGES. Intro. 4/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides that review of a 
proposed decision regarding eligibility for Willie M. services can be sought on the ground that the child's needs and 
capabilities were not timely, thoroughly, or accurately assessed. Requires that the notice sent to the parent, guardian or 


advocate include a description of each evaluation procedure, test, record, or report that the local or state agency used as a 
basis for the proposal, refusal, or denial. 


S 793. PHARMACY PRACTICE AMENDMENTS. Intro. 4/24/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
provisions of original bill defining "State or Local Law Enforcement Agency" under the Controlled Substance Tax, conforming 


the product selection law to Medicaid requirements, and allowing employees of the Board of Pharmacy to carry firearms. 
Amends title accordingly. 


S 798. SANITARY DISTRICT SERVICES. Intro. 4/24/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Amends GS 
130A-56 to allow all sanitary district boards to fix compensation (not to exceed $150 per month) for board members; provides 


that until adoption of ordinance members may receive compensation as provided for members of state boards under 
GS 138-5. 


S 864. ADULT CARE HOMES AMENDS. Intro. 4/26/95. Senate action amends ist edition. Provides that family care homes 


that receive public assistance or Medicaid payments are required to submit annual reports of actual costs to Dep't of Human 
Resources, but that reports need not be audited cost reports. 


S 873. REZONING NOTICE SIMPLIFICATION. Intro. 4/27/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition to require that notice of 
public hearing on zoning map amendment be published for four consecutive weeks (was, three weeks) and to delete section 


excluding from GS 160A-384 zoning map adoptions that initially Zone property added as a result of the incorporation, 
annexation, amendment of extraterritorial jurisdiction, or otherwise. 


S 919. MOTOR VEHICLE DEALER SUCCESSION. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Adds provisions 
establishing procedures by which motor vehicle manufacturer or distributor may object, after date of death or incapacity of 


dealer, to assumption of franchise rights by previously-designated successor dealer on basis of circumstances that have 
changed since original approval of designated successor. 


S 922. OPPORTUNITIES FOR TEACHER ASST. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Allows Sup't of Public 
Instruction to use funds to allow certain teacher assistants to pursue early childhood associate degrees; deletes provision 
requiring that non-certified, substitute teachers who have worked as teacher assistants in public schools be paid at same rate 
as substitute teachers who are not certified as teachers but have previously taken teacher effectiveness training. 


S 940. CHARTER SCHOOL ACT OF 1995. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Amendments 1 and 3 clarify 


that a charter school shall be operated as a nonprofit tax-exempt corporation that shall have received federal tax exempt 
status no later than 24 months following application approval. 


S 967. INMATE LABOR PILOT PROG./COMMUNITY COLLEGE. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate actions amend 1st edition. 


Amendment #1 makes technical changes. Amendment #2 permits the State Board of Community Colleges to designate less 
than the five community colleges previously required to participate in the program. 
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S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Excludes 
district and superior court judges from provisions of bill and changes title accordingly. 


S$ 999. RAISE ACCOUNT WORK LIMIT. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that certain requirements of GS Ch. 143 do not apply if construction or repair work by state or political subdivision 
uses force account labor and total cost of project does not exceed $125,000 or total cost of labor does not exceed $50,000. 


S 1023. INTERBASIN TRANSFERS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Retains existing law requiring a 
certificate to increase the amount of an existing transfer of water from one river basin to another by 25% or more above the 


daily average amount transferred during the year ending July 1, 1993, if the total transfer including the increase is 2,000,000 
gallons or more per day. 


S 1078. MORAL, ETHICAL, AND VIRTUOUS EDUCATION. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Allows 
materials on moral virtues posted in classrooms to include principles from several religions and philosophies. 


S 1080. SITING OF SWINE OPERATIONS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides that 
swine houses and lagoons that are components of swine operation must be located at least 1,500 feet from residence (other 
than residence of owner of operation) and at least 2,500 feet from school, hospital, church, or other building occupied by 
people on regular basis. Defines swine operation as facility for production of 250 or more swine. Makes conforming change 


to title. Applies to any swine operation for which site evaluation is conducted on or after effective date. Effective Sept. 1, 
1995. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 227. CODIFY INSTITUTE OF MEDICINE. Intro. 2/20/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Replaces blank 


bill with AN ACT TO CODIFY THE CREATION BY THE 1983 GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE INSTITUTE OF MEDICINE. 
As title indicates.. 


H 232. VICTIMS' RIGHTS CHANGES. Intro. 2/21/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that two relatives of a 
murder victim may be present at the execution of the person who committed the murder. 


H 267. RESTITUTION/CIVIL JUDGMENT. Intro. 2/23/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that order for reparation 
resulting from worthless check charge may not be enforced in same manner as civil judgment. 


H 273. EQUIT. DIST. BEFORE/AFTER DIVORCE. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes 
title to AN ACT TO ALLOW CLAIMS BEFORE OR AFTER AN ABSOLUTE DIVORCE IS GRANTED AND TO CLARIFY THE 
LAW CONCERNING THE INTEREST IN MARITAL PROPERTY OF A SUBSEQUENT SPOUSE PRIOR TO EQUITABLE 
DISTRIBUTION OF MARITAL PROPERTY OF FORMER MARRIAGE. Amends GS 50-21(a) to delete present requirement 
that no equitable distribution be made until an absolute divorce has been granted and to add new GS 50-20(c1) to state that a 
subsequent spouse shall acquire no interest in marital property until such time as an equitable distribution is made of the 
marital property of the spouse's former marriage. 


H 295. RENTAL CAR INS. PRIORITY CLAIMS. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides for 
the following priority among insurance policies for payment of claims for injuries caused by a person who is not authorized 
under the rental contract to operate the vehicle: (1) the unauthorized operator of the vehicle, (2) the rental car company, and 
(3) the authorized operator. Provides sunset date of October 1, 1999. 


H 328. FAILURE TO GIVE WAY. Intro. 3/1/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that, except in case of collisions 
resulting in serious bodily injury, bodily injury, or property damage, failure to give way to overtaking vehicle is an infraction. 


H 447. AMBULANCE PROVIDER LICENSE. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides that 
ambulance provider licenses shall be valid for period of at least four years (was, not to exceed four years) as specified by 
Dep't of Human Resources, unless action has been taken by DHR to suspend, amend, or revoke license. 


H 494. ASSAULT LAW OFFICER WITH A GUN. Intro. 3/16/95. House action amends ‘st edition. Provides that any person 


who commits an assault with any deadly weapon upon a law enforcement officer in the performance of his or her duties is 
guilty of a Class E felony. 


H 495. INJURY TO LAW ENFORCEMENT ANIMAL. Intro. 4/13/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amends bill to include 
fire investigation animals. 
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H 597. STUDY STATE PROPERTY RIGHTS. Intro. 3/28/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Requires that the Legislative Research Comm'n study the issue of compensation to an owner when a regulation by a 
governmental entity causes an impact resulting in the diminution in value of the right to use the owner's land. 


H 645. ABC LOCAL GOV'T REGULATION. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Repeals GS 
18B-300(c) authorizing cities and counties to regulate consumption of malt beverages and unfortified wine on property owned 
or occupied by city or county. Enacts new GS 18B-300.1 authorizing cities and counties to adopt ordinances regulating or 
prohibiting (1) consumption of alcoholic beverages on public streets and on property owned, occupied, or controlled by city or 
county; (2) possession of open containers of alcoholic beverages on public streets and on property owned, occupied, or 
controlled by city or county; and (3) possession of alcoholic beverages on public streets, alleys, or parking lots which are 
temporarily closed to regular traffic for special events. Effective July 1, 1995. 


H 669. ALAMANCE RECALL ELECTIONS. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Establishes 
recall election procedure for any member of the Alamance Board of Commissioners serving a four year term. Requires that a 
recall petition be signed by at least 25% of the registered voters of the county and that a majority of those voting in the recall 
election support removal. 


H 684. PIPELINE GENERATION EXEMPTION STUDY. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Directs the Joint Legislative Utility Review Committee to study whether the extension of an interstate natural gas pipeline 
should be encouraged by exempting generation facilities served by that pipeline from regulation as public utilities and to 
report its findings and recommendations to the 1996 General Assembly. 

Makes conforming change to title. 


H 774. HEALTH CARE COLLABORATIVE PRACTICE. Intro. 4/6/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that a 
professional corporation may be formed by and between a physician practicing psychiatry, or a licensed psychologist, or both, 
and a certified clinical specialist in psychiatric and mental health nursing, or a certified clinical social worker, or both to render 
psychotherapeutic and related services that the respective stockholders are licensed, certified, or otherwise approved to 


provide. Defines ‘professional service’ as any type of personal or professional service that requires the provider to obtain a 
license from a licensing board. 


H 789. ROLLER SKATING RINK LIABILITY. Intro. 4/10/95. House action amends 1st edition. Amendment #1 makes 
technical change. Amendment #2 changes the effective date to October 1, 1995 and makes other technical changes. 


H 792. GAS FRANCHISE/USE IT OR LOSE IT. Intro. 4/10/95. House action amends ist edition. Extends period for natural 
gas local distribution company to expand service to all areas of a franchise territory and local distribution company to provide 


adequate service to at least some portion of each county within its franchise territory to the later of July 1, 1998 or 3 years 
after the franchise territory is awarded. 


H 817. ENVIRONMENTAL AUDITS. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1 requires the in camera 
review, under the procedure for seeking disclosure in civil or administrative proceedings, to be conducted in accordance with 
Rule 26(c) of the Rules of Civil Procedure. Amendment #2 changes the effective date to October 1, 1995. 


H 829. REASONS TO DISCIPLINE CHIROPRACTORS. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Adds the following grounds for discipline:(1) offering to waive a patient's obligation to pay any deductible or copayment 
required by the patient's insurer; (2) failing to honor promptly a patient's request for a copy of any claim form submitted to the 
patient's insurer; (3) rebating or offering to rebate to a patient any portion of the funds received form the patient's insurer, 
unless the sum rebated constitutes the refund of an overpayment to which the patient is lawfully entitled; (4) advertising any 
fee or reduced rate service without prominently stating in the advertisement the usual fee for the service; (5) charging an 
insurer or other third-party a fee greater than a patient would be charged for the same service if the patient was paying 
directly; (6) charging an insurer or other third-party payor a fee greater than the advertised fee for the same service; and (7) 
collecting fees in violation of GS 90-154.1. Amends GS 90-154.1 regarding notice of three-day "cooling off period for 
treatment in addition to advertised fee or reduced rate services provided to patient. 


H 842. UNIFORM FRAUDULENT TRANSFER ACT. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Deletes provision under which it would have been fraudulent as to present or future creditors for a debtor to make a transfer 
without receiving a reasonably equivalent value in exchange for the transfer when the debtor was engaged in business for 


which his or her remaining assets were unreasonably small or when the debtor knew or should have know that he or she 
would incur debts beyond his or her ability to pay as they became due. 
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H 851. BAIL BOND CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides that the order of 
forfeiture must be set aside if the surety appears within the time allowed following the date of service and satisfies the court 
that the principal's appearance is impossible because he or she is incarcerated and unable to appear. Deletes all other 
substantive provisions of the previous version. 


H 855. LOCAL GOVERNMENT CONTRACTING. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Changes 
effective date to October 1, 1995. Makes other technical changes. 


H 897. SPEAKER'S APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Appoints Thomas F. 
Darden to state Board of Transportation for term expiring June 30, 1997. 


H 899. LANDLORD/TENANT CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 1st edition. Amendment #1 retains existing 
requirement of GS 42-36.2 that sheriff return writ of execution for possession of property unexecuted if landlord refuses to 
advance cost of storage of personal property of tenant removed from premises. Amendment #2 provides that hearing date in 
summary ejectment actions shall be not more than seven days (excluding weekends and legal holidays) from date of 


issuance of summons. Amendments #1 and #3 make act effective with respect to rental agreements entered into on or after 
Oct. 1, 1995. 


H 905. WORTHLESS CHECK CLARIFICATION. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute deletes provisions of 1st edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT TO CLARIFY THE CIVIL REMEDIES AVAILABLE FOR RETURNED CHECKS. Amends GS 6-21.3 
to specify the content of letters to be sent to maker or drawer of a check returned for insufficient funds or because an account 
was closed, and specifies that the receiver of the check may send a second demand letter before filing a civil action. 
Provides that additional damages recoverable are three times the amount of the check, with a minimum of $100 and a 


maximum of $500 (original bill had changed minimum to $150). Applies to checks delivered on or after effective date. 
Effective Dec. 1, 1995. 


H 906. NO VULGAR MATERIAL IN SCHOOLS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Authorizes 
local boards of education to establish community media advisory committees to investigate and evaluate challenges from 
parents, teachers, and members of the public to textbooks and supplementary instructional materials on the grounds that they 
are educationally unsuitable, pervasively vulgar, or inappropriate to the age, maturity, or grade level of the students. Requires 
the State Board of Education to review its rules and policies concerning these challenges and establish guidelines for those 
committees. Majority of members of the Committee must reside within the local school administrative unit and may not be 
employees of that local unit. Committee must provide for a public hearing of a challenge if it determines that the challenge 
has merit, and the committee must make written recommendation to the local board of education on whether the challenged 
material should be removed from the local unit. Provides that the local school board has sole authority and discretion to 
determine whether a challenge has merit and whether challenged material should be retained or removed. Authorizes use of 


funds allocated by the State Board of Education or appropriated in the current expense or capital outlay budgets of the local 
school administrative units for the above purposes. 


H 913. PRELITIGATION FARM MEDIATION. Intro. 4/12/95: House action amends 1st edition. Provides that mediation 


period shall extend up to 42 days after the initial mediation meeting (was, up to 42 days after mediation service received 
mediation request). 


H 914. COMM. COLL. TRUSTEE QUALIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1 
makes technical changes. Amendment #2 provides that no person who has been employed by community college within the 
last 5 years (was, last 10 years) may serve on the board of trustees of that college. 


H 917. TEACH READING BY PHONICS METHOD. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1 
replaces phrase "intensive systematic phonics" with "early and direct intensive systematic phonics" throughout the bill and 
defines "early and direct intensive systematic phonics" as method of teaching beginners to read, pronounce, and spell words 
by learning sounds of letters, letter groups, and syllables. Amendment #2 requires institutions of higher education (as 
condition of state approval of teacher education program) to require students who may teach reading in public schools to 
complete courses that include specific competencies in early and direct intensive systematic phonics (was, to complete six 
semester hours in early and direct intensive systematic phonics). 


H 923. ZONING OF PAWNBROKERS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Specifies that bill is 
applicable only to cities with a population of 200,000 or over. 


H 931. STUDY AVOIDED COSTS. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Requests Joint Legis. 
Utility Review Committee to study method of measuring avoided cost of energy to a utility in determining the rates paid by 
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utilities to small power producers. Authorizes Committee to report its findings and recommendations to the 1996 Regular 
session. Makes conforming change to title. 


H 935. REST HOME ALARMS MANDATED. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1996, requires all domiciliary care facilities (except group houses for developmentally disabled adults) to 
have continually activated alarms at all entrances and exits. Alarms may not be deactivated between 9:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. 
unless staff person is at door to monitor entrance and exit. Requires Dep't of Human Resources to review use of new 
technology for security and locating residents who are known to wander. 


H 936. REST HOME AID TRAINING. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces ist edition. Changes title of bill to 
AN ACT TO REQUIRE THAT EMPLOYEES OF DOMICILIARY HOMES FOR THE AGED AND DISABLED AND THE 
DEVELOPMENTALLY DISABLED RECEIVE TRAINING IN PERSONAL CARE OF THE ELDERLY AND DISABLED AND TO 
REQUIRE TRAINING STANDARDS FOR FAMILY CARE HOMES. Training requirements apply only to employees of 
domiciliary homes for the aged or disabled and for the developmentally disabled responsible for hands-on care. Specifies 
that all employees responsible for the direct care of residents must be trained as Certified Nurse Aides | within 3 months of 
hiring. Deletes provision requiring basic nursing skills training. Deletes provision requiring competency evaluations. 


H 988. DRUG TAX FOR CRIMESTOPPERS. Intro. 4/24/95. House action amends 1st edition. Makes technical change.

H 1055. RECOGNIZING WOMEN IN STATE LEGIS (=S 1095). JOINT RESOLUTION RECOGNIZING THE ONE 
HUNDREDTH YEAR OF WOMEN SERVING IN STATE LEGISLATURES AND THE MANY CONTRIBUTIONS WOMEN 
SERVING OR FORMERLY SERVING, IN VARIOUS CAPACITIES IN THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA HAVE MADE TO OUR LEGISLATIVE PROCESS, AND HONORING NORTH CAROLINA'S WOMEN

H 1056. SUPPORT TAIWAN IN UN. JOINT RESOLUTION SUPPORTING THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA ON TAIWAN'S

S 33. FELONY PLEAS IN DISTRICT COURT. Intro. 1/25/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment #1 makes 

) technical changes. Amendment #2 requires joint consent of judge, prosecutor, and defendant for plea of guilty or no contest 
(was, only prosecutor and defendant). Amends title accordingly. 
S 213. SUPPORT CONFERENCE OF THE STATES. Intro. 2/15/95. Senate action amends 1st edition to provide that the 
resolution does not authorize the conference of the states to be a federal constitutional convention, and to provide that if it 
becomes such a conference, this resolution is void and any appointed delegation is recalled. 


S 242. AMEND NONPROFIT CORPORATION ACT. Intro. 2/22/95. Senate committee substitute makes clarifying and 
technical changes. 


S 345. INSURANCE OMNIBUS CHANGES. Intro?3/8/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes the 
following changes in original bill: (1) deletes provision that would have made GS 58-2-161 (false statement to procure benefit 
of insurance policy) applicable to workers' compensation self-insurers; (2) amends GS 58-3-90 to make it clear that a foreign 
company whose license has been suspended or restricted may not do any new business in NC until Comm'r restores license 
and authority to do business in NC; (3) revises proposed GS 58-2-171 to make to make it clear that Commissioner's rules 
concerning qualifications of consulting actuaries will apply only to qualifying them to certify financial statements and rate 
filings under GS Ch. 58 and will not affect scope or practice or professional qualifications in any other setting; (4) deletes 
proposed amendment to GS 58-3-90 that would have authorized Comm'r to restrict a foreign insurer's license by prohibiting or 
limiting kind or amount of insurance written in NC; (5) deletes proposed new GS 58-7-22 concerning reinsurance agreements 
in writing; (6) deletes proposed amendment to GS 58-7-170(c) concerning insurance company investments in mortgage- 
backed securities; (7) deletes proposed amendment to GS 58-12-30 that would have given insurer right to a confidential 
hearing on adequacy of risk-based capital plan; (8) adds amendment to GS 58-16-30 concerning service of process on 
Comm'r; (9) adds amendment to GS 58-19-15 (acquisition of control of or merger with domestic insurer) providing that 
acquisition of control of a domestic insurer must be completed no later than 90 days after Comm'r approves unless extension 
granted, and that any increase in a company's required capital or surplus as result of change of control must be completed no 
later than 90 days after Comm'r approves and before company writes any new business; if these deadlines are not met, 
person seeking to acquire control must resubmit required statements and Comm'r must reconsider approval of acquisition; 
(10) revises GS 58-30-222 conceming the priority of distribution of assets of liquidated insurer to (i) move claims for unearned 
premiums to third priority in same group as other benefit claims (now, fourth priority), and (ii) move claims for compensation 
) owed officers and employees from second priority to fourth priority; (11) deletes proposed new section concerning Beach 
Plan reserve fund; (12) deletes proposed new section concerning FAIR Plan reserve fund; (13) adds amendment to GS 131E- 
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213 to allow NC Medical Database Comm'n to release encrypted, nonaggregate patient discharge/encounter information for 
research purposes; and (14) adds new GS 131E-214 providing that Medical Database Comm'n statute (GS Ch. 131E, Art: 11) 
will expire July 1, 2001. 


S 359. BLUE LIGHT BANDIT/FELONY. Intro. 3/13/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes it a Class 1 
misdemeanor, while falsely representing to another that one is a sworn law enforcement officer, to search any vehicle, 
building or premises with or without a warrant (original bill made this a Class | felony). Also makes it a Class H felony 
(original bill made it a Class | felony) to falsely represent that one is a law enforcement officer by unlawfully operating a 
vehicle with an operating red or blue light. Clarifies that prosecutions for offenses committed before the December 1, 1995 
effective date are not abated or affected by this act. 


S 402. NO FIREARM/DOMESTIC VIOLENCE ORDER. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Clarifies that upon 
the failure of a party to surrender firearms after directed by the court, the court may issue a search warrant only of the 
premises of the person subject to the order. 


S 473. VETERANS' DISABILITY AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/23/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends 
GS 135-105(c) and 135-106(b) to clarify that payments equivalent to any converted longevity-based retirement from the 
federal Veterans Administration shall not reduce the monthly state disability benefit to a participant. 


S 502. ASSISTED LIVING TERMINOLOGY. Intro. 3/24/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Deletes portion of definition of 
"assisted living residence" that would have provided that nursing services in that setting shall not exceed those allowed under 
Medicare home health regulations. Adds definition of “persons not to be cared for in adult care homes" as those persons (1) 
ventilator dependent, (2) requiring continuous licensed nursing care, (3) whose physician certifies that placement is no longer 
appropriate, (4) whose health needs cannot be met in that setting, and (5) such other needs as Social Services Comm'n 
determines cannot be properly met in that setting. Adds definition of "persons not to be cared for in multiunit independent 
housing with services" as those persons (1) ventilator dependent, (2) with dermal ulcers of specified extent, (3) needing 
intravenous therapy or injections (except for certain intermittent therapy) (4) with airborne disease in communicable state 
(except common cold); (5) needing psychtropic medications; (6) needing gastric or nasogastric tubes (with certain 
exceptions), (7) requiring continuous licensed nursing care, (8) whose physician certifies placement no longer appropriate; (9) 
who require maximum physician assistance, (10), whose health needs cannot be met in that setting, and (11) such other 


needs as Social Services Comm'n determines cannot be met in that setting. Adds definition that permits hospice care to be 
provided in assisted living residence. 


S 513. ANTIDEFICIENCY JUDGMENT AMEND. Intro. 3/27/95. House action amends 1st edition by deleting provision that 
GS 45-21.38 applies to a mortgage or deed of trust if the evidence of indebtedness shows upon its face the fact that it is for 
the balance of purchase money for real estate given pursuant to a contract entered into prior to October 1, 1995. For GS 45- 
21.38 to apply to a mortgage or deed, the device must show on its face that it was executed pursuant to a binding written 
agreement entered into before October 1, 1995. Makes other technical changes. 


S 519. PURCHASES FROM BLIND/DISABLED. Intrd. 3/29/95.’Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Deletes 
new Article 2A of GS Ch. 68 provided in previous edition. Limits provisions promoting government purchases from the blind 
and physically disabled to existing statutes concerning purchases from small, minority, physically handicapped, and women 
contractors. Adds definition of "nonprofit work center for the blind and severely disabled": an organization that operates in 
the interest of those groups whose net income does not inure to benefit of individuals or shareholders, and which employs 
severely handicapped individuals for a a minimum of 75% of their direct labor or in compliance with relevant federal law. 
Adds new GS 143-48.2, permitting state agencies to purchase goods from nonprofit work centers for the blind and severely 
disabled if expenditure benchmarks are not exceeded, the goods are not available under state contract, and the goods are of 
suitable price and quality as determined by the agency. Similarly permits agencies to purchase services from such centers if 
they are not available on a state contract and they are of a suitable price and quality. Adds a new GS 143-139.5, permitting 


local governments to purchase goods and services from nonprofit work centers for the blind and severely disabled, 
notwithstanding GS 143-129 (public contracting procedures). 


S 543. CATAWBA DEPUTIES' RETIREMENT-2. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Provides 
that employees of Catawba Sheriffs Department serving as sworn and certified jailers or telecommunicators and who are 
enrolled in NC Local Governmental Employees' Retirement System on date of ratification are eligible to receive benefits 


accorded to law enforcement officers through the Local Governmental Employees' Retirement System. Makes conforming 
change to title of bill. 


S 550. SUPERIOR COURT ELECTORAL REFORM. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition by 
providing that appointees to the superior court in any district with only one resident judge or in which no county is subject to 
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section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965 shall hold office until the next election of members of the General Assembly that is 
held more than 60 days after the vacancy occurs, at which time an election shall be held to fill an eight-year term (under the 
act, for other judgeships similar election would be held to fill the unexpired term of the predecessor). Also adds severance 
clause, providing that if any part of the act is found invalid under section 5 of the Voting Rights Act, other parts of the act will 
not be affected. 


S 577. CPA EDUCATION REQUIREMENTS. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amends GS 93-12(5) to delete 
portion of existing law requiring that a resident alien must have been domiciled in or resident in NC for four months before 
applying to take CPA exam. 


S 634. LOOP FUNDS REALLOCATED. Intro. 4/7/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes bill applicable 
also to Winston-Salem Northbelt and amends title accordingly. 


S 637. HENDERSONVILLE RETIREMENT FUND. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with a 


new bill entitled AN ACT TO REPEAL THE HENDERSONVILLE FIREMEN'S SUPPLEMENTAL RETIREMENT FUND. As title 
indicates. 


S 661. MONTGOMERY SUBDIVISION DEFINITION. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank 
bill with an act RELATING TO THE DEFINITION OF SUBDIVISION INMONTGOMERY COUNTY. Adapts a version of GS 
153A-335 to be applied in Montgomery County only. Permits grantor of any land who by deed subdivides the land other than 
by recorded subdivision plat to exempt land from regulation of subdivisions by making reference to one of nine exceptions. 
Citable exceptions include: the public acquisition by purchase of strips of land for widening or opening streets; the division of 
land pursuant to an order of a state court, and the division of land for cemetery plots. 


S 694. GOLDSBORO FIREMEN'S SUPP. FUND. Intro. 4/1 3/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Repeals 
Goldsboro Firemen's Supplemental Pension Fund. 


S 700. MENTAL HEALTH CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. Senate committee substitute completely replaces 1st edition with an act 
to AUTHORIZE REIMBURSEMENT FOR LICENSED PROFESSIONAL COUNSELORS UNDER THE STATE HEALTH PLAN 
FOR MENTAL HEALTH AND CHEMICAL DEPENDENCY TREATMENT, TO LIMIT THE EXEMPTION FOR LICENSURE OF 
COUNSELORS, AND TO CLARIFY THE DEFINITION OF 'COUNSELING. Amends GS 135-40.7A(c) and 135-40.7B(c) to 
authorize reimbursement indicated in title. Amends GS 90-338 to limit exemption from academic qualifications for licensed 
professional counselors to applicants who were engaged in the practice of counseling before 1993, and who apply to the 
Board prior to January 1, 1996 (now, there is no 1996 limit). Re-defines counseling in GS 90-330(a)(3)a. as the treatment of 
mental disorders and other conditions (now, definition does not include conditions being treated). Effective October 1, 1995. 


S 706. CABARRUS COUNTY WORKFARE. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition to clarify that child care 
provided by the workfare pilot project will consist of grant money provided by Family Support Act child day care subsidies. 


S 760. DMV ENFORCEMENT OFFICER POWERS. Intro. 449/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition with AN 
ACT CONCERNING THE POWERS OF LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS AND INSPECTORS OF THE DIVISION OF 
MOTOR VEHICLES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION. Adds new GS 20-49.1 providing that officers of Div'n 
of Motor Vehicles have authority to (1) make arrests upon view without warrant for violation of laws not regulating operation of 
motor vehicles or use of highway if violation occurs in officer's presence while officer is engaged in enforcing motor vehicle or 
highway laws, and (2) to stop and detain person for law violation committed in or out of officer's presence if violation occurs 
when officer is enforcing motor vehicle or highway law and officer has reasonable suspicion that person committed the 
violation. [Drops portions of original bill concerning registration plates for DMV Enforcement Section officers. ] 


S 783. DRUG NUISANCE/FORFEITURE-2. Intro. 4/20/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, making the following changes: 
(1) deletes language authorizing police chief or sheriff to institute action for abatement of nuisance; (2) provides for forfeiture 
of real property in cases in which nuisance consists of or includes at least two occurrences on illegal possession or sale of 
narcotic drugs; (3) allows forfeiture of real property in connection with such nuisances if court finds that all of the owners have 
participated in maintaining the notice or received prior written notice from the plaintiff and failed to make good faith effort to 
stop nuisance; (4) in cases in which court orders nuisance abated but does not order real property forfeited, provides that 
court may order forfeiture of real property if nuisance has continued or recurred with or without the knowledge of the owners 
and the owners fail to establish that they have made and are continuing to make good faith efforts to abate the nuisance; (5) 
provides that in cases involving forfeiture of real property, proceeds go to school board of county in which property is located 
(was, to city or county); and (6) deletes provision of original bill that would have made provisions of GS 19-7 (regarding 
cancellation of order of abatement) inapplicable in actions in which nuisance involves illegal possession or sale of narcotics 
and plaintiff seeks forfeiture of real property. 
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S 818. MONITOR BIRTH DEFECTS. Intro. 4/21/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes it clear that bill applies to 
licensed medical facilities. 


S 886. HOSPITAL COOPERATION ACT AMENDS. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate amendment amends ‘st edition to limit the amount 
of an additional application fee charged when consultants are needed to review an application for a certificate of public 
advantage. Additional fee may not exceed cost of contracting with consultants and does not count when determining whether 
application fee exceeds statutory maximum. 


S 901. PRO TEM APPOINTMENTS. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate action amends 1st edition by revising appointments to the Private 
Protective Services Board pursuant to GS 74C-4(b), so that one of the three appointees recommended to the General 
Assembly by the President Pro Tem. and all three appointees recommended by the Speaker must be licensed under the 
Private Protective Services chapter (was, all appointments by both officers had to be so licensed). 


S 929. CIVIL PROCEDURE RULES AMENDS. Intro. 4/27/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Makes technical changes 
only. 


S 961. NONPARTISAN JUDICIAL ELECTIONS. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides that in any judicial 
election in which there are two or more vacancies, each candidate must file with the State Board of Elections a written 
statement designating the vacancy to which election is sought. 


S 990. CAMA ADMINISTRATIVE PERMIT REVIEW. Intro. 5/3/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amends GS 113A- 
121.1(b) to add that in addition to findings required by current law, Comm'n must find that party requesting contested case 
hearing has alleged facts or made legal arguments demonstrating that the request is not frivolous. 


S 974. AGRICULTURAL WASTE APPLICATOR. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate amendment one makes technical change to 1st 
edition. Senate amendment two clarifies that bill is applicable to operators of "liquid" animal waste management systems, 


requires the NC Environmental Management Comm'n to adopt rules governing the certification of such operators, and makes 
certification requirement effective January 1, 1998 (was, 1997). 


S 1042. GUARANTEED ENERGY SAVINGS CONTRACTS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 1st edition to clarify that the 
total cost definition does not include any obligations on termination of the contract before its expiration, provided that such 
obligations were disclosed at contract execution. Also, provides that a guaranteed energy savings contract may not require a 
local government to purchase a maintenance contract or other maintenance agreement from the qualified provider who 
installs energy conservation measures under the contract if the local government takes appropriate actions to budget for its 
own forces or another provider to maintain new systems installed and existing systems affected by the guaranteed energy 
savings contract. Revises Ch. 775, Sec. 10 of the 1993 Session Laws to provide that local governments may not enter into 
guaranteed energy savings contracts on or after July 1, 1999 (now, 1997). 


S 1062. FAMILY PRESERVATION ACT CHANGES. jntro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank bill 
with an act TO AMEND THE LAW REGARDING THE FAMILY PRESERVATION ACT TO CONFORM TO FEDERAL 
REQUIREMENTS AND TO EXPAND THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE ADVISORY COMMITTEE ON FAMILY-CENTERED 
SERVICES. Renames act as the "Family Preservation and Family Support Services Act." Amends GS 143B-150.7 to 
expand membership of the Advisory Committee on Family-Centered Services from 24 to 36. Adds the Director of DHR's 
Division of Family Development; a second member representing the UNC schools of social work (one must be from 
undergraduate school and other from graduate school); two more providers of family preservation services; two more 
consumers of family preservation services, three provides of family support services; and three consumers of such services. 


Amends GS 143B-150.8 to provide that statewide family preservation and support services be available to all counties by 
July 1, 1996. 


S 1063. COMMITMENT SUBSTANCE ABUSING MOTHERS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition 
blank bill with bill TO AMEND THE MENTAL HEALTH COMMITMENT LAW TO PROVIDE FOR VOLUNTARY COMMITMENT 
OF MOTHERS WHO ARE SUBSTANCE ABUSERS AND THEIR CHILDREN UNDER THE AGE OF THREE. Amends GS 
Ch. 122C as title indicates. New GS 122C-211(f) provides that a mother may voluntarily seek admission (along with a 
dependent child under 3) to a 24-hour substance abuse facility, and requires that the facility determine whether the mother 
and child needs and can benefit from care and services available at the center. Effective July 1, 1995, amends GS 122C- 
211(a) to permit children under the age of three to be admitted along with their mothers into substance abuse facilities. 
Requires that a facility denying admission give the denied mother a referral to another facility that may be able to provide 
needed services. Includes blank appropriations provision. Except for the provision already noted, effective October 1, 1995. 
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S 1080. SITING OF SWINE OPERATIONS. Intro. 5/4/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Provides that limitation on siting 
swine houses and lagoons within 1,500 feet of residence does not apply if residence is abandoned or if owner of residence 


gives written notarized consent (to be filed in office of register of deeds) to siting of swine operation within 1,500 feet of 
residence. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 164. CHILD SUPPORT/EMPLOYER REPORTING. Intro. 2/13/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 

Deletes provisions of original bill relating to health insurance withholding orders. Original bill required certain employers to 
report hiring of new employees to state child support enforcement program. Committee substitute makes employer reporting 
of new employees voluntary rather than mandatory. Provides that report of new employees may be made to Employment 
Security Comm'n, which may make information available to state child support program for purpose of establishing, enforcing, 
or collecting child support obligation of employee. Requires Employment Security Comm'n and state child support program to 
adopt rules implementing act and encouraging voluntary participation in program. Makes conforming change to title of bill. 


H 167. MACON SHERIFF'S FUNDS. Intro. 2/13/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that county comm'rs may not 
reduce budget, salaries or number of positions in office of Macon County sheriff below levels provided for in 1994-95 county 
budget, unless the sheriff agrees to the reduction. Adds sunset provision under which act expires Dec. 31, 1997. 


H 272. ALLOW INTERIM DISTRIBUTION AWARDS. Intro. 2/23/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Provides that 
hearings regarding interim distribution of marital assets in equitable distribution action may be heard at sessions arranged by 


chief district court judge pursuant to GS 7A-146 and, if held at such sessions, will not be subject to reporting peaulesbents 
that apply to civil trials. 


H 373. LOCAL DEER HUNTING. Intro. 3/7. Conference report modifies 2nd edition to reconcile matters in controversy. 
Changes title to "AN ACT TO PROHIBIT THE RUNNING OF DEER BY DOGS IN THE TOWN OF SOUTHERN SHORES 
AND TO PROHIBIT THE TAKING OF DEER WITH DOGS IN A PORTION OF RICHMOND COUNTY." The House concurs in 
the Senate's 4/6 amendment adding portion of Richmond County to bill's coverage as title indicates. Rep. Lee, a House 
conferee, did not join the conference report. 


H 495. INJURY TO LAW ENFORCEMENT ANIMAL. Intro. 3/20/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Amendment #2 
extends provisions of bill to Mecklenburg and Union counties. Makes conforming change to title of bill. = 


H 545. CARTWAY AMENDMENT. Intro. 3/27/95. House action amends 1st edition by providing access to the cartway 
procedure to a person who uses land to which there is no public road, reasonable deeded or documented easement or right- 
of-way to a public road, or other adequate means of transportation (previous version did not include easement or right-of- 
way). Also, provides that a cartway granted pursuant to the statute may not exceed 40 feet in width. 


H 568. VEHICLE DAMAGE DISCLOSURE. Intro.#3/28/95. House action amends 1st edition. Deletes provision which would 


have made failure to disclose vehicle damage an unlawful use of a drivers license which could result in suspension of 
violator's drivers license. 


H 626. SCOTLAND COUNTY FIRE DISTRICTS. Intro. 3/29. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition blank bill. 
Renames as 'AN ACT TO CREATE FIRE DISTRICTS IN SCOTLAND COUNTY." Creates eight fire tax districts in Scotland 
County (Fire Tax Districts A through H). Provides that these new districts are Rural Fire Protection Districts as provided in 
GS Ch. 69 and may impose taxes pursuant to GS 69-25.4. 


H 642. EDGECOMBE COMMISSIONERS ELECTION. Intro. 3/30/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Provides that in 1996 four members of board of comm'rs will be elected from districts 1, 2, 3, and 4 for terms of 4 years, and 
that in 1998 and every four years thereafter, three members will be elected from districts 5, 6, and 7 for terms of four years. 
Act is subject to preclearance by US Attorney General under section 5 of Voting Rights Act. 


H 651. DARE BEACHES REGULATE NOISE. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition to make law 


applicable not only to Nags Head, but also to the towns of Kill Devil Hills, Kitty Hawk, and Southern Shores. Amends title 
accordingly. 


H 673. RESTRUCTURE STATE GOV'T BDS & COMNS. Intro. 3/30. House actions amend 2nd edition. Amendment #1 


amends GS 116-31(d) to provide each constituent institution of the Univ. of NC system with 17 trustees, rather than 15 as 
provided in the previous edition (now 13). Deletes change that would have reduced to six the number of trustees elected by 
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the Board of Governors (now 8) effective 7/1/95. Deletes change that would have reduced to four the number of trustees 
elected by the Board of Governors effective 7/1/97. Provides that each house of the General Assembly appoints one member 
for a two-year term and one member for a four-year term in 1995; thereafter, appointments will be for four terms as terms 
expire. Amends GS 116-31(j) by adding requirement that the General Assembly be notified by a university's board of 
trustees’ secretary of a vacancy in a trustee position to be filled by legislative appointment. 

Amendment #2 modifies GS 143B-283 to provide that the farmer member appointed to the Environmental Management 
Commission must be a farmer owning less than 100 acres of land. 


H 745. STUDY REST & NURSING HOME PENALTIES. Intro. 4/3/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Requires NC Study Comm'n on Aging to study administrative penalties for domiciliary facilities and nursing homes to 
determine whether dollar amounts of penalties are effective, and other issues. Authorizes Comm'n to report findings and 
recommendations to 1996 Session of General Assembly. Makes conforming change to title of bill. 


H 774. HEALTH CARE COLLABORATIVE PRACTICE. Intro. 4/5/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment adopted 
5/9/95 was reconsidered and withdrawn. 


H 783. DRUG NUISANCE/FORFEITURE-2. Intro. 4/20/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition, making the following changes: 
(1) deletes language authorizing police chief or sheriff to institute action for abatement of nuisance; (2) provides for forfeiture 
of real property in cases in which nuisance consists of or includes at least two occurrences on illegal possession or sale of 
narcotic drugs; (3) allows forfeiture of real property in connection with such nuisances if court finds that all of the owners have . 
participated in maintaining the notice or received prior written notice from the plaintiff and failed to make good faith effort to 
stop nuisance; (4) in cases in which court orders nuisance abated but does not order real property forfeited, provides that 
court may order forfeiture of real property if nuisance has continued or recurred with or without the knowledge of the owners 
and the owners fail to establish that they have made and are continuing to make good faith efforts to abate the nuisance; (5) 
provides that in cases involving forfeiture of real property, proceeds go to school board of county in which property is located 
(was, to city or county); and (6) deletes provision of original bill that would have made provisions of GS 19-7 (regarding 
cancellation of order of abatement) applicable in actions in which nuisance involves illegal possession or sale of narcotics 
and plaintiff seeks forfeiture of real property. 


H 821. ENCOURAGE BREAST FEEDING. Intro. 4/11. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends GS 130A- 
124 by adding new subsection (a1), which requires that the Dep't of Environment, Health, and Natural Resources (DEHNR) 
develop written policies and adopt rules supporting breast-feeding practices for the public sector workplace. Amends GS 
130A-361(a) to require that DEHNR include as part of its nutrition program education supporting breast feeding. Deletes 


requirement that DEHNR develop and report about demonstration project showing benefits of breast feeding. Deletes 
previous blank appropriation. 


H 835. RECOVER STATE MEDICAL CARE COSTS. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 1st edition by making effective 
upon ratification (was, effective October 1, 1995). 


H 855. LOCAL GOVERNMENT CONTRACTING. Intmp. 4/12/95, House action amends committee substitute to delete 
language that would (1) raise from $20,000 to $30,000 the threshold triggering the competitive bidding requirements for the 
purchase of equipment and supplies, (2) allow the governing body to delegate to the manager or purchasing official the 
authority to award contracts for the purchase of equipment and supplies and to reject bids or readvertise for bids, (3) allow a 
summary of proposals to be recorded in the minutes of the governing body, and (4) allow facsimile or electronic transmission 
of proposals, bids, and bid bonds. Adds language requiring (1) any person who inadvertently opens a package containing a 
bid to document that act, and (2) a governing unit to document the conditions justifying a single-source bid. Provides that 
contractors performing under or bidding on a contract for construction and repair under the informal procedures of GS 143- 
131 to adhere to any applicable occupational licensing or insurance requirements notwithstanding the exemption from the 
licensing requirements of GS 87-1. Makes other technical changes. 


H 871. ASSIST LOW PERFORMING SCHOOLS. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that State Board 
of Education shall determine relationship between the assistance team and the local board of education (was, between the 
assistance team, local board members, and employees of local school boards). 


H 878. SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES LIMITED. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 1st edition to clarify that bill does not 


prohibit public schools from providing information to students concerning the identification, prevention, or treatment of 
infectious diseases, if done in accordance with the curriculum established for the local school administrative unit.

H 879. LOCAL GUN PREEMPTION. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 2nd edition by permitting local governments to 
prohibit firearm possession in public-owned buildings or outside playground areas. This is an exception to the general 
preemption on local government regulation of firearms. 


H 899. LANDLORD/TENANT CHANGES. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amendment #4 
provides that when sheriff places personal property of evicted tenant on public right-of-way, no county employee, municipal 
employee, or other person (other than the tenant) may remove the tenant's property for a period of seven days, excluding 
weekends and holidays, after it is placed there by sheriff. 


H 911. REPEAL POLITICAL PARTY CHECKOFF. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 1st edition. Deletes provisions that 
would have repealed GS 105-269.6 (allowing taxpayers to contribute all or part of tax refund to North Carolina Candidates 
Financing Fund) and Art. 22C of GS Ch 163 (establishing North Carolina Candidates Financing Fund). Changes title of bill to 
AN ACT TO ABOLISH THE PUBLIC FINANCING OF POLITICAL CANDIDATES. 


H 914. COMM. COLL. TRUSTEE QUALIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/11/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Amendment #1, 
adopted 5/9/95 (making technical changes), was reconsidered and withdrawn. Amendment #3 deletes provision of original bill 
that would have set aside two seats on each community college board to be filled by the board itself, restores the number to 
be appointed by the local board of education to four, and deletes original bill's provisions that would have prohibiting from 
serving on a community college board any person who is directly supervised by an appointing agency. Amendment #4 limits 
the prohibition against service by former employees or their spouses or children to persons who were employed full-time 
within the prescribed time period (five years, as specified by amendment #2). 


H 955. CHARTER SCHOOLS. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 1st edition. Provides that State Board of Education has 
authority with respect to final approval of all charter schools, and that State Board of Education shall grant final approval of 
petition for charter school if it finds that petition mets requirements of state law and that granting petition will achieve at least 
one of the purposes set forth in GS 115C-238.29A. Deletes provision requiring coverage of charter school staff under 
Teachers’ and State Employees’ Retirement System (TSERS). Requires petition for charter school to state whether charter 
school will operate independently of the local board of education or subject to some supervision and control by local board of 
education with respect to its administrative operations. If charter school agrees to be subject to some supervision and control 
of local board of education, its employees are deemed employees of the local school administrative unit for purposes of 
providing state-funded employee benefits, including membership in TSERS and Teachers' and State Employees’ 
Comprehensive Major Medical Plan. If charter school operates independently of local board of education, its employees are 
not entitled to such state-funded employee benefits. Provides that local school administrative unit may not convert part or all 
of an existing school to a charter school unless (1) 55% of the parents of children attending the existing school vote for the 
conversion, (2) 55% of the certificated personnel to be employed in the charter school vote for the conversion, and (3) local 
school administrative unit holds a public hearing to receive input regarding the proposed conversion, and (4) other 
requirements set forth in original bill are met.

SENATE BILLS 


S 213. SUPPORT CONFERENCE OF THE STATES. Intro. 2/15/95. Senate action amends 1st edition to include a resolution 
} honoring North Carolina's delegation to the Federal Convention of 1787. Amends title accordingly. 


S 320. UNIFORM CUSTODIAL TRUST ACT. Intro. 3/8/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment #5 provides that 
contributions of custodial trust property (excluding transferor's personal residence) to a custodial trust pursuant to act may not 
exceed $100,000. Limitation does not apply to any appreciation in the value of corpus placed in custodial trust. 


S 345. INSURANCE OMNIBUS CHANGES. Intro. 3/9/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes provisions that would 
have added definitions of "universal life insurance" and "variable life insurance." 


S 426. STRENGTHEN PUBLIC RECORDS LAW. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. Adds 
provision stating that Div'n of Archives and History is not required to photocopy or reproduce public records that are historical 


documents if photocopying or reproducing such records will physically damage the records. Makes additional technical and 
stylistic changes. 


S 513. ANTIDEFICIENCY JUDGMENT AMEND. Intro. 3/28/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides that the amount 
of a deficiency judgment may not exceed the difference between the amount of the debt and the greater of the fair market 
value of the property on the day of sale or the proceeds received from the foreclosure sale. Places the burden of proof 
regarding the fair market value on the mortgagee, payee, or holder of the obligation or deed of trust. 


S 519. PURCHASES FROM BLIND/DISABLED. Intro. 3/29/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Adds sunset provision 
under which act expires on Jan. 1, 2000. Provides that expiration of act does not impair validity of contracts entered into 


before sunset date. Requires Dep't of Administration to report annually to General Assembly's Governmental Operations 
Committee. 


S 559. HOUSING AUTHORITY CHANGES. Intro. 4/3/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Deletes provisions which 
would have increased penalties for drug-related offenses committed by non-residents on or near public housing authority 
property and defining first degree trespass to include entry on public housing authority property in violation of GS 157-9(c). 
Makes conforming change to title of bill. Changes effective date to July 1, 1995. Provides that act applies to rent received or 


accepted on or after effective date and that act shall not be construed to imply that acceptance of rent prior to July 1, 1995 
) constitutes waiver of default or failure. 
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S 577. CPA EDUCATION REQUIREMENTS. Intro. 4/4/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Amendment clarifies that the 
Board may only require up to 30 hours of additional course work from a college or university determined by the Board to have 
standards substantially equivalent to an accredited institution. 


S 585. EXPEDITE EXECUTION OF JUDGMENTS. Intro. 4/4/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Amends 
GS 1-360 to require court's permission in order for debtor of judgment debtor to respond to judgment creditor by answering 
interrogatories instead of appearing to answer inquiries. Amends GS 1-360.1 to allow execution against property of debtor of 
judgment debtor before execution against property of judgment debtor is returned unsatisfied. Retains existing statutory 
provisions of GS 1C-1603(a)(4) (prohibiting clerk from issuing writ of execution unless judgment debtor has been given notice 
of right to claim exemptions from execution). 


S 593. FUNERAL CONTRACT INVESTMENTS. Intro. 4/6/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides that only single 
premium prearrangement insurance policies may be purchased with funds withdrawn from preneed funeral contracts. 
Imposes $2 fee to be paid to Board of Mortuary Science with respect to purchase of prearrangement insurance policy with 
funds withdrawn from irrevocable preneed funeral contract. Requires Comm'r of Insurance and NC Board of Mortuary 
Science to adopt guidelines to ensure that consumers are properly informed and protected. 


S 627. CUMBERLAND ROOM TAX ADMINISTRATION. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition 
blank bill. Amends 1983 SL Ch. 983 to require Cumberland County to remit net proceeds of occupancy tax to Fayetteville 
Area Chamber of Commerce, and to require chamber of commerce to use 50% of net proceeds for benefit of Cumberland 
County Civic Center Comm'n for major repairs, capital improvements to existing facilities, or, with approval of the chamber of 
commerce, construction of new convention-oriented or multipurpose facilities. Requires that chamber of commerce, after 
consultation with nine member advisory committee appointed by board of comm'rs, expend remaining 50% of net proceeds of 
occupancy tax for advertising for the auditorium or civic center or promoting travel and tourism within Cumberland County. 
Advisory committee consists of three members nominated by hotels and motels in county, three members selected by board 


of comm'rs, and three members nominated by Fayetteville city council. Applies to tax proceeds collected on or after July 1, 
1995. 


S 630. CUMBERLAND STORMWATER UTILITY CHARGES. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition 
blank bill. Adds new GS 153A-277(a2) to allow Cumberland County to bill rents, rates, fees, charges, and penalties for 


stormwater and drainage system with property taxes if system is a public enterprise. Collection of such charges is as 
provided by existing law (GS 153A-277(b)). 


S 634. LOOP FUNDS MAY BE REALLOCATED. Intro. 4/11/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Makes technical change 
only. 


S 707. AFTER-BORN/ADOPTED CHILDREN SHARE. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Provides that after- 


born or after-adopted child is not entitled to claim intestate share in testator's estate if surviving spouse receives all (was, all 
or substantially all) of the estate under the will. 


S 724. GIFTS BY ATTORNEY-IN-FACT. Intro. 4/13/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Makes technical change only. 


S 821. PRENEED FUNERAL FUNDS DEFINITION. Intro. 4/25/95. Senate action amends 1st edition. Expands definition of 
“preneed funeral fund" to cover payment for caskets and urns that do not meet the definitions of those items in GS 90-210.41 


S 896. ELECTRONIC SURVEILLANCE. Intro. 5/1/95. Senate action amends (‘st edition. Clarifies that the prohibition against 
manufacture, distribution, possession, and advertising of wire, oral, or electronic communication intercepting devices does not 
apply to persons whose business is restricted to law enforcement agencies and departments. 


s 966. INCREASE COSMETOLOGY FEES. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces ist edition. Provides that 
license fee and fee for renewal of license for registered cosmetologist shall be in an amount determined by Board of Cosmetic 
Art Examiners but not to exceed $39 for three years. Increases from $11 to $15 the annual license fee for cosmetologist who 


are licensed in other states. Increases from $5 to $10 the annual license fee for apprentice cosmetologists who are licensed 
in other states. 


S 971. JUDICIAL APPT./VOTER RETENTION. Intro. 5/3/95. Senate action amends 2nd edition. Provides that Governor's 


appointments of Chief Justice, Supreme Court justices, and judges of Court of Appeals are subject to confirmation by majority 
vote of both houses of General Assembly.

H 288. HEALTH REFORM INITIATIVES. Intro. 2/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title TO ENACT CERTAIN OF THE HEALTH CARE REFORM INITIATIVES RECOMMENDED BY THE 
NORTH CAROLINA HEALTH PLANING COMMISSION. Amends GS 131E-192.2-192.4 to limit its applicability by 
substituting "physician" for "health care provider" and restoring "hospital" where the first edition referred to "health 
service facility." Deletes from definition of cooperative agreements exclusive of agreements by which ownership 
over substantially all of the stock, assets, or activities of one or more previously licensed and operating hospitals is 
transferred. Requires the occupational licensing boards to make reports pursuant to GS 93B-12 to the North 
Carolina Planning Commission. Deletes provisions requiring privately funded health professional schools to 
prepare a plan to encourage North Carolina residents to enter primary care training programs. 

Provides that the North Carolina Health Planning Commission is authorized, but not required, to study the 
issues enumerated in GS 143-612(c). Deletes provisions requiring that the Commission establish target health 
expenditures for the public and private sectors for the 1995-96 fiscal year and 5 years beyond and analyze the 
impact of changes enacted to the Certificate of Need laws. Deletes provision setting forth the composition of the 
committee convened by the Commission to report on how governmental programs can become more prudent 
purchasers and arrangers of health care. Requires the North Carolina Health Planning Commission, rather than 
the Public Health Commission, to study the availability and accessibility of public health services to all citizens 
throughout the state, but does not require that the Commission study the capacity of small counties to meet the 
core public health functions mandated by current State and federal law. Deletes new 143, Article 65 (North 
Carolina quality Improvement Commission), and amendments to GS 131E-176, 131E-180, 131E-192.13, and 
160A-20. Deletes new GS 153A, Article 5, Part 1A (Human Resource Authorities Authorized) and new GS 131G 


) (Health Data Coordination and Assessment). Also deletes amendments to GS 143-613, which would become 
effective January 1, 2000. 
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H 632. CAROLINA TRACE MV ENFORCEMENT. Intro. 3/30/95. Senate action amends 1st edition by placing a 
July 1, 1997 sunset on the act.

H 1061. MANUFACTURING JOBS TAX CREDIT. TO PROVIDE A CORPORATE INCOME TAX CREDIT FOR 
RETAINING THREATENED MANUFACTURING JOBS IN DISTRESSED COUNTIES. Provides that a corporation 
engaged in business of manufacturing in a severely distressed county (as defined in GS 105-130.40) whose 
business is threatened because its principal product has become obsolete or uncompetitive due to technological 
advances is allowed a credit against its corporate income tax liability in an amount equal to 20% of its expenses to 
retain threatened jobs in the county, not to exceed 50% of corporation's net tax liability. Credit may not exceed 
$2,800 for each threatened full-time job retained in county. Corporation is not eligible for credit if number of its full- 
time employees in county has decreased during three-year period preceding year in which expenses are incurred. 
Credit must be taken in equal installments over four years following taxable year in which expenses were incurred 
and is conditioned on continued employment of number of full-time employees which corporation employed in 
county during taxable year in which expenses were incurred. Corporation must obtain certification from Sec’'y of 
Commerce that it meets conditions related to tax credit and that it has incurred expenses for which credit is 
claimed. Effective for tax years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1995.

H 1062. ENTERPRISE TAX ZONE DEVELOPMENT ACT. TO DESIGNATE ENTERPRISE TAX ZONES AND

tract that has a poverty rate of at least 30% and that is located in city with population of at least 25,000. Requires 
Sec'y of Commerce to identify and certify enterprise zones on annual basis. Provides that gain realized on 
disposition of real property located in enterprise zone attributable to increases in value of property occurring on or 
after Jan. 1, 1996 is not subject to income tax. Effective with respect to taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1996, establishes new income tax credit for property tax increases attributable to improvements on property 
located within enterprise zone.

Allows corporation located in enterprise zone to claim refund of sales tax paid on purchase (on or 
after Jan. 1, 1996) of property for use within enterprise zone. Effective with respect to taxable years beginning on 
or after Jan. 1, 1996, makes provisions providing tax credit for creating jobs in severely distressed counties 
applicable to enterprise zones. Makes provisions of GS 143B-437A (providing funding to local governments to 
create jobs in qualified industries) applicable to enterprise zones.

H 1064. INCOME/FRANCHISE TAX INCREASES. TO RESTORE THE TAX BURDEN ON THE WEALTHY IN 
ORDER TO HELP EDUCATION AND REDUCE THE FOOD TAX. 

Credit for NC dividends. Repeals GS 105-151.19, which now permits a tax credit against NC individual 
income tax liability of 6% of dividends (up to maximum $300) paid by corporations at least 50% of whose taxable 
income is allocable to North Carolina. 

Deductibility of dividends paid by NC corporations. Amends the corporation income tax (GS 105-130.7) to 
delete those portions of the existing statute that permit a corporation to deduct from taxable income a percentage 
of dividends paid equal to the percentage of the corporation's income that is allocable to North Carolina (including 
such provisions specifically applicable to insurance company dividends) 

Franchise tax. Increases the corporation franchise tax rate to $1.70 (now, $1.50) per $1,000. 

Supplemental income tax. Imposes a supplemental individual income tax of 3% on income from intangibles 
received by persons whose NC taxable income exceeds $100,000. Defines income from intangibles as including 
net capital gains, gross dividend income, and gross interest income. Exempts income from tax-exempt 
government securities. Includes comparable provisions for income taxation of trusts and estates.

H 1065. CORPORATE INCOME/HIGHWAY USE TAX. TO REFORM CORPORATE WELFARE AND OTHER 
TAX EXPENDITURES. 

Corporation income tax apportionment formula. The formula now used to determine the portion of a 
corporation's income subject to NC corporation income tax takes into account the corporation's property 
investment in NC, its payroll, and its sales within NC. The formula gives the sales factor double weight, thereby 
reducing the tax liability of a company located in NC most of whose sales are out-of-state. This bill eliminates the 
double-weighting of the sales factor, so that property, payroll, and sales are given equal weight in the formula. 

Interest expense allocable to exempt interest income. Amends GS 105-130.5 to require that in determining 
State taxable income, there shall be added to federal taxable income that portion of a financial institution's interest 
expense allocable to tax-exempt interest income. 

Credit for wharfage and handling charges on exports. Repeals existing corporation and individual income tax 
credits for NC State Ports Authority wharfage and handling charges on exports. 

Agricultural sales tax exemptions. Repeals sales tax exemptions for (1) commercial fertilizer; (2) seeds, 
medications, feed, and agricultural chemicals, and (3) commercially manufactured facilities for swine, livestock and 
poultry. 

Highway use tax. Repeals the $1,500 cap on the highway use tax. 

Income tax changes effective for tax years beginning January 1, 1995; sales and highway use tax changes 
effective July 1, 1995.

H 1066. DISPOSAL TAX ON CONTAINERS. AN ACT TO IMPOSE A DISPOSAL TAX ON CONTAINERS THAT 
FAIL TO RECYCLE SUFFICIENTLY AND TO DISTRIBUTE THE REVENUE FROM THE DISPOSAL TAX ON 
CONTAINERS TO THE SOLID WASTE MANAGEMENT FUND. \mposes a privilege tax on a retailer for each 
container that is sold by the retailer and imposes an excise tax on all containers purchased outside of the State for 
storage, use or consumption in the State. Applies to containers not less than five ounces or greater than one 
gallon by volume in capacity and in which the contents have been sealed by the manufacturer. Exempts 
containers that are reusable or refillable, or that are in a container type that have a sustained recycling rate that 
meets or exceeds percentages set out in the bill. Beginning July 1, 1996, the privilege tax and the excise tax is 
three cents for each container, and beginning July 1, 1998, the tax shall be five cents per container. The proceeds 
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from the taxes shall be distributed to the Solid Waste Management Trust Fund on a quarterly basis. Bill defines 
"sustained recycling rate" and, beginning January 1, 1996, directs Dep't of Env., Health, & Nat. Resources to 
determine the rates for each container material type and notify the Dep't of Revenue on a yearly basis.

H 1067. MOBILE HOME LIENHOLDER TAX PAYMENT. TO REQUIRE A RESIDENT LIENHOLDER TO PAY 
ONLY THE CURRENT YEAR'S PROPERTY TAX AFTER OBTAINING A MOBILE HOME MOVING PERMIT. The 
Machinery Act now provides that a lienholder who intends to repossess a mobile home is entitled to a statement of 
ad valorem taxes due on the property and a permit to move the mobile home, and that the lienholder must pay all 
outstanding taxes within seven days. This bill amends the statute to distinguish between resident and nonresident 
lien holders. A resident lienholder would be required to pay only the current year's taxes, while a nonresident 
lienholder would remain responsible for all outstanding taxes. The bill also provides that the statement of taxes 


due must include taxes due to all taxing units. Effective for taxes imposed for taxable years beginning July 1, 
1996.

S 56. ANTIQUATED LAWS REPEALED. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Deletes provision 
repealing GS 8-48 (use of Clark's Calendar to prove dates). Adds provisions repealing (1) 1937 law allowing 
motor vehicles to use acetylene head lamps, (2) 1924 law making it unlawful to display an organizational emblem 
on a motor vehicle unless owner is a member, (3) 1784 law making it unlawful to sell firewood in an incorporated 
town other than by the cord, (4) 1941 law requiring secondhand watches to be tagged as such, and (5) 1943 law 
forbidding photographers from selling coupons redeemable for photographs without posting a bond. Deletes 
language repealing GS 14-197 (cussing on public roads). 


S 288. ALLEGHANY SCHOOL ACQUISITION. Intro. 3/2/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Retains provision making GS 153A-158 applicable to Alleghany County. Adds provision requiring that the local 
board of education in Alleghany County be involved in the design, construction, equipping, expansion, 
improvement, or renovation of property for use by the local school administrative unit to the same extent as if the 
property were not financed under GS 153A-158.1. Deletes all other provisions of previous edition. 


S 295. SMOKE DETECTORS IN RENTAL PROPERTY. Intro. 3/2/95. House action amends 4th edition. Deletes 
requirement that tenant notice to landlord regarding replacement or repair of smoke detector be in writing, but 
allows a written agreement between landlord and tenant to require such notice to be in writing. Provides that the 
failure of tenant to replace batteries not constitute negligence on the part of the tenant or landlord. 


S 871. EMERGENCY RECALL/COURT OF APPEALS. Intro. 4/26/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 


edition. Amends GS 7A-39.15(b) to limit number of judges who may be recalled by Chief Judge of the Court of 
Appeals to no more than three at any one time. 


S 943. MOTOR FUEL/JUSE TAX CHANGES. Intro. 5/2/95. Senate action amends ‘st edition. Adds definition of 
"trustee" to GS 105-449.60. Adds exporters to list of persons who must have a license at GS 105-449.65 
exporters, if Sec'y adds requirement by rule. Amends GS 105-449.66 to bar persons from licensing as more than 
one type of importer. Provides at GS 105-449.68 that bulk-end user of motor fuel may not be licensed as 
distributor unless user also acquires motor fuel from a supplier or from another distributor for subsequent sale, but 
does not apply to user licensed as distributor on Jan. 1, 1996. Amends GS 105-449.70(c) and -449.771 to limit 
jurisdiction of State over supplier only for administration of this Article. Adds requirement at GS 105-449.77 that 
Sec’'y provide list of suppliers to distributors upon request. Amends GS 105-449.81 to impose excise tax on motor 
fuel that is blended fuel made in State (was, blended fuel and is removed from a bulk plant). Amends GS 105- 
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449.82 and -449.84 to clarify liability for tax on removals from a refinery or terminal and on liability for tax on 
blended fuel. Amends GS 195-449.87 to impose tax on motor fuel imported by a tank wagon importer. Deletes 
three-day returns for occasional importers at GS 105-449.90. Deletes provisions setting forth reasons for 
suspension and procedure for suspension of right of licensed distributor to make deferred payments, but retains 
right to defer payment at GS 105-449.91. Amends GS 105-449.92 concerning effect of notice to suppliers of 
cancellations or reissuance of distributor's license. Amends GS 105-449.96 to include on list of information from 
suppliers to Sec'y the number of gallons of motor fuel removed during the month at a terminal located in another 
state for destination to this State. Adds duties of supplier concerning payments by distributors at GS 105-449.98. 

Adds new Article 36D, "Alternative Fuel." Sets forth definition of alternative fuel and requires licensing and 
bonding for providers of alternative fuel. Sets forth procedure for issuance of license and payment of taxes. Make 
numerous conforming changes. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 531. NO REGISTRATION CERTAIN SECURITIES. Intro. 3/23/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title to TO SECURE CERTAIN SECURITIES TRANSACTIONS FROM THE STATE 
REGISTRATION REQUIREMENTS. Extends applicability of bill, subject to the provided exceptions, to the 
promissory notes of all partnerships, all proprietorships, domestic limited partnerships, and domestic limited liability 
companies. Limits applicability to those enterprises that have conducted their principal business activities and 
maintained their headquarters in the State for at least ten years before the issuance of a promissory note. Further 
limits applicability to (1) those enterprises with audited financial statements including a balance sheet and a profit 
and loss statement for the three years and four months prior to filing for an exemption and (2) enterprises that ~ 
have not filed for bankruptcy as a principal or as an agent or 5% equity owner in a partnership, limited liability 
company, limited partnership, or corporation. 

Provides that notes authorized for exemption may have maturities of up to five years, but may not have an 
aggregate amount outstanding of over $5 million under this provision or other exemptions from registration. 
Requires the applicant for exemption to provide authority to the Securities Act administrator to verify the 
representation that there are no delinquent federal or State taxes. Requires the administrator to review any 
proposal for exemption within 10 business days of receipt and provide a written statement detailing the reasons for 
refusal to approve the exemption within 30 days. Requires a proposal for exemption to include copies of all 
advertisements to be used for the notes. Increases the fee to recover administrative costs to $150. 


H 786. FIREFIGHTER CLASSIFICATIONS. Intro. 4/10/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF 
PROVIDING PROFESSIONAL FIREFIGHTERS WITH ENHANCED BENEFITS UNDER THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENTAL EMPLOYEES' RETIREMENT SYSTEM and replaces original bill with study indicated in title, 
with report to 1997 General Assembly. 


H 839. FINANCIAL BOARDS MERGED. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title to TO AUTHORIZE THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
ADVISABILITY AND FEASIBILITY OF CONSOLIDATING THE STATE REGULATION OF FINANCIAL 
INSTITUTIONS INTO A SINGLE AGENCY, and completely replaces original bill with authorization for Comm'n to 
make cited study report to 1996 or 1997 session of General Assembly.

The Senate committee substitute embodies the Senate version of the 1995-97 Continuation Budget. In the following 
digest, changes made to the House version are indicated by underlining new matter and striking through matter deleted or 
changed. Numbers and matter not in controversy appear in unaltered type. 

Appropriates $9,466-866.944 9,.525.958.781 for 1995-96 and $9,707,558,684 9.774.057,470 for 1996-97 for current 
operations of the General Fund. Appropriates $997,785,847 1,005.706,396 for 1995-96 and $4,092,076.234 1,009,996.783 
for 196-97 for current operations of the Highway Fund. Appropriates $698,432,000 for 1995-96 and $738,846 ,000 for 1996-97 

) for current operations of the Highway Trust Fund. The bill includes numerous special provisions and is accompanied by a 
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report of the House Appropriations Committee detailing changes in line items. The following digest summarizes all special 
provisions (with a few exceptions for "boiler plate" provisions) and incorporates details provided in the committee's report. 


Revenue Availability/Reserve for Repairs and Renovations 

Budget reform statements. Estimates General Fund and Highway Fund revenue availability for 1995-97. Beginning 
unrestricted balance is $420-7 $165.9 million. Revenues from existing tax structure estimated at $9-9878 $10,019.6 million 
for 1995-96 and $40.624-2 $10,658.1 million for 1996-97. Estimates reduction to tax revenue due to the Tax Relief Package 
of $359.4 million in 1995-96 and $369.6 million in 1996-97. After other adjustments are added, total revenue availability for 
the General Fund is estimated at $9,894-3 $9.968.6 million fore 1995-96 and $40,379-7 $10.413.9 million for 1996-97. 
Estimates Highway Fund availability at $4,059-4 $1,048 million in 1995-96 and $1,046.3 million in 1996-97. 

Repairs Reserve account changes. Amends GS 143-15.2 to set size of Repairs and Renovations Reserve Account at 
the greater of 25% of General Fund credit balance and 3% of replacement value of State buildings supported form General 
Fund (now, lesser of 25% of credit balance and 1.5% of replacement value). Amends GS 143-15.3A to restrict the use of 
funds from this Reserve to specified renovations and prohibits use of funds for new construction of expansion of the footprint . 
of an existing facility unless required to comply with federal or State codes or standards. 

Expenditure of funds from Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. Allocates 50% of Reserve to UNC System, and 42% 
50% to OSBM-and 8% to-Div'n-of Parks-and Recreation. Authorizes Board of Governors to allocate funds for repair and 
renovation of facilities not supported from General Fund if sufficient funds are not available from other sources and conditions 
warrant General Fund assistance. Requires report of any such use to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Gov'tl Operations. Requires 
UNC, OSBM, and Parks & Recreation to submit plans for use of funds to Joint Legis. Comm'n on Govt'l Operations and Fiscal 
Research Div'n before expenditure. k

Aid to Students Attending Private Colleges Procedure. Provides that funds appropriated to Board of Governors for aid 
to private colleges are to provide up to $550 per FTE NC undergraduate student, with funds to be used as scholarship funds 
for needy NC students and as tuition grants, up to $1250 for each full-time NC undergraduate, to be paid to institution as 
credit for such student. Provides mechanism for transferring funds or reducing grants pro rata if funds insufficient for all 
eligible students.

Public Schools Workers' Compensation. Limits the State's responsibility to employees paid partially by State funds for 
these employees’ salary increases and workers’ compensation. Provides that salaries for positions that are funded partially 
from the General Fund or Highway Fund and partially from other sources shall be increased from the General Fund or 
Highway Fund appropriation only to the extent of the proportionate part of the salaries paid from the fund. Amends GS 115C- 
337(a) to provide that the liability of the State for workers' compensation to school employees must be based on the average 
ih wage of the employees, but only to the extent of the proportionate part of the employee's salary that is paid from State 
unds. 

Use of Substitute Teacher Funds for Leave From Sick Leave Banks. Provides that state funds for substitute teachers 
shall be used to pay for substitute teachers on days teachers use sick leave from voluntary sick leave banks. 

Outcome-Based Education Program Repealed. Repeals Part 5 of Art. 16, GS Ch. 115C, which required the State Board 
of Education to develop and implement an outcome-based education program.

General Services for the Department of Transportation Consolidated. Directs that Facilities Management Branch of 
Division of Highways and General Services Branch of Division of Motor Vehicles be merged in General Services Division of 
Department of Transportation (DOT). 

Adopt-a-Highway Program. Allows DOT to permit persons or groups participating in Adopt-a-Highway program to have 
access to controlled access facilities in order to remove litter. States that participants in program may use contract services 
to clean roadside only in accordance with rules issued by DOT.

Funds for voluntary remedial actions. Permits Secretary, each year of biennium, to contribute up to 10% of cost, not to 
exceed $50,000 per site, of implementing voluntary remedial action program at up to three high-priority sites that substantially 
endanger public health or environment. Funds to come from Inactive Hazardous Sites Cleanup Fund. 

Reclassification of EHNR Regional Office Managers. Requires Department to reclassify these positions as 
intergovernmental liaison positions, with one each located in, and residing in, the coastal, piedmont (not Raleigh), and 
mountain areas of the state.

H 168. CHILD SUPPORT CHANGES. Intro. 2/13/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Makes new 
tile AN ACT TO IMPROVE THE ENFORCEMENT OF CHILD SUPPORT BY CREATING ADDITIONAL 
REMEDIES. Adds new definition of "licensing board," which is a department, division, agency, officer, board, or 

) other unit of State government that issues hunting, fishing, trapping, or occupational licenses or licensing 
privileges. Removes regular and commercial drivers licenses and adds hunting, fishing and trapping licenses to 
the definition of "licensing privileges." Sets forth amendments to GS 50-13.12(a) to become effective December 1, 
1996, which add regular and commercial drivers licenses and the agency that issues them to the definitions of 
“licensing privileges" and “licensing board," respectively. 

Permits a district court judge to suspend all licensing privileges held by a person found to be at least one 
month willfully delinquent in child support payments. Provides that the obligor may file a request for certification 
from the clerk of superior court upon full payment of the delinquent amount or petition the district court for 
reinstatement of licensing privileges conditioned upon full payment over a period of time. Requires the notice sent 
to an obligor in a non-IV-D case to state that failure to make immediate payment will result in revocation of 
licensing privileges. Requires the enforcement order, if issued pursuant to GS 50-13.9(d), to reflect that the court 
may order the revocation of some or all the obligor's licensing privileges if the obligor is delinquent in an amount 
equal to the support due for one month. 

Requires a licensing board to treat notification from the Department of Human Resources that a license has 
been forfeited for nonpayment of child support the same way it would treat a court order to revoke an occupational 
license. Makes it mandatory that the licensing board reinstate a license revoked for nonpayment upon certification 
by the clerk of superior court or the child support enforcement agency that the licensee is no longer delinquent in 
child support payments. 

Adds new GS 110-142 to allow the Department of Human Resources to notify a board that a person licensed 
by that board is not in compliance with an order for child support in a class IV-D case. Requires the Department to 
establish procedures to allow an obligor to have the underlying arrearage and any relevant defenses investigated, 
to provide the obligor with information on the process of obtaining a modification of a support order, or if necessary 
to provide assistance in establishing a payment schedule for the obligor. Provides that an obligor may challenge 
the submission of his name on the Department's certified list for delinquent obligors and/or can negotiate a 
payment schedule within 14 days of the date of notice from the licensing board that his or her license is to be 

) revoked or suspended. Requires a designated representative to investigate and respond in writing to the obligor's

request for review. Also provides the obligor with the opportunity to seek judicial review of the designated 
representative's decision. Requires licensing boards to keep information collected pursuant to this section 
confidential. 

Adds new GS 110-142.2 to become effective December 1, 1996, which provides for the suspension or 
revocation of drivers licenses, hunting, fishing, or trapping licenses, refusal to register a motor vehicle or issuance 
of a certificate or transfer of title of a motor vehicle upon a finding by the court that an obligor is at least 90 days 
willfully in arrears in child support payments. Authorizes the court to provide limited driving privileges if it finds that 
the drivers license is necessary to the obligor's livelihood. Provides that the child support agency must certify that 
the obligor is no longer in arrearages. 

Makes technical conforming changes to GS 20-24, 20-24.1(c) and 20-28(a)(1). 

Clarifies that GS 150B-3, which sets forth grounds and procedures for revocation of occupational licenses, 
does not apply to revocations based solely on a court order of child support delinquency or a Department 
determination of child support delinquency. 

Also amends GS 110 to clarify the duties and responsibilities of the child support program as it relates to 
modification of child support orders and locating absent parents. Provides that no attorney/client privilege is 
created between the attorney representing the child support enforcement agency and parents in actions to 
establish, enforce, or modify a duty of support or establish paternity. Authorizes the Department to use the 
electronic and print media to locate absent and deserting parents. Requires utility companies, except 
telecommunication utilities or providers of electronic communication service, and financial institutions to provide 
the Department with identifying data on customers if the Department certifies that the information is needed to 
locate a parent to collect, establish or enforce an order for child support. 

Amends GS 44-49.1 to create a lien on payment of insurance proceeds in excess of $3000. 

Adds new Uniform Interstate Family Support Act, which provides for establishment of an order for spousal 
support or shield support, enforcement of a support order and income withholding order of another state without 
registration, registration of an order for spousal support or child support of another state or enforcement, 
modification of an order for child support or spousal support issued by a tribunal of this state, registration of an 
order for child support of another state for modification, determination of paternity, and assertion of jurisdiction 
over nonresidents. 

Appropriates $474,300 for 1995-96 and $170,000 for 1996-97 from General Fund to Div'n of Social Services, 
Dep't of Human Resources to implement act. Appropriates $95,000 for 1995-96 from General Fund to 
Administrative Office of the Courts to implement act. 

Deletes other provisions of the 1st edition. 


H 236. REPEAL INSURANCE SURCHARGE. Intro. 2/21/95. House action amends 3rd edition, Changes title to 
AN ACT TO REPEAL THE INSURANCE REGULATORY CHARGE AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE DISPOSITION 
OF FEES COLLECTED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE. Deletes revisions to GS 105-228.5(d) (tax 
rate on gross premiums collected on workers compensation contracts and additional taxes on fire and lightening 
coverage) and makes corresponding changes in GS 105-228.8(e). Makes sections 1, 2, AND 7 effective for 


taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 1997 (was, January |, 1996) and remainder of act effective July |, 
1996 (was, July |, 1995). 


H 852. REPEAL MINIMUM HWY. USE TAX. Intro. 4/12/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. 
Changes title TO ADDRESS MOTOR FUEL TAX EVASION AND TO IMPROVE THE ADMINISTRATION OF THE 
MOTOR FUEL TAXES BY CHANGING THE POINT OF TAXATION OF GASOLINE AND DIESEL FUEL, TO 
REPEAL THE MINIMUM HIGHWAY USE TAX, AND TO STRENGTHEN THE ENFORCEMENT OF THE ROAD 
TAX PAID BY MOTOR CARRIERS. Repeals entirely GS 105, articles 36 and 36A (gasoline tax and special fuels 
tax). Adds new art. 36C (Gasoline, Diesel, and Blends) and retitles subchapter V (Motor Fuel Taxes) (now, 
Gasoline Tax). Adds some 37 new definitions including those for various types and blends of fuel and those for 
various suppliers, distributors, and transporters who are active in the motor fuel industry. Prohibits local 
governments from imposing a tax on the sale, distribution, or use of motor fuels. 

Licensing. Requires the following persons to be licensed: (1) a refiner; (2) a supplier; (3) a terminal operator: 
(4) an importer; (5) an exporter (if provided by rule); (6) a blender; (7) a motor fuel transporter; (8) a bulk-end user 
of undyed diesel fuel; and (9) a retailer of undyed diesel fuel. Establishes restrictions on who can be licensed as 
an importer and as a distributor. Sets forth rules for applying for a license. Authorizes a supplier to collect tax on 
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fuel removed by a supplier at a terminal located in another state and brought into this state, including out-of-state 
suppliers who are not required to be licensed in this state. Requires certain refiners, suppliers, operators, 
importers, and distributors to file a bond or irrevocable letter of credit with the Sec'y of Revenue in order to apply 
for license. Provides grounds for denial, issuance, and cancellation of licenses. Requires Sec'y of Revenue to 
keep records of license applicants and holders and provides for the distribution of lists of suppliers and 
distributors. 

Fuel Tax. Establishes a motor fuel excise tax of 17 1/2 cents a gallon, plus a variable wholesale component 
equal to 3 1/2 cents a gallon or 7% of the average wholesale price of motor fuel for the applicable base period, 
whichever is greater. Provides for tax liability on removals from a refinery or terminal. Provides that the refiner 
pays the tax on fuel removed from a refinery in this state. Provides that the position holder for the fuel pays the 
tax on motor fuel removed by a system transfer from a terminal in this state. Provides that the person who first 
receives the fuel upon its removal from the terminal pays the tax on fuel removed at a terminal rack in this state. 
Also provides for the allocation of tax liability for imported fuel and blended fuel. 

Special Taxes. Establishes an excise tax at the motor fuel rate on motor fuel losses unaccounted for at the 
terminal that exceed 1/2 of 1% of the number of net gallons. Provides for the allocation of tax liability for such tax. 
Also establishes an excise tax at the motor fuel rate on dyed diesel fuel for certain purposes. Makes the operator 
of a highway vehicle that uses motor fuel liable for the tax, but extends liability also to motor carriers and motor 
fuel sellers in some cases. 

Tax Payment and Reporting. Provides for the payment and reporting of taxes. Requires certain parties to file 
monthly returns, others to file quarterly returns, and terminal operators to file annual returns. Provides for 
remittance of certain taxes by distributors to fuel suppliers. Provides for distributors to deduct amounts 
calculated on fuel resold to governmental units and to deduct from the amount due a discount of 1% of the amount 
of tax payable for timely remittance to licensed suppliers. Requires the Sec'y of Revenue to provide refunds to 
certain distributors to hold them harmless so that the discounts they enjoy do not depend on where or when the 
tax is collected. Also allows certain deductions and discounts for suppliers, including a discount of 0.1% of the 
amount of tax payable, not to exceed $8,000 per month. Requires suppliers to provide tax-related information to 
distributors. Also establishes reporting requirements for returns filed by importers, :terminal operators, those that 
transport motor fuel, and distributors of exports from a bulk plant. 

Tax Refunds. Establishes refunds upon application for tax paid on exempt fuel, lost fuel, and fuel unsalable 
for highway use. Provides for quarterly refunds for certain local governmental entities, nonprofit organizations, 
and taxicabs. Establishes refunds also for those purchasing fuel for off-road use or for certain vehicles with power 
attachments. Includes due dates for refund applications, penalties for late applications for refunds, and provides 
for a hearing for decisions concerning refund applications. 

Shipping requirements, violations, and penalties. Requires any person transporting motor fuel by railroad 
tank car or transport truck to carry in the conveyance a shipping document showing identification of the terminal or 
plant from which the fuel was loaded, the date of loading and gross volume, the destination state, and a tax 
responsibility statement indicating the name of the supplier responsible for the tax due. Terminal or plant operator 
has duty to issue the shipping document; person transporting the fuel must carry the document, show it to a law 
enforcement office upon request, and deliver the fuel to the state indicated on the shipping document (unless a 
prescribed procedure for changing that destination is followed); person receiving the fuel must copy and retain the 
shipping document and ascertain that the destination indicated is North Carolina; importer acquiring fuel from a 
supplier that is not an elective supplier or a permissive supplier (and therefore will not be acting as trustee for 
remittance of tax) must obtain an import confirmation number and write it on the shipping document. Penalty for 
first violation as the amount of tax due and penalty for second and subsequent violations as greater of $1,000 or 
five times the tax due. 

Makes it a Class 1 misdemeanor and adds a civil penalty to use dyed diesel fuel for highway use (unless 
otherwise specifically permitted). Sets civil penalties for buying or selling non-tax-paid motor fuel (maximum 
penalty of $300 for more than 50 gallons pumped). Provides for hearing for person claiming penalty improperly 
imposed; provides person must pay the penalty and then demand a refund, which will be scheduled for a hearing. 

Sets out list of Class 1 misdemeanor offenses: failing to obtain required license; failing to make required 
reports; failing to pay tax due; making false statement in application; failing to keep required records; refusing to 
allow Secretary to examine records; failing to disclose correct amount of motor fuel sold or used in North Carolina; 
failing to file a replacement bond or additional bond as required; failure to give or show a shipping document. 

Sets out as Class 2 misdemeanors: knowingly dispensing non-tax-paid motor fuel into the supply tank of a 
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highway vehicle; and knowingly allowing non-tax-paid fuel to be dispensed into the supply tank of a highway 
vehicle. 

Sets out record-keeping and audit requirements. Requires all motor fuel to be dispensed at metered pumps. 
Provides that diesel trucks transporting diesel fuel as cargo may not have access to the fuel for their own motors. 

Use of revenue. Directs the Secretary to allocate the revenue collected form an excise tax of one-half cent a 
gallon to the commercial leaking petroleum cleanup fund (9/32 of the amount collected), the noncommercial 
leaking petroleum underground storage tank cleanup fund (3/32), and to the water and air quality account (10/32). 
Three quarters of the remainder is to go to the Highway Fund and one quarter to the Highway Trust Fund (a 
portion of which is to go to the Wildlife Resources Fund). Directs Secretary to credit civil penalties to the Highway 
fund as nontax revenues. 

Alternative fuels. Requires a person providing alternative fuels defined as a combustible gas or liquid that 
can be used to generate power to operate a highway vehicle and that is not subject to tax under Article 36C of GS 
Ch. 105 to file a bond, a license application (containing specified information), and to obtain an alternative fuel 
provider license. Sets tax on alternative fuel at rate equivalent to the motor fuel rate, as determined by the 
Secretary. Sets payment and record keeping requirements. Provides that penalties for violations are to be the 
same as identified above for motor fuels violations. 

Transitional provisions. Sets rules for taxes for liabilities incurred in December, 1995 and requires an 
inventory of motor fuel in possession as of 12:01 a.m. on January 1, 1996, imposing the tax on those inventories. 
Provides that all current licenses expire January 1, 1996, but that license holders may obtain new licenses under 
this new law without a new application by notifying the Secretary that they want them. Sets other tax-paying and 
importing rules to be used in the transition to the new law. 

Conforming changes. Makes numerous conforming changes in GS Ch. 105, 119, 136 and 150B. 

Repeal minimum highway use tax. Amends GS 105-187.3, -187.6, -187.7, and -187.8 to repeal the $40 per 
vehicle minimum highway use tax. 

Motor carrier enforcement. Adds new GS 105-449.44, providing that a motor carrier that does not file a report 
for a quarter but, based on records of DMV, operated in North Carolina during the quarter, is presumed to have 
traveled 450 miles for each time the records show the carried operated here. The carrier is to be assessed based 
on that mileage. Adds new GS 105-236(b) providing that if a motor carrier understates its liability for the road tax 
imposed by Art. 36B by 15% or more, the Secretary is to assess a civil penalty equal to twice the deficiency. 

Effective date. Bulk of act is effective January 1, 1996. Various portions have other effective dates.

S 414. INTERSTATE BRANCHING EARLY OPT-IN. Intro. 3/20/95. Senate committee substitute replaces 2nd 
edition. Adds amendment to GS 105-102.3 to reduce privilege tax levied by that section by the average amount for 
the taxable year of all assets employed outside the State of an out-of-state bank with one or more branches in the 
State and an in-state-bank with one or more branches outside the State. Makes the effective date of this provision 
July 1, 1995. Amends title accordingly. 


S 649. SWEET POTATO ASSESSMENTS. Intro. 4/11/95. House committee substitute replaces 2nd edition. 
Changes title to AN ACT CONCERNING SWEET POTATOES. Adds provision adopting the sweet potato as the 
official vegetable of the State, effective upon ratification. 


HOUSE BILLS 


H 5. PUBLIC ASSISTANCE RESPONSIBILITY. Intro. 1/26/95. House action amends 3rd edition. Amendment one 
provides that the limitations on public assistance do not apply if reasonable grounds exist to believe that, were the 
parent to marry an individual who acknowledges paternity or who will assume financial responsibility for the child 
upon marriage, the parent or the child will be physically or emotionally abused by that individual. Amendment three 
provides that, notwithstanding the provisions making ineligible for benefits current recipients who are convicted of 
a felony or found in violation of parole or probation, current recipients will not be ineligible if convicted of a 
misdemeanor and adjudicated in violation of parole or probation and continued on parole or probation. Amendment 
four substitutes "out-of-wedlock births" wherever "illegitimacy" appears in the bill. 


H 213. OVERDUE TRUCK PENALTIES & TAXES. Intro. 2/16/95. Senate action amends 3rd edition. Deletes 
authority for a law enforcement officer to detain a vehicle used on the highway for the transportation of property if 
penalties or taxes are more than 30 days delinquent. Requires the Div'n of Motor Vehicles to send written notice 
by certified mail, return receipt requested, to the vehicle owner if penalties or taxes are so delinquent. Provides 
that if law enforcement officer discovers that a vehicle owned by the person to whom a notice was sent is being 
operated on a highway, that it has been at least 45 days since the notice was received, and that the penalties or 
taxes are still delinquent, the officer may detain the vehicle until the penalties and taxes are paid. 


H 352. PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY DATE CHANGE. Intro. 3/6/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 


edition. Changes title TO PROVIDE AN EARLIER DATE FOR THE PRESIDENTIAL AND OTHER PRIMARIES 
AND TO REIMBURSE THE COUNTIES FOR POSTAGE IN THE DELIVERY OF CERTIFICATIONS OF 
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CANDIDACY AND RESULTS OF PRIMARIES AND ELECTIONS. Changes primary date to the first Tuesday in 
March in years when there is a presidential preference primary and the Tuesday after the first Monday in May in 
years when there is no presidential preference primary. Requires the State Bd. of Elections to convene in Raleigh 
on the first business day in Jan.. Amends GS 163-106(c) to provide that candidates seeking party primary 
nominations in years when there is a presidential preference primary file their notice of candidacy between the last 
Tuesday in Dec. and the second Friday in Jan. Provides that cost incurred in the disposition of duplicate abstracts 
and certification of notices of candidacy will be at the State's expense. Appropriates $1000 from the General Fund 
to the State Board of Elections for each year of 1995-97 biennium to pay for such costs. Deletes amendments to 
GS 163-213.3 and 163-213.11A and original appropriation. 


H 396. EXPAND PORTS TAX CREDIT. Intro. 3/9/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st edition. Changes 
title to AN ACT TO MODIFY THE STATE PORTS TAX CREDIT BY EXPANDING IT TO INCLUDE IMPORTS, BY 
EXTENDING THE SUNSET ON THE CREDIT, AND BY LIMITING THE CREDIT FOR BULK EXPORTS. Makes 
credit applicable to cargo loaded onto or unloaded from an ocean carrier calling at either the Wilmington or 
Morehead City port terminal and to bulk cargo that is loaded onto or unloaded from an ocean carrier calling at the 
Morehead City port terminal. Amends session laws enacting GS 105-130.41 and GS °105-151.22 to extend the 
expiration date of the tax credit legislation to Feb. 28, 1998 (original bill, no expiration; present law expires Feb. 28, 
1996). Amends SL 1991, Ch. 741, Sec. 2, to provide that Ports Authority shall file a report on the use of the tax 
credits and their impact in 1996 and 1997, as well as in 1993, 1994, and 1995. Requires report to be submitted to 
the Fiscal Research Div'n, the Speaker and the President Pro Tem. 


H 504. LEASED VEHICLE TRADE-IN ALLOWANCE. Intro. 3/20/95. House committee substitute replaces 1st 
edition. Changes title TO SUBTRACT ANY TRADE-IN ALLOWANCE IN CALCULATING THE ALTERNATIVE 
HIGHWAY USE TAX ON LEASED VEHICLES. Deletes provisions of 1st edition, except as indicated by the title. 


H 852. REPEAL MINIMUM HWY. USE TAX. Intro. 4/12/95. House action amends 2nd edition. Rewrites GS 20- 
85(b) to provide that all title and registration fees collected under GS 20-85(a) be credited to the NC Highway Trust 
Fund. (Now, $31.50 of each certificate of title fee and all of the other motor vehicle title and registration fees 
collected are so credited, but the remaining $3.50 from each certificate of title fee is credited to the Highway Fund). 
Retains requirement that $15 of each title fee credited to the Trust Fund under GS 20-85(a) shall be added to the
